Births.—In the Dublin Registration District, which consists of the city of. 
Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Pierce Kingstown, Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and portions of the districts of 
Finglas and Seeeae and Palmerston, there were registered during the year 1897 — 
10, 221 births—5,270 boys and 4,951 girls—being equal to 1 in 34, or 29 per 1,000 of 
the population. The average rate for the preceding ten years was 28 per 1 ,000. 

Of the 10,221 births registered in 1897, 8,094, or 33 in every 1,000 of the population, » 
occurred in the City, and 2,127, or only 20 in every 1,000 inhabitants in the suburban ~ 
districts. 

Of the 10,221 births in the entire district, 2,702 were registered during the first quarter 
of the year, 2,494 in the second, 2,668 in the third, and 2,357 in the fourth, the weekly . 
average being 197. 

In London the number of births registered during the year 1897 was 133,622, being 

equal to a rate of 30 in every 1,000 of the estimated ‘population 5 ; in Glasgow the number 
was 23,850, equal to 33 per 1, 000; and in pon eh it was 7,977, or 27 per 1,000 
of the population. 


Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District during 
the year 1897, was 10,117 (5,103 males and 5,014 females) —equal to 1 in 35, or 28-9 
in every 1 000 of the population. The average death-rate for the ten years, 1887- 96, 
was 27°0 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year is 1°9 above the average. 

Omitting 295 deaths which, being those of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration District, are not. properly chargeable to 
the District, the death-rate for last year is 28:1 per 1,000 of the population, the rate 
for the city being 31°6 per 1,000 (30-9 on the North side, and 32°3 on the South), 
and for the suburbs 19°9 per 1,000. The rates for the several Registrars’ districts 
range from 16:4, the rate for Palmerston, part of, to 36:1 for No. 2 South City (Castle- 
street) District. 

Of the 10,117 deaths in the entire district, 3,498 were registered during -the first 
quarter of the year, 2,382 in the second, 2,094 in the third, and 2,143 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 195. 

In the twenty-two provincial Urban Sanitary Districts, for which statistics are given in - 
the Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates for the year are as follow, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Carrickfergus, 16°0 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion ; Lisburn, 17:0 ; Ballymena, 17-1 ; Dundalk, 17:4; Queenstown, 18°1 ; Drogheda, 
19-2; Lurgan, 20:0; Newry, 20:1 ; Kilkenny, 20-6 ; Waterford, 20-9 ; Clonmel, 21-1 ; 
Limerick, 21°4; Tralee, 21°6; Wexford, 21:7 ; Newtownards, 24:2; Londonderry, 
24:5; Cork, 24°7; Galway, 24:9 ; Sligo, 25°2; Belfast, 25°7; Armagh, 26°9; and 
Portadown, 27°8. The total mortality in these districts and the Dublin Registration © 
- District yields a death-rate of 25°3 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London.during the year 1897 was 80,945, - 
or 18:1 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow 15,656, equal to 21-9 
per 1,000; and in Edinburgh 6,206, or 21:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population 
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Public Institutions—Of the 10,117 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration 
District last year, 3,249, or 32°1 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz.—1,825 
in the various hospitals, prisons. and lunatic asylums; 688 in the North Dublin 
Union Workhouse, 702 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 34 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Diseases.—Dubiin Registration District—(See Tables II. and_ III.)—Measles. 
and whooping-cough proved very fatal during the earlier months of the year, 
and the mortality from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system during the 
March quarter was very heavy. It is to these causes that the excess in the death-rate 
last year as compared with the average for the preceding ten years, already adverted 
to, is chiefly due. A reference to the age statistics in Table LV. shows that all of the 
excess occurred in deaths of children and young persons, and that the mortality 
amongst adults was below the average. ; 

The total number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last year is 1,893, 
being 751 over that for the preceding year and 651 or 52 per cent. above the average for 
the ten years 1887-96. Of the 1,893 deaths from these causes last year, 1,292, or 68 
per cent., were deaths of children under 5 years of age. Omitting 37 deaths of 
hospital patients admitted from places without the district, the number of deaths from 
the principal zymotic diseases“ registered during last year was 1,578, equivalent to a 
rate of 4:5 per 1,000, the rate for the city being 5:3 (4-3 on the north side, and 6:1 on 
the south), and for the suburbs 2-7. The rates for the several Districts vary from 1:9 
for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, to 6°8 for No. 2 South City (Castle-street) District, 
and 7:0 for South City No. 1 (South Harl-street) District, the 1,190 deaths from the 
last named district comprising 45 from measles, 24 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 
from typhus, 96 from whooping-cough, 12 from diphtheria, 11 from enteric fever, and 
46 from diarrhea. | 

Two deaths from small-pox were registered during the year: both occurred in the 
March quarter. The returns did not contain any information as to whether the 
deceased persons had been vaccinated. There were but 4 cases of the disease treated | 
in hospital during the year, and none of them proved fatal. 


Measles which, in the year 1896 caused 10 deaths only, proved fatal last year in 
474 cases or 1:4 per 1,000 of the population, being 328 above the average 
number of deaths from this disease during the ‘preceding ten years and higher 
than the number in any of these years except 1887, when 514 deaths from 
measles were recorded. Of the 474 fatal cases last year, 358 were registered during 
the first quarter, 109 in the second, 5 in the third, and 2 in the fourth. From the 
hospital statistics it is seen that 162 cases of the disease were under treatment in 
hospital at the close of the year 1896 ; the admissions during last year amounted to 
1,379, of which 1,095 were in the first quarter; 1,447 measles patients were 
discharged during the year; 92 died; and there were only 2 cases in hospital on 
Saturday, lst January last. 

The deaths (134) from scarlet fever (scarlatina) although 14 under the number for 
1896 were 57 in excess of the average for the ten years 1887-96. The disease was 
present throughout the year, the respective numbers of deaths fer the four quarters 
being 45, 27, 27, and 35. The number of cases admitted to hospital was 1,260, 
showing a decline of 461 as compared with the admissions in the preceding year, 
1,194 patients were discharged during the year; 80 died ; and 179+ remained under 
treatment on Saturday, Ist January last, being 14 under the number in hospital at the 
close of the year 1896. 

There were but 14 fatal cases of typhus (10 of which were registered during the 
March quarter), and only 8 deaths were tabulated under the head of simple continued 
and ill-defined fever, but enteric fever caused 182 deaths, or 47 above the number from 
that disease in the preceding year, and 13 in excess of the average for the ten years 
1887-96. Of the 182 deaths last year, 99, or more than one-half, were registered in

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the last quarter. At the beginning of the year there were 50’ enteric fever patients in 
hospital; in the course of the year 778 patients were admitted ; 618 were discharged, 
and 79 died, leaving 135 as the number under treatment on Saturday, the 1st January last. 

The deaths from whooping-cough amount to 392 (equal to 1:1 per 1,000 of the 
- population), against 174 for the preceding year, and an average of 171 for the ten years 
1887-96, and showing an excess of 119 as compared with the highest annual number 
during that period, which was 273 in the year 1888. Of the 392 deaths last year, 251 
were registered during the first quarter, 95 in the second, 34.in the third, and 12, 
only, in the fourth. 

Diphtheria proved much more fatal than usual, causing 75 deaths, being 57 over the 
number for the preceding year, 52 in excess of the average number for the ten years 
1887-96, and more than double the highest number (36) in any of those ‘years. 

The number of deaths from influenza and its complications is 85, being 20 under 
the number for the preceding year, and 224 under that for the year 1895. 

The mortality from diarrhceal diseases was somewhat above the average, the deaths 
tabulated under the head of diarrhea, dysentery, amounting to 334, or 49 in excess of 
the average for the ten years 1887-96, and the deaths from simple cholera and 
choleraic diarrhea being 22, against an average of 15. Of the 356 deaths from these 
causes, 234 were registered during the third quarter of the year. 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 19 from erysipelas. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, exclusive of phthisis or 
pulmonary consumption, amount to 1,961, or 5°6 per 1,000 of the population. The 
corresponding number for the preceding year was 1,575, and the average for the ten 
years 1887-96 was 1,876. The 1,961 deaths comprise 1,161 from bronchitis, 589 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 54 from croup, and 17 from pleurisy, 
More than 42 per cent. of the total number were registered during the first quarter 


of the year.

The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary conswmption.is 1,147 (equal to 
3°3 per 1,000 living), being 77 below the average for the ten years 1887-96. 

Among the deaths from other constitutional diseases are 237 from mesenteric disease, 
221 from tubercular meningitis, 307 from cancer (being 44 over the number from 
that cause in 1896), and 9. from gout. 

The deaths of 484 children were ascribed to convulsions: this number is 21 under 
that for the preceding year, 

Apopleay caused 154 deaths, epilepsy 34, other diseases of the brain and nervous 

system (exclusive of convulsions) 351, and diseases of the circulatory system 742. 
There were 252 accidental deaths (including 51 from burns or scalds, and 45 from 
drowning) ; 4 cases of homicide ; and 10 cases of sutcide. 

In 717 cases the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the Jast illness: of these 717 cases, 484, or 68 per cent., were deaths 
of children under d years of age: these 484 deaths form 12°6 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 569 infants under i month 
old registered, there were 208 (or 37 per cent.) regarding which the cause was 


uncertified. ,

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Ages:—Of the 10,117 deaths registered during the year, 3,884, or 38 per cent., 
were of children under five years of age, and 2,136, or 21 per cent., were of persons 
aged 60 years and upwards, including those of 1,102 persons aged 70 years and 
upwards, of whom 54 were stated to have been nonagenarians and 2 (a man anda 
woman) were returned as centenarians. 

The deaths of infants under 1 year old were equal to 192 for every 1,000 births 
registered, against 155 in the preceding year, and 171 in 1895.

Occupations.—Table VI. on page xi. exhibits the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class”” were equal to a 
rate of 21°8 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1891 ; 
in the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 19°3 per 1,000; among the “ Artizan Class 
and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 24°8; and in the “General Service Class” and the 
“ Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 37°5. The number of the living in each 
of the several classes and orders of occupations in 1891 is shown by age-periods 
in the following Table. :

Small-pox.—No deaths from this disease were registered in any of the twenty-two 
districts during the year. 


Measles.—Deaths from measles were registered in ten of the districts, viz. :—124 (a 
number equal to 0-4 per 1,000 of the population at all ages) in Belfast, 75 (equal to 1-0 
per 1,000 of the population) in Cork, 1 in Galway, 10 (or 0°8 per 1,000), in Newry, 
2 in Sligo, 1 in Tralee, 6 in Newtownards, 8 in Carrickfergus, 14 (equal to 1:7 per 
1,000 of the population) in Portadown, and 4 in Armagh. In the preceding year, 
the deaths from measles in Belfast amounted to 205. Forty-seven of the 75 fatal 
cases in Cork last year were registered during the first quarter. 


Scarlatina.—Caused 76 deaths in the twenty-two districts, and of these 32 were in 
Belfast (where 173 deaths from this disease were registered in 1896), 7 in Limerick, 
6 in Londonderry, 8 in Drogheda, and 4 in Clonmel, the remaining 19 being distributed 
over ten of the other districts. : 


Typhus.—Only 18 deaths were caused by typhus, viz.:—5 in Belfast, 3 in Cork, 
5 in Galway, 4 in Sligo, and one in each of the following, viz. :—Limerick, London- 
derry, and Waterford. 


Whooping-cough.—During the year 187 deaths from whooping-cough were regis- 
tered in Belfast, where in the preceding year there were 215 deaths from this disease. 
In Cork it caused 59 deaths, or 0°8 per 1,000 living, in Londonderry 14, in Waterford 
7, in Drogheda 9, in Newry 12, in Newtownards 11 (equal to a rate of 12 per 1,000), 
in Carrickfergus 6, in Armagh 8, or 1'1 per 1,000; and 19 fatal cases were 
distributed over seven of the other districts. 


Diphtheria.-—The total number of deaths from diphtheria registered in the twen ty- 
two districts is 58, of which 88 occurred in Belfast, 10 in Cork, 2 in Galway, and one 
in each of eight of the other districts. 


Simple continued and ill-defined fever—The deaths under this heading consist 
of 16 in Belfast, 3 in Galway, and one in Drogheda, Dundalk, and Ballymena 
respectively. 


_ Enieric fever.—In Belfast 354 deaths from enteric fever—equal to a rate of 1°3 per 
1,000—were registered during the year ; the number in that city during the preceding 
year was 136, and the average for the five years, 1892-6, was 189. The total number 
of deaths from this cause in the other districts last year is 42, including 9 in Cork, 
8 in Limerick, 4 in Waterford, 4 in Clonmel, and 4 in Portadown. In eight of the 
districts no death from enteric fever were recorded. 


Diarrhea, Dysentery.--In Belfast 355 deaths—equal to a rate of 1:3 per 1,000 
living—were returned under this heading as compared with 206 in the preceding year, 
and 325 in the year 1895. Among the deaths under this heading in other districts 
last year are 47 in Cork, 5] (or 1-5 per 1,000 of the population in 1891) in London- 
derry, 34 or 1°3 per 1,000 in Waterford, 22 or 1-7 per 1,000 in Newry, 11 in Lurgan, 
and 1] in Kilkenny.

DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 182—104 boys and 78 girls; and the deaths to 236—125 males and 111 females. 

The deaths, which are 19 over the average number for. the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 35:2 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 34:6 per 1,000. 

Forty-eight deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 6 
over the number for the preceding week, and 27 above the average for the first week 
of the ten years 1887-96: the 48 deaths include 9 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 1 from typhus fever, 1 from influenza, 19 from whooping-cough, 4 from 
enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea and dysentery. 

Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, against 
11 for the preceding week: 8 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
and 46 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number iu 
hospital on the previous Saturday. . 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 38, being 17 over the 
admissions for the preceding week: 44 patients were discharged and 2 died during 
the week; and 185* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 under the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 2nd instant. | 

Seventy-eight cases of measles were admitted to hospital, while in the 3 preceding 
weeks the numbers were 44, 36, and 99 respectively ; 31 patients were discharged dur- 
ing last week and 9 died, while 200 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
38 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Six cases of typhus were admitted to hospital last week, and 16 patients remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. 

Fifty-nine deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
one under the average for the first week of the ten years 1887-96, and 7 under the 
number for the week ended the 2nd instant: the 59 deaths include 41 from bron- 
chitis and 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. . 

‘T'wo deaths were caused by apoplexy, 1 by epilepsy, 4 by other diseases of the brain 
on nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 23 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 14 deaths, and cancer 7. 

Four accidental deaths were registered. . 

In 21 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 16 children under 
5 years of age (ncluding 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

Ninety-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (31 being infants under | year, of whom 9 were under 1 month 
old) and 54 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and woman) were stated to have 
been aged 100 and 93 years respectively. 

Kighty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 27 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. . 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables LV. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 34°6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 40°0 (35°7 on the North side, and 440 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
5°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 7'4 (4°0 in the North City Districts, and 10°6 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Kast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°3 per 1,000. One death from scarlet fever and 1 from diarrhoea constitute the mortality from 


zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West. (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
23°9 per 1,000. Two deaths from measles constitute the mortality from zymotic disease. Of the 
deaths from other causes, 3 were from convulsions, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 


1 each from pneumonia and bronchitis. ; 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
452 per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 
1 from enteric fever. Nine deaths were attributable to diseases of the respiratory system, 3 of which 
were from pneumonia. Convulsions, caused 1 death ; and there were 3 deaths from diseases of the 


circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 46°0 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotic disease were 2 from measles and.1 from enteric fever. .Among the 
20 deaths from othor causes are 5 from diseases of the respiratory system, 4 of these being from 


pneumonia. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (45) represent an annual rate of 69°2 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 19 deaths, viz.:—8 from whooping-cough, 4 from measles, 3 from 
scarlet fever, and 4 from other zymotic diseases. Of the 26 deaths from other causes, 9 were caused 
by diseases of the respiratory system, 7 being from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 1 from 


pleurisy. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 534 per 
1,000. Zymotie diseases caused 3 deaths, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 2 from other zymotic 
diseases, Bronchitis caused 8 deaths and 2 were attributable to convulsions, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 4)6 per 
1,000. Seven deaths from whooping-cough and 1 from measles constitute the mortality from zymotic 
disease. Deaths from the respiratory system caused 13 deaths, of which 12 were from bronchitis

The Registrar’s District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel Opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street Mill-street, Marquis-street , Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting poiné. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by aline drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-streat, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’sfarm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of 
John Magee’s old farm-house, to the south-western boundary of the Northern Reservoir at Old Park, thence following said boundary 
along its western and northern sides to a point about 140 yards in an easterly direction from the point where the Carr’s Glen River 
enters the grounds of said reservoir, and thence north-eastward along a fence which meets the western boundary of Skegoneill 
Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through the centre of Duncairn-street, to Carlisle Circus, 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman's-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 

treet, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, Districtis bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College. 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland tothe River Lagan thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. ; 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The only parte of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry. 

Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portion of Edenderry Townland, south and west of a line 
drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leesons 
street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland. 

Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-roadand Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland at the Ferth River, northwards 
along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road and Shankill-road to the Municipal Boundary, along 
same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence in a north-westerly direction along said boundary to where a stream from Mr, 
Andrew Reid’s land crosses same, thence in a northerly and north-westerly direction along said stream to a fence, and along same 
in a north-easterly direction to the Old Park-road at a point 50 yards on the north-west side of the Old Park N ational Schoolg 
thence in a north-west direction along said road to the road leading into the Old Park Printworks, and along same in a north-east 
direction to the avenue leading to the dwellinghouse of the late Wm.

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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F..Mzr.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th January, 1897 :— 

“Interesting from a meteorological point of view, the weather of this week was very unsettled and 
inclement. At the beginning of the period depressions were still passing northwards outside the 
western coasts of Ireland and Scotland, solthat S. and S.W. winds prevailed, with rains and bright 
intervals alternately. Monday was fair and sunny in Dublin, although a heavy dash of rain occurred 
in the evening. Tuesday broke cold, damp, and foggy, and as the day advanced the wind became 
§.E. and freshened until at night it blew a gale with heavy rain. From that time to the close of the 
week, storm, gloom,and rain were paramount. This state of things was brought about by the 
gradual advance across Northern Europe south-westwards of an anticyclone, in which the barometer 
rose above 30°70 inches in Sweden on Friday morning ; while, at the same time, deep depressions 
approached the 8.W. of Ireland on Wednesday morning (barometer down to 28°99 inches at Valentia 
Island) and the mouth of the English Channel on-Fridayimorning. The north-easterly course of the 
system in each case was arrested by the high pressure!area over Scandinavia. Gales from 8.E. to 
K. prevailed, the sky remained densely clouded, andlrain fell in large quantities especially in the 8. W. 
and S, of England and the S. and K. of Ireland. Temperature gave way considerably on Friday and 
Saturday, which were dull and cold in the extreme. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
‘was 29'708 inches, pressure ranging between 29°985 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, 8.) and 29°452 
inches at 9p.m, of Wednesday (wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 432°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 42°0°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose 
to 513°, On Tuesday they fell to 33°1°, Rain fell daily to the total amount of 1°771 inches, ‘579 inch 
being measured on Wednesday. The prevailing winds were &.S.W., S.E., and E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°706 inches. The highest reading (29:959) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S., and the lowest (29°435) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind KE, 

The mean temperature for the week was 41°6°, being 5°5° above the average 
for the last week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 50°19, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27:39. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 39:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 10°6 
hours. The rainfall measured 1°790 ins. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39°6°, the maximum 46:0°, 
and the minimum 32°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 47°9°, the minimum 30°59, and 
the mean 40°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47:09, the minimum 29°7°, and the 
mean 39°29. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:08 ins.; at Glasgow 0°60 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°19 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17-9}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:9 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23°5, and for Edinburgh 20:3. ait 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 28:9 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 975,326.* 
‘The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in thirteen of 
the districts to 12-4 in Portadown; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from measles, 

Among the 144 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 6 from whooping - 
cough, 3 each from measles and scarlatina,.and 2 each from enteric fever and diarrhea. 

The 33 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from measles; and in the 18 from Limerick: 
there was no case of zymotic disease.

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 231—13] boys and 100 girls; and the deaths to 233—106 males and 127 females. 

The deaths, which are 12 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 34°8 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 33:9 per 1,000. 

Fifty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 9 
over the number for the preceding week, and 29 over the average for the second week 
of the ten years 1887-96: the 57 deaths include 9 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from typhus fever, 27 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from 
diarrhea, 5 from influenza, &c, 

Ninety-three cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, being 15 
over the admissions for the preceding week: 61 patients were discharged and 5 died 
during last week, while 227 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 27 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-eight scarlatina patients were admitted to hospital, being 10 under the 
number for the preceding week: 44 patients were discharged and 4 died during the 
week; while 165* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 20 under the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 9th instant. 

Three cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 4 cases for the pre- 
ceding week: 17 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 81 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 15 under the number in hospital on 
the previous Saturday. 

Three cases of typhus were admitted to hospital last week, and 14 patients remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. 

Fifty-two deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
21 under the average for the second week of the ten years 1887-96, and 7 under the 
number for the week ended the 9th instant: the 52 deaths include 30 from bron- 
chitis, 18 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old, 5 of whom were under 1 month) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, and 10 by diseases of the circu- 
latory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths, and cancer 3. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. . 

In 19 instances the cause of death was ‘“‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons. 
aged 60 years and upwards.

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Ninety-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under:5 years of age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month 
old) and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23. persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians, and | (a woman) aged 90 years. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week “occurred in. hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 14 ‘took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 22 in the South Dublin Union a and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
W orkhouse.

Zymotic diseases caused 11 deaths, viz. :—1 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 8 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from influenza, Of deaths from other causes, 3 were from phthisis, and 6 from diseases 
of the respiratory system (5 from bronchitis and 1from pneumonia). Cancer caused 1 death and 
convulsions 1 death. : 


No. 2 South City District ( High-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 59°0 per 
1,000. Seven deaths were attributable to zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from measles, 1 from typhus 
fever, and 3 from whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 6 deaths and pneumonia 2 deaths, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (45) are equal to an annual rate of 589 per 
1,000. Nineteen deaths were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 
1 from typhus fever, 10 from whooping-cough, 1 from diarrhea, 1 from influenza, and 1 from German 
measles. There were, among other deaths, 4 from phthisis, 1) from diseases of the respiratory 
system (7 from bronchitis and 3 from pneumonia). 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. _'There were 3 deaths from zymotic diseases, viz. :;—1 from measles and 2 from 
whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths and phthisis 1 death, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 266.;..Donnybrook, 
14°6 ; Blackrock, 29'1 ; and Kingstown, 19°6. The'deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from diarrhoea and 1 from mumps in Rathmines; 1 from influenza in Donny- 
brook ; 1 from whooping-cough in Blackrock ; and 1 from whooping-cough in Kingstown. Among 
the 14 deaths from all’causes for’ Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis, 1 from croup, 1 from convulsions, 
1 from phthisis, and 1 from cancer ; among the 7 deaths from Donnybrook are 1 from convulsions, 
2 from bronchitis, 1 from influenza,and 1 from pneumonia; and the 7 deaths in Kingstown comprise _

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.mzt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th January, 1897 :— 
“Much finer and generally colder weather was experienced in this period. Until Tuesday the dis- 
tribution of atmospheric pressure remained much the same as it had been during the previous week. 
Thus, an anticyclone was found over Scandinavia and the North of Russia, while the barometer was 
relatively low to the S.W. of our Islands. Gradients, however, were not at all so steep and the §.E. 
gales accordingly subsided. Sunday was gloomy, damp and finally wet and foggy in Dublin. Gloom 
and fog prevailed also on Monday. On Tuesday a new depression appeared off the coast of Kerry, 
renewing the strong S8.E. winds and bringing a considerable fall of rain to the County Cork. A com- 
plete change now took place, The Scandinavian anticyclone moved away eastwards and partially 
dispersed, while a new area of high barometer advanced upon the N.W. of Ireland from the Atlantic. 
This system developed rapidly until on Thursday morning the barometer rose above 30°40 inches 
in the West of Ireland. Light to moderate N.E. winds resulted, and showers of hail and snow began 
to fall along the east coast of both Great Britain and Ireland. In Dublin the ground was covered with 
snow on Saturday morning, and calms and dense fogs prevailed. The mean height of the barometer 
at this station was 29965 inches, pressure ranging between 29'544 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, 
_§.E,) and 30380 inches at 9 a,m. of Thursday (wind, N). The corrected mean temperature was 38'3°, 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 36'7°. On Monday the screened thermo- 
meters rose to 446°, on Saturday they fell to 291°. The rainfall was ‘097 inch on two days, ‘076 inch 
being measured on Sunday. The prevalent winds were S.E. and afterwards N.W. A little hail fell 
on Friday, snow on Saturday.” | : 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:959 inches. The highest reading (30°385) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind N., and the lowest (29°532) on Sunday at 9 a.m, wind BE, 

The mean temperature for the week was 359°, being 2°7° below the average 
for the last week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 46°6°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 21:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 35:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 34:19. The mean humidity of the air was -89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 8'8 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °150 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37:89, the maximum 46:19, 
and the minimum 30°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 39°99, the minimum 26 7°, and 
the mean 340°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 39°3°, the minimum 26:5, and the 
mean 34°29, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°22 in.; and at Glasgow 0°20 in. 
There was no rain at Edinburgh.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°1}, was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19-7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 24°6 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 28°9, and for Edinburgh 22:2. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 35°8 per 1,000 of their 
ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 975,326.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen of 
the districts to 12:4 in Portadown; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from measles and 1 from whooping-cough, Among the 191 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 8 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 7 
from whooping-cough, 1 from simple and ill-defined fever, and 2 from enteric fever. 
Among the 43 deaths in Cork are 2 from whooping-cough; and among the 11! deaths 
in Galway are 2 from scarlatina and 1 from simple continued and ill-defined fever. 

Two deaths from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea occurred in Newry, out of a 
total of 8 deaths from all causes. aa oes 7 ;

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 205—99 boys and 106 girls; and the deaths to 294—-153 males and 141 females. 

The deaths, which are 51 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 43-9 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 42°4 per 1,000. During the 
three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 38:0, and was 3°0 over the 
mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

Sixty-three deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 6 
over the number for the preceding week, and 36 in excess of the average for the 3rd 
week of the last ten. years: the 63 deaths comprise 15 from measles, 4 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 1 from typbus fever, 23 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 
1 from simple continued and ill-defined fever, 2 from enteric fever, 10 from diarrhea 
and dysentery (including 3 from dysentery which took place in the Richmond District 
Lunatic Asylum), 2 from erysipelas, 1 from septicemia, and 3 from other zymotic 
diseases. 

Sixty-eight cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, being 25 
under the admissions for the preceding week : 44 patients were discharged and 6 died 
during last week, while 245 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 18 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-one scarlatina patients were admitted to hospital, being 7 under the 
number for the preceding week: 32 patients were discharged and 5 died during the 
week; while 149* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 16 under the 
number in hospital on the preceding Saturday, 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 3 in excess of the num- 
ber for the preceding week: 6 patients were discharged during the week; and 31, as 
on the previous Saturday, remained under treatment on Saturday the 23rd instant. 

Four cases of typhus were admitted to hospital last week, and 13 patients remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 80, being 
28 over the number for the preceding week, and 8 over the average for the third week 
of the last ten years: the 80 deaths include 55 from bronchitis, 20 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 14 children under 5 years of age (including 12 infants under one year 
5 of whom were under 1 month) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Ten deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 22 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

ppthieis or pulmonary consumption caused 35 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 3. 

Five accidental deaths were registered. . 

In 23 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year o!d) and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. |

- One hundred and thirty of the persons whose deaths. were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (51 being infants under 1 year, of whom 19 were 
under 1 month old) and 57 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 1 (a female) was stated te 
have been aged 90 years. pac . 

Kighty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Ba 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 

orkhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


‘As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 42'4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 51'5 (42'8 on the North side, and 59'4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
79 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 10°6 (4°0 in the North City Districts, and 167 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Hmerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°8 per 1,000. Of zymotic diseases, there was only 1 death from diarrhosa, Phthisis caused 2 deaths, 
bronchitis 2 deaths, and pneumonia 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (43) are equal to an annual rate of 
51°3 per 1,000. The mortality from zymotic diseases comprise 1 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from diarrhoea, and 1 from dysentery. Of the deaths from other causes, there were 8 from 
phthisis, 4 from convulsions, 11 from diseases of the respiratory system, including 9 from bronchitis 
and 1 from pneumonia. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
52*4 per 1,000. Two deaths from enteric fever constitute the mortality from zymotic diseases. Five 
deaths were registered from phthisis, 3 from pneumonia, 7 from bronchitis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. Of zymotic diseases, measles caused 1 death and whooping-cough 1 death. Among the 
14 deaths from other causes, 2 were ascribed to phthisis, 2 to pneumonia, 1 to convulsions, and 1 to 


cancer. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (43) represent an annual rate of 66'1 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 14 deaths, viz.:—4 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 
4 from whooping-cough, 1 from diarrhea, 1 from German measles, 1 from mumps, and 1 from 
erysipelas. Of deaths from other causes, 9 were from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 
5 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from convulsions, and 1 from cancer. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 703 per 
1,000. Of zymotic diseases, measles, whooping-cough, and diarrhea caused 2 deaths each. Of deaths 
from other causes, bronchitis caused 7 deaths, pleurisy 1 death, and cancer 1 death. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (66) are equal to an annual rate of 733 per 
1,000. Eighteen deaths are attributable to zymotic diseases, viz.:—Measles 7, whooping-cough 8, 
diarrhoea 2,and German measles 1. There were, among deaths from other causes, 5 from phthisis, 
11 from bronchitis, 6 from pneumonia, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 320 per 1,000. There were 8 deaths from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from scarlatina, 5 from 
whooping-cough, and 1 from erysipelas. Phthisis caused 3 deaths, bronchitis 2, pneumonia 2, and 


convulsions 1 death. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 35°38; Rathmines, 19°0; Donnybrook, 
35°4; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 14°0. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough in Rathmines ; 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple 
fever, and 1 from septicemia in Donnybrook. Among the 10 deaths from all causes in Rathmines 
are 3 from bronchitis, | from laryngitis, and 1 from phthisis ; among the 17 deaths from Donnybrook 
are 4 from bronchitis and 1 from pleurisy ; and among the 5 deaths in Kingstown are 1 from phthisis 
and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. , :

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaniE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mzt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd January, 1897 :— 

“Cold, and at times very cold, weather prevailed during this week, and at its close snow lay thickly 
on the ground in most districts, On Sunday a very sharp frost occurred in Dublin, the thermometer 
falling to 25°0° in the screen and to 212° on the ground. A beautiful, sunny, yet frosty, day followed. 
On Monday morning sharp frost was reported from England, while the cold relaxed in both Scotland 
and Ireland. The northern half of the British Isles now came under the influence of an arm of high 
atmospheric pressure, which stretched across the North Sea from Scandinavia. At the same time 
the barometer fell in France as depressions moved north-eastwards across the Peninsula and the 
Mediterranean. Asa result, strong easterly winds set in on Tuesday night, accompanied by bitterly 
cold weather and showers of hail and sleet or snow. At 8 a.m. of Wednesday the barometer stood 
a little above 30°5 inches in the Hebrides. This system of high pressure afterwards moved south- 
wards and dispersed, while a rapid reduction of pressure over Scandinavia took place and a well- 
marked cyclonic system travelled southwards across Central Europe during the last two days of 
the week. This disturbance brought northerly and north-easterly gales to the British and Irish 
coasts, as well as heavy falls of snow and hail. In Dublin a small blizzard was felt on Friday after- 
noon, and at 3.40 p.m. a bright flash of lightning was quickly followed by a loudjpeal of thunder. On 
Saturday snow lay in this city to the depth of about 2inches. The mean atmospheric pressure was 
30°092 inches, the barometer rising to 30°238 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.N.E.), and falling 
to 29°744 inches at 11 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 35°1°. 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 346°. On Sundays the screened thermo- 
meters fell to 25°0°, on Wednesday they rose to 42°0°.. The rainfall (which consisted chiefly of snow 
and hail) was equal to ‘280 inch, ‘218 inch being measured on Friday. There were three ‘rainy’ days, 
The prevalent wind was N.E. Thunder and lightning occurred on Friday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otlice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-084 inches. The highest reading (30°212) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29'778) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind N.N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 32°7°, being 85° below the average 
for the last week of the ten years, 1887-96.

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 31:1°, the maximum 36:09, 
and the minimum 23°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 40'9°, the minimum 180°, and 
the mean 320°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 39°3°, the minimum 26:0, and the 
mean 33°19. ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°16 in.; at Glasgow 0°12 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°33 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen of 
the districts to 19°5 in Clonmel; the 24 deaths (all occurring in public institutions) 
registered in that district comprising 1 from scarlatina, | from diphtheria, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea, Among the 186 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 8 from measles, 3 from scarlatina, 5 from whooping-cough, 5 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; the 52 deaths in Cork comprise 7 from measles, 
1 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and | from diarrhea; and among the 6 
deaths in Tralee are 1 from measles and 2 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 195—102 boys and 93 girls; and the deaths to 284—136 males and 148 females. 

The deaths, which are 60 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 42:4 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 41:3 per 1,000. During the 
first four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 39:1, and was 4:5 above 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

Fifty-nine deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 4 
under the number for the preceding week, and 32 in excess of the average for the fourth 
week of the last ten years: the 59 deaths comprise 7 trom measles, 6 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 1 from typhus fever, 27 from whoosping-cough, 1 from enteric 
fever, 4 from diarrhea, 2 from erysipelas, 5 from influenza, 1 from mumps, and 1 from 
German measles, &e. 

One hundred and four cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, 
being 36 over the admissions for the preceding week: 89 patients were discharged and 
4 died during last week, while 256 remained under treatment on Saturday, being 11 
over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Nineteen scarlatina patients were admitted to hospital, being 2 under the number for 
the preceding week: 43 patients were discharged and 5 died during the week; while 
120* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 29 under the number in 
hospital on the preceding Saturday, 7 

Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 7 in excess of the num- 
ber for the: preceding week: 8 patients were discharged during the week; and 36 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on the 
previous Saturday. 

No case of typhus was admitted to hospital during last week, and only 9 persons 
remained under treatment on Saturday the 30th ultimo. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 86, being 
6 over the number for the preceding week, and 25 over the average for the fourth week 
of the last ten years: the 86 deaths comprise 67 from bronchitis and 14 from pneumonia 


or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children (all infants under one year, 4 of whom were under 1 month) 
were ascribed to convulsions. : 

Six deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
_ system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 2. 

Eleven accidental deaths were registered. | 

In 29 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 22 children under 
5 years of age (including 13 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 5 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

* Exclusive of 18 patients in “Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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One hundred and fourteen of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (55 being infants under 1 year, of whom 17 were 
_under 1 month old) and 72 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 38 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 1] were octogenarians, and 5 (1 man and 4 women) 
were nonagenarians. 

Seventy-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so'distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 41°3 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 50'2 (410 on the North side, and 57°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
69 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 9°2 (27 in the North City Districts, and 15:1 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 15 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
371 per 1,000. Of zymotic diseases, there, was 1 death from diarrhoea_and 2 from influenza. Phthisis 
caused 1 death and bronchitis 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (33) are equal to an annual rate of 
39'4 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the total mortality from zymotic disease. Of 
the deaths from other causes are 13 from diseases of the respiratory system (11 from bronchitis, 
2 from pneumonia), and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
48°8 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases comprise 1 from whooping-cough and 1from diarrhea. Two deaths. 
were registered from phthisis, 9 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000. Of deaths from zymotic disease, 2 were from scarlatina.. Among the 15 deaths from other 
causes are.2 from phthisis, 2 from convulsions, 3 from bronchitis, and 1 from pneumonia. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (40) represent an annual rate of 61°5 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 12 deaths, viz. :—1 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 9 from whooping- 
cough, arid 1 from mumps. Of deaths from other causes, 2 occurred from phthisis, 10 from 
bronchitis, and 1 from pneumonia. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 64°7 per 
1,000. Of the 7 deaths from zymotic/diseases, 3 were from measles and 4 from whooping-cough. 
Of the 16 deaths from other causes, 3 were from phthisis and 6 from bronchitis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (49) are equal to an annual rate of 641 per 
1,000. There were 18 deaths attributed to zymotic diseases, 3 being from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 
1 from typhus, 10 from whooping-cough, 1 from*enteric fever, and 1 from influenza. There were 
31 deaths from other causes, including 2 from phthisis, 11 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from mesenteric disease. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street),_The deaths (32) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 466 per 1,000. Of zymotic diseases, 1 was from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
influenza, and 1 from German measles. Phthisis caused 4 deaths, bronchitis 8, pneumonia 4, and 
cancer 2, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
- Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 504 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 36°99; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
20°8 ; Blackrock, 21°38 ; and Kingstown, 16°38. The deaths from zymotiec diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from erysipelas in Clontarf; 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhoea in Donny- 
brook ; 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from influenza in Kingstown. Among the 10 deaths from all 
causes in Rathmines are 1 from phthisis, 3 from bronchitis, and 2 from diseases of the’ circulatory 
system ; among the 10 deaths from Donnybrook are 2 from phthisis, 2 from bronchitis, and 1 from 
conyulsions ; and the 6 deaths in Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr, J. W. Moore, r.z.mer.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th January, 1897 :— 
“Cold, changeable weather prevailed throughout this week. After Thursday, however, the frost 
broke up and a considerable fall of rain occurred on Friday night and Saturday morning in con- 
nection with a large and deep atmospheric depression which crossed the British Islands towards the 
east at that time. Sunday opened with sharp frost, but a rapid thaw set in as the day advanced and 
there were light showers of rain in the afternoon. These changes were due to the approach of a 
deep depression, which lay over the Shetlands on Monday morning, when the barometer was down 
to 28°95 inches at Sumburgh Head. The system subsequently crossed the North Sea in a south-easterly 
direction. It caused a violent snowstorm and severe frost in the North of Scotland—the melted snow 
yielded 1°5 inches of rain in the gauge at Wick on Tuesday morning. This represents some 18 inches 
of snow on the level. On Wednesday a high pressure system appeared off the West of Ireland and 
the weather moderated. A gradual rise of temperature now took place, spreading south-eastwards 
over the Kingdom. On Friday the anticyclone in the West dispersed as a new and deep depression 
approached Ireland from the Atlantic. In front of the disturbance the wind for a while backed to 
S. and rain set in with a further increase of temperature—in Dublin, however, only to 42°8°. Early on 
Saturday the wind again veered to N.W. in the rear of the centre of low pressure and temperature 
gave way—sleet and snow falling on the Dublin and Wicklow mountains. The mean barometric 
pressure was 29°854 inches, the observed range being from 30°303 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, 
W.N.W.), to 29°284 inches at 7.30 am. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). _The corrected mean temperature 
was 35'5°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 343°. On Sunday the screened ther- 
mometers fell to 25°9°, on Saturday they rose to 438°. The rainfall was ‘261 inch on four days, ‘190 
inch being registered on Friday. The prevalent wind was W.N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°854 inches. The highest reading (30°294) was on 
Wednesday at 9 r.m., wind W.N.W., and the lowest (29°305) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind 
N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 33:7°, being 8°5° below the average 
for the last week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 43°59, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 21:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 33-4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 32°4°. The mean humidity of the air was °89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 23:9 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °345 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 33°19, the maximum 40°39, 
and the minimum 24°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 42°9°, the minimum 21°9°, and 
the mean 33:02; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 39°89, the minimum 20°8°, and the 
mean 31°6°. ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:09 in.; at Glasgow 0°60 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°28 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 26-6 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 27:2, and for Edinburgh 24:9.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 262—140 boys and 122 girls; and the deaths to 296145 males and 151 females. 

The deaths, which are 89 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 44:1 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 42°8 per 1,000. During the 
first five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40:1, and was 6°2 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887—96. 

~The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 56, being 
3 under the number for the preceding week, but 34 in excess of the average for the fifth 
week of the last ten years: the 56 deaths comprise 18 from measles, 1 from German 
measles, 4 from scarlet. fever (scarlatina), 24 from whooping-cough, | from diphtheria, 
2 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week is 95, being 
9 under the admissions for the preceding week : 108 patients were discharged during 
the week; 8 died; and 235 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 21 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the week ended the 30th ultimo: 

Thirty-three cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being an increase of 14 as 
compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 22 cases were discharged dur- 
ing the week, and 131* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1! over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 7, against 13 for the 
preceding week: 4 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 89 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 30th ultimo. 

Nine cases of typhus were admitted to hospital during the week, and 17 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during last 
week is 75, being 11 below the number for the preceding week, but 22 above the average 
for the fifth week of the last ten years: the 75 deaths comprise 54 from bronchitis and — 
14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 21 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

spar or pulmonary consumption caused 31 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 5. 

Six accidental deaths were registered. 

In 19 instances the cause of death was ‘“‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 12 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

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One hundred and twenty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (65 being infants under 1 year, of whom 18 were 
under 1 month old) and 47 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 34 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 11 were octogenarians, and 3 (1 man and 2 women) 
were stated to have been aged 92, 90, and 94 years respectively. ; 

Eighty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 26 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 42°8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 49'8 (42°4 on the North side, and 566 on the South), and in the Suburbs 26°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
78 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 10°0 (4:0 in the North City Districts, and 155 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
143 per 1,000. Phthisis caused 2. deaths, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (33) are equal to an annual rate of 
39°4 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and 1 from scarlatina. 
Among the 30 deaths from other causes are 9 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (30) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
542 per 1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 2 from measles and 1 from whooping- 
cough. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 7 deaths, phthisis 7, and convulsions 3. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 54°0 per 
1,000. One was from measles and 2 from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. 
Among the remaining deaths are 4 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from mesenteric disease. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (51) represent an annual rate of 78'5 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 13 deaths, viz. :—Measles 2, whooping-cough 9, and diarrhea 2, The 
38 deaths from other causes comprise 14 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 5 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 59:0 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 4 from bronchitis, and 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (42) are equal to an annual rate of 549 per 
1,000. Fifteen were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—Measles 3, German measles 1, scarlatina 2, 
whooping-cough 8, and diarrhcea 1.’ Of the 27 deaths from other causes, 11 were from bronchitis, 
2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 364 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 6 deaths, including 2 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 
and 1 from enteric fever.. Among the remaining deaths aredfrom bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 
4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and’ Howth, No. 1, 63:0 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 340; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 35°38; Rathmines, 209; Donnybrook, 
35°4 ; Blackrock, 0°0 ;;and Kingstown, 22°4. The deaths from zymotiec diseases tabulated for these 
districts. comprise 1 from enteric fever for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 1 from diphtheria for 
Palmerston, part of ; 1 from whooping-cough for Rathmines, 1 from measles for Donnybrook, and 
1 from whooping-cough for Kingstown. Among the 11 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 from cancer ; and the 17 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from convulsions.

METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.Met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th February, 1897 :— 

“The weather was exceedingly unsettled—cold, wet, gloomy, and foggy—during the greater part 
of this week. But the most striking feature in the meteorology of the period was the occurrence of 
intense frost in the N. and N.E. of Scotland from Sunday night to Thursday evening. This local area 
of cold was brought about by a combination of circumstances—namely, a country deeply covered 
with snow, a clear sky, and a tolerably calm atmosphere. The town of Nairn suffered most severely 
from the resulting chill—the minima in the sereen there being 28°, 12°, 13°, 7°, 0°, 4°, and 26° respectively. 
This hyperborean cold had an extraordinary effect on the weather in England and Ireland, for it 
seemed to stop the Atlantic depressions in their passage northeastwards—the result was gloom, fog, 
and downpours of rain or heavy falls of wet snow. The steepness of the thermometric gradients 
over Western Europe was extreme on Tuesday, when a warm §8.W. air-current blew across France 
with gale force. At8 a.m. of that day the thermometer read 52° at Lorient and Jersey, 51° in Paris, 
37° in London, but 16° at Nairn and 17° at Wick. In the course of the day it rose to 56° in Paris, but 
did not exceed 38° in London. At8a.m.of Wednesday the reading at Nairn was 10°, at Nice 56°, or 
a difference of 46° F. The maximum at Nice on this day was 70°. On Tuesday a trough of low 
atmospheric pressure stretched from the south of Ireland eastwards to the Netherlands and on Fri- 
day a well-defined cyclonic system was found over the English Channel. These systems caused 
heavy rains in France, Ireland and England. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29489 inches, pressure ranging between 29209 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, E.S.E.) and 29°695 
inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.E.). The mean temperature was 406°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 40°0°. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 318°, on Thurs- 
day they rose to 495°, The rainfall was ‘856 inch on seven days, ‘285 inch being measured on Sun- 
day and ‘269 inch on Tuesday. The prevailing winds were easterly.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°488 inches. The highest reading (29°692) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29-215) on Monday at 9 p.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 38°7°, being 2°6° below the average 
for the last week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 49°3°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27:°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38°8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 38:09. The mean humidity of the air was :93, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 2°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 900 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37°8°, the maximum 48°2°, 
and the minimum 32°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 40'2°, the minimum 28°0°, and 
the mean 34°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 38°3°, the minimum 29°3, and the 
mean 34°69. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°83 ins.; at Glasgow 0°32 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°07 in.* :

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 217— 122 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 276151 males and 125 females. 

The deaths, which are 82 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 41°2 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 40-4 per 1,000. During the 
first six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40°3, and was 7:3 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1337-96. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases amount to 71, being 15 over the number for the 
preceding week, and 52 in excess of the average for the sixth week of the last ten 
years: they comprise one from small pox—the only death from that disease registered 
since the. week ended 23rd May last—26 from measles (being 8 over the number of 
deaths from that cause in the preceding week), 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from 
typhus, 6 from influenza and its complications, 25 from whooping-cough (against 24 
for the week ended the 6th instant), one from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, &e. 
Fifty-seven of the 71 deaths from zymotic diseases occurred among children under 5 
years of age. 

The hospital admissions for the week include 2 cases of small pox: these are the 
only cases of the disease admitted to hospital since the week ended 6th June, 1896. 

There were 112 cases of measles admitted to hospital, against 95 for the preceding 
week, and 104. for the week ended the 30th ultimo : 98 measles patients were discharged 
during the week; 7 died; and 242 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 
over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Forty-two cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 33 for the preceding 
week, and 19 for the week ended the 30th ultimo: 26 patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 145* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 14 over 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 6th instant. 

During last week, as in the preceding week, 7 cases of enteric fever were admitted 
to hospital: 6 patients were discharged during last week; and 40 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

The number of cases of typhus admitted to hospital is 7, being a decline of 2 as 
compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 2 patients died during the week, 
and 22 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 6th instant. 

_Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 86 for the 
week ended the 30th ultimo to 75 for the following week, rose last week to 80, or 31 
over the average for tle corresponding week of the last ten years: the 80 deaths com- 
prise 53 from bronchitis and 23 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

Six deaths from accidents or negligence were registered, including 3 deaths of 
children from burns or scalds. 

In 17 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
Puasat during the last illness; these cases comprise ‘the deaths of 13 children under 

5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 


- aged 60 years and upwar ds. 


One hundred and thirty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (43 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were 
under | month old) and 62 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 31 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 10 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) 
were stated to have been aged 91 and 96 years “respectively. 

Seventy-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 40°4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 45'5 (36°6 on the North side, and 53°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 28°4, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
85 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 100 (40 in the North City Districts, and 155 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 5'0 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Kmerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
37'1 per 1,000. They comprises 6 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, 2 from influenza 
and its complications, and 1 from whooping-cough. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 
370. per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles and 1 from 
diarrhoea. The 26 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia, 4 from 
phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, ; 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by other diseases of the respiratory system, 
and 3 by mesenteric disease. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles and 1 from influenza. 
Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 4, and mesenteric disease 2. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (27) représent an annual rate of 41°5 per 
1,000. Among them are 9 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 8 from whooping-cough. 
Of the 18 deaths from other causes, 7 were from bronchitis, and 2 from pneumonia. During the six 
weeks of the current year, ending with paianiey. last, 46 deaths from whooping-cough were recorded 
in this district. 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (33) are equal to an annual rate of 92°38 per 
1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from small pox, 2 from measles, 1 from 
typhus, and 2 from whooping-cough. Twelve deaths ite caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia 
4 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (45) are equal to an annual rate of 589 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 19 deaths, viz.:—Measles 6, influenza and its complications 2, and 
whooping-cough 11. Among the 26 deaths from other causes are 9 from bronchitis, 3 from pneu- 
monia,2 from phthisis,and 3 from convulsions. During the six weeks of the current year, ending 
with Saturday last, 23 deaths from measles and 54 from whooping-cough were recorded in this 
district. 

No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 393 per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles and 2 from whooping- 
cough. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and 4 from phthisis, 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 389; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 304 ; Donnybrook, 
271; Blackrock, 291 ; and Kingstown, 36:4. The deaths from zymotiec diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 4 from measles for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District ; 2 from measles, 2 
from scarlatina, and 1 from whooping-cough for Rathmines; 1 from enteric fever for Donnybrook 
and 1 from influenza for Kingstown. The 16 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines 
comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from convulsions ; among the 13 deaths for 
Donnybrook are 2 from bronchitis ; and the 13 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from bronchitis 
2 from pneumonia, and 4 from diseases of the circulatory system.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 


- Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 


boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by aline drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, alongsame to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’sfarm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of 
John Magee’s old farm-house, to the south-western boundary of the Northern Reservoir at Old Park, thence following said boundary 
along its western and northern sides to a point about 140 yards in an easterly direction from the point where the Carr’s Glen River 
enters the grounds of said reservoir, and thence north-eastward along a fence which meets the western boundary of Skegoneill 
Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through the centre of Duncairn-street, to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 
street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, Districtis bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland tothe River Lagan thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. . 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The only parte of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry. 

Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portion of Edenderry Townland, south and west of a line 
drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson- 
street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street,and the Blackstaif River to Ballygammon Townland. 

Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland at the Forth River, northwards 
along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road and Shankill-road to the Municipal Boundary, along 
same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence in a north-westerly direction along said boundary to where a stream from Mr, 
Andrew Reid’s land crosses same, thence in a northerly and north-westerly direction along said stream to a fence, and along same 
in a north-easterly direction to the Old Park-road at a point 50 yards on the north-west side of the Old Park National Schools, 
thence in a north-west direction along said road to the road leading into the Old Park Printworks, and along same in a north-east 
direction to the avenue leading to the dwellinghouge of the late Wm.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F..met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 13th February, 1897 :— 

“A very decided advance in temperature was observed during this week, the weather of which 
was of the south-westerly type—open, cloudy and damp.. Between Monday and Friday a large area 
of low atmospheric pressure travelled slowly northeastwards from the N.W. of Scotland to the N. of 
Scandinavia. From Wednesday a shallower depression was found over the S. and S.W. of Ireland. 
The latter disturbance equalised pressure and so caused a temporary fall of temperature on Wednes- 
day. This was followed by easterly and south-easterly breezes ; gloom and fog succeeding on Fri- 
day, when a sharp frost visited the Scottish stations, the screened thermometer falling to 29° at Ard- 
rossan, 28° at Stornoway, 26° at Leith, 25° at Wick, and 24° at Nairn. At the beginning of the week 
intense cold still] held in the Baltic, and Gulf of Bothnia—at Haparanda the minimum on Sunday 
was —24°, on Monday it was —27°. The corresponding values at Hernésand were —18° and —17°, At 
8 a.m. of Tuesday the thermometer at this latter station stood 38° higher than at 8a.m. of Monday. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°032 inches, pressure ranging between 29°841 
inches at 9 am. of Tuesday (wind, W.) and 30°163 inches at 9a.m. of Wednesday (wind, calm), The 
range of pressure was therefore small. The mean temperature was 452°, the mean dry bulb read- 
ing at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 448°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers fell to 360°; on 
Saturday they rose to 530°. Rain fell on 4 days to the amount of ‘377 inch, ‘240 inch being re- 
gistered on Monday. The prevailing winds were westerly, but an easterly breeze blew from Wed- 
nesday evening to Friday at noon.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:°025 inches. The highest reading (30°151) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°835) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°4°, being 2°7% above the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 51°79, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°19 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 1°5 
hours. The rainfall measured °440 in. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41:49, the maximum 51°39, 
and the minimum 30°0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 48'8°, the minimum 23°1°, and 
the mean 38'1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47°9°, the minimum 28 2%, and the 
mean 38°29. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°36 in.; at Glasgow 0°44in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:26 in.* .

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18-8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 25:5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 29°4, and for Edinburgh 19°9. 


Town Districts oF [RELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 35:1 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 5:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen of 
the districts to 10°6 in the Dublin Registration District. Among the 165 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 1 from typhus, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 4 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea; the 50 deaths in Cork comprise 4 
from measles and 2 from whooping-cough; and the 26 deaths in Londonderry comprise 
3 from whooping-cough.

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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 220—115 boys and 105 girls; and the deaths to 291144 males and 147 females. 

The deaths, which are 80 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years; represent an’ annual rate of mortality of 43:4 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 422 per 1,000. During the 
first seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40°7, and was 7‘9 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887_96. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases, which had risen from 56 for the week ended the 6th 
instant to 71 for the following week, further rose last week to 79, or 58 over the average 
for the corresponding week of the last ten years: they comprise 43 from measles 
(against 26 from that cause in the preceding week), 5 from scarlatina (scarlet fever), 2 
from typhus, 3 from influenza and its complications, 16 from whooping-cough—being 
a decline of 9 as compared with the number from that disease in the preceding week— 
one from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, &c. Of the 79 deaths from 
zymotic diseases 59 were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 

The cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week amounted to 122, being 
10 in excess of the admissions for the preceding week: 104 measles patients were dis- 
charged during the week; 5 died; and 255 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 13 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 13th instant. 

‘ The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
19 for the week ended the 30th ultimo to 83 for the following week and 42 for the week 
ended the 13th instant, fell to 18 last week: 22 patients were discharged during the 
week; 3 died; and 138* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital last week is 5, being 2 
urder the number for each of the two weeks preceding: 6 patients were discharged 
during last week; one died; and 38 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
2 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 13th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of smail pox, but no cases of 
typhus were received: during the preceding week 2 cases of the former and 7 cases of 
the latter disease were admitted. Four cases of small pox and 14 cases of typhus 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. . 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 67, being 
14 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 13 under the 
number for the week ended the 13th instant: the 67 deaths comprise 44 from bronchitis, 
16 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 4 from croup.

The deaths of 14 children (including 8 infants under one year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 3 

‘Twelve deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions) and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Paes or pulmonary consumption caused 28 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 8.

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Five accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 29 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 16-children under 
5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and tie deaths of 5 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

One hundred and fifty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (59 being infants under 1 year, of whom 14 were 
under 1 month old) and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 9 were octogenarians. 

Eighty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The. following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 42°2 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 477 (46°8 on the North side, and 484 on the South), and in the Suburbs 29°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
10°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 123 (120 in the North City Districts, and 12’6in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 6'5 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°3 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from each of the folowing—. 
scarlatina, influenza, and diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 3 by phthisis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (46) are equal to an annual rate of 
549 per 1,000. They comprise 13 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—9 from measles, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea, Among the 33 deaths from other causes are 12 
from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (32) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
57°8 per 1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, including 4 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 
and 2 from whooping-cough, Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 2, phthisis 4, mesenteric 
disease 2, and convulsions 4. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Five were from zymotie diseases, viz. :—4 from measles and 1 from diphtheria. Two deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (40) represent an annual rate of 61°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—6 from measles, 1 from influenza, and 3 from 
whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 7 deaths, phthisis 6, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and, 
diseases of the brain and nervous system 4. 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 562 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—4 from measles, 2 from typhus, and one from 
enteric fever. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by pneumonia. 

No.8 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (40) are equal to an annual rate of 52°3 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 11 deaths, of which 6 were from measles, and 5 from whooping- 
cough. The 29 deaths from other causes comprise 7 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 3 from cancer, and 3 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. ; 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27'7 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles and 1 from 
whooping-cough. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.Met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th February, 1897 :— 

“ Weather of the south-westerly type—open, cloudy, and often damp—was in evidence throughout, 
and temperature again showed a substantial advance, although a temporary chill occurred on the 
morning of Wednesday the 17th. At the beginning of the period very intense cold held over the 
North of Europe—at 8 a.m. of Sunday the thermometer read —17° F. at Haparanda on the Gulf of 
Bothnia; on Monday morning it marked —9° at Hernésand and —6° at Karlstad inSweden. A change 
then took place, as a large and deep depression reached the N.W. of Norway from the westward, and 
a general thaw set in all over Scandinavia—the 8 a.m. temperatures at Karlstad for the rest of the 
week were 23°, 42°, 39°, 35° and 35° respectively. The south-westerly current, which flowed over the 
British Islands at the periphery of the depression in the far north, brought with it unusual warmth, 
so that on Friday the thermometer rose almost to 60° in the screen in Dublin. It should also be 
mentioned that an anticyclone existed over France, Germany amd the southern parts of the British 
Isles from Monday, so that at times the S.W. winds were very dry and somewhat searching in 
character. This was notably the case early on Thursday morning and again on Saturday. At9a.m. 
of Thursday the relative humidity was only 68 per cent. in Dublin. On Saturday evening a heavy 
fall of rain occurred and there was a fresh S.W. to W. gale. The mean atmospheric pressure was 
30°215 inches, the barometer rising to 30543 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, §.W.), and falling to 
29'883 inches at 8 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The mean temperature was 47°5°. The mean dry 
bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 459°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers fell 
to 371°, on Friday they rose to 597°. The rainfall was ‘267 inch on three days, ‘211 inch being 
measured on'Saturday. The prevailing winds were S.W.and W. Gales occurred on Thursday and 
Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otlice, Phcenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:209 inches. The highest reading (30°539) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°919) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45:5°, being 7°6° above the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. [he temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 56°3°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31°2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44:8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°5°. The mean humidity of the air was 84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20-1 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘210 in. ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°69, the maximum 53:19, 
and the minimum 30°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 54°8°, the minimum 34°3°, and 
the mean 45:0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55°0°, the minimum 38:0%, and the 
mean 45°39. ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:15 in.; at Glasgow 0°17 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°11 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19:0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°4 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 25:3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 28'6, and for Edinburgh 25-3. 


Town Districts or [RE LAnp. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 31:5 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fifteen of 
the districts to 18°6 in Portadown; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 2 from measles and 1 from scarlatina. Among the 153 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, | from scariatina, | from whooping- 
cough, | from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; the 44 deatas in 
Cork comprise 2 trom measles, 1 from whooping-cough, and | from diarrhea; among 
the 20 deaths in Limerick are 2 from enteric fever; the 26 deaths in London jerry com- 
prise one from each of the following, viz.—scarlatina, dip: iheria, aud diarrhea; and 
of the 5 deaths in Newry 2 were from whooping-cough.

Dusiin and SuBURBS. 

{n the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 170—105 boys and 65 girls; and the deaths to 252—121 males and 131 females. 

The deaths, which are 46 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 37°6 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 37-0 per 1,000. During the 
first eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40°3, and was 7’8 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 65, being 
47 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 14 under 
the number for the week ended the 20th ul'imo: the 65 deaths comprise 34 trom measles 
—showing a decline of 9 as compared with the number from that disease in the preced- 
ing week —2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 12 
from whooping-cough (being 4 under the number for the preceding week), 3 from diph- 
theria, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, &c. Of the 65 deaths from zymotic dis- 
eases 49 were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 

There were 123 cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week, being one 
over the admissions for the preceding week and 11 over the number for the week ended 
the 13th ultimo: 126 measles patients were discharged during the week; 7 died; and 
245 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

There has been a further decline in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted: to 
hospital, the admissions fer last week being 11 only, or 7 under the number for the 
preceding week, and 31 under that for the week ended the 13th ultimo: 23 patients 
were discharged during the week; one died; and 125* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 13 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 5 for the preceding week 
and 7 for the week ended the 13th February: one patient was discharged during the 
week; one died; and 42 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 80 for the 
week ended the 13th ultimo to 67 for the foliowing week, further declined last week to 
63, but this number is 8 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years: the 63 deaths comprise 33 from bronchitis, 17 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from pleurisy. )

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Epeoee or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 7. 

One accidental death was registered. 


* Exclusive of 22 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 

attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 12 children under 
5 years of age, including 7 infants under one year old. 
- ‘One hundred and thirteen of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
“week were under 5 years of age (47 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were 
under 1 month old) and 51 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 32 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to 
have been aged 92 years. ' 

Seventy-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 22 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 37°0 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 42'8 (361 on the North side, and 488 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
82 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 100 (8°0 in the North City Districts, and 11°8in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 40 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of © 


200 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from each of the following—measles, 
influenza, cerebro-spinal arachnitis, and enteric fever. Diseases of the respiratory systém caused 
2 deaths. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
298 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from diarrhoea, The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 1 from 
pneumonia, 1 from pleurisy, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
48'8 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 8 deaths, including 5 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, 
and 1 from enteric fever. Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 6 from diseases of the 
_ respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease. 
No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 440 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles and 1 from whooping-cough. 
Five deaths were caused by phthisis and 6 by various diseases of the respiratory system. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (45) represent an annual rate of 692 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 14 deaths, including 5 from measles, 3 from influenza, and 4 from 
whooping-cough. Among the 31 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 478 per | 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and 1 from whooping-cough, 
- Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, pneumonia 3, and phthisis 2. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 37°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—d from measles, 1 from scarlatina, and 1 from 

whooping-cough. The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 7 from bronchitis, 4from pneumonia, 
and 2 from phthisis, . 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 422 per 1,000. Ten were from zymotic diteases, viz.:—6 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 
1 from whooping-cough, and 2 from diphtheria, Bronchitis caused 6 deaths, diseases of the 
circulatory system 4, and phthisis 2. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— . 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 486; . 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 30'4; Donnybrook, 
20°8 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 3from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 1 from diphtheria for Rathmines ; and 
~ 1 from measles, 1 from influenza, and 1 from diarrhoea for Kingstown. Among the 10 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, are 3 from diseases of the respiratory 
system and 2 from phthisis ; the 16 deaths for Rathmines comprise 3 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions ; and the 10 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 
3 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mer.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 27th February, 1897 :— 
“Stormy, open, cloudy weather was prevalent throughout ; but except in the north and west of 
Ireland the rainfall was not heavy. The distribution of atmospheric pressure over northern and 
western Europe was eminently calculated to produce westerly gales. Thus, an area of hi gh atmos- 
pheric pressure, near the centre of which the barometer stood at 30°7 inches or upwards, stretched 
from the Bay of Biscay eastwards across France, while a constant succession of depressions swept 
north-eastwards across the Norwegian Sea and Norway. At the very beginning of the period a well- 
marked secondary depression moved rapidly over the British Isles towards E.S.E., the centre reach- 
ing Holland at 8 am. of Sunday. This disturbance caused strong 8.W. to N.W. gales, which were 
however of short duration. In its rear the barometer rose quickly, so that by 8 a.m. of Monday it 
reached 30°76 inches at Brest and Lorient. On this day a warm wave swept over our Islands, the 
maximal thermometric reading being 64° at Aberdeen. On Wednesday morning the barometric 
gradient was very steep—pressure ranging from 30°71 inches in Paris to 2905 inches at Bodé, in Nor- 
way. Twenty-four hours later a new and deep depression had advanced to the neighbourhood of 
the Hebrides, so that south-westerly gales again sprang up in Ireland, Scotland, and parts of England. 
Heavy rain was reported from Valentia (60 inch), Belmullet (‘85 inch), and Stornoway (‘50 inch). On 
Friday afternoon the wind moderated and temperature gave way. Saturday wasa beautiful, sunny, 
springlike day. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°255 inches, pressure ranging 
between 30°569 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W. by 8.) and 29°765 inches at 7.15.a.m. of Thurs- 
day (wind, S.W.). The mean temperature was 497°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 488°. On Thursday the screened thermometers rose to 586°, on Saturday they fell to 37°8° - 
The rainfall was ‘121 inch on two days, ‘109 inch being registered on Wednesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°244 inches. The highest reading (30°578) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29-768) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind 
S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47-5°, being 7:3° above the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 56:79, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 45-19. The mean humidity of the air was -85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘170 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 481°, the maximum 58°6°, 
and the minimum 38°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°9°, the minimum 37°3°, and 
the mean 469°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56°1°, the minimum 36°2°, and the 
mean 46°5°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:02 in.; at Glasgow 1°86 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°84 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18:1 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 24°9 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 27:2, and for Edinburgh 24:4.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 34:3 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 


- were equal to an annual rate of 6-2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in fourteen of 


the districts to 12-4 in Portadown; the 12 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 164 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 10 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, 3°from 
enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhcea ; the 50 deaths in Cork comprise 7 from measles and 
2 from diphtheria; among the 7 deaths in Galway are 2 from diphtheria; and the 4 
deaths in Carrickfergus comprise | from measles and | from diphtheria.

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 241—109 boys and 132 girls; and the deaths to 303140 males and 163 females. 

The deaths, which are 103 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 45:2 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 44°1 per 1,000. During the 
first nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40:9, and was 8°7 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases amount to 87, being 22 over the number for the 
preceding week, and 67 in excess of the average for the 9th week of the last ten years: 
they comprise 44 from measles—being an increase of 10 as compared with the number 
from that case in the preceding week, and one over the number for the week ended 
the 20th ultimo—one from rétheln (German measles), 4 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
8 from influenza and its complications, 21 from whooping-cough (against 12 for the 
preceding week and 16 for the week ended the 20th ultimo), 7 from enteric fever, 3 from 
diarrhea, &c. Of the 87 deaths from zymotic diseases 68 were deaths of children under 
5 years of age. ’ 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week was 80, being 
a decline of 43 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week, and 42 under 
the number for the week ended the 20th ultimo: 62 measles patients were discharged 
during the week; 3 died; and 260 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
15 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 42 for the week ended the 13th ultimo to 18 for the following week and 11 for 
the week ended the 27th ultimo, rose to 18 last week: 9 patients were discharged dur- 
ing the week; 8 died; and 131* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 
over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There were only 4 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, being 2 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 11 patients were discharged during the week, and 
35 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 27th ultimo. 4a 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 62, being 
one under the number for the preceding week, but 12 over the average for the 9th week 
of the last ten years: the 62 deaths comprise 27 from bronchitis, 29 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs, 2 from croup, &c.

The deaths of 16 children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. : 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 21 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 6. 

Four accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered.

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In 22 instances the cause of death was ‘“‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 19 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 


- 60 years and upwards. 


ne hundred and fifty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (50 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were 
under 1 month old) and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 9 were octogenarians. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 441 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 49°6 (52°6 on the North side, and 468 on the South), and in the Suburbs 31°4. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases*® in the entire District equal an annual rate og 
11°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 140 (143in the North City Districts, and 13'8in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 6'5 per 1,000. ; 

No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
51'4 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles, 1 from influenza» 
and 1 from whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (47) are equal to an annual rate of 
561 per 1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—5 from measles and 1 from each of the 
following—scarlatina, whooping-cough, enteric fever, and diarrhoea. Of the 38 deaths from other 
causes, 4 were from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 6 from 
phthisis, 3 from convulsions, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of 
convulsions. ; 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (28) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
50°6 per 1,000. Among them are 14 from zymotic diseases, including 9 from measles, 2 from whooping= 
cough, and 1 from enteric fever. The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 50°0 per 
1,000. Seven were caused by zymotic diseases, viz,:—6 by measles and 1 by enteric fever. Among 
the 18 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from 
mesenteric disease. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (31) represent anannual rate of 47°7 per 
1,000. They comprise 13 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles, 1 from rétheln (German 
measles), 1 from scarlatina, and 7 from whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths and 
pneumonia 3. , 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 6506 per 
1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 3 from 


- enteric fever. The 11 deaths from other causes include 2 from each of the following :—bronchitis, 


phthisis, and convulsions. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 366 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from. measles, 1 from scarlatina, and 3 
from whooping-cough. Four deaths were caused by brorichitis, 4 by pneumonia, 5 by diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 2 by phthisis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (38) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 55°4 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 10 deaths, of which 8 were from measles and 2 from 
whooping-cough. Among the 28 deaths from other causes are 6 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 504 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 292 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 32°3 ; Donnybrook, 
$3'4 ; Blackrock, 21'8 ; and Kingstown, 33°6. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District ; 1 from whooping= 
cough for Palmerston, part of ; 2 from measles and 2 from whooping-cough for Rathmines; 3 from 
measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from influenza, and 2 from diarrhoea for Donnybrook; 1 from measles 
for Blackrock ; and 1 from influenza for Kingstown. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, were from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; 2 of the 
4 deaths for Palmerston, part of, were from diseases of the respiratory system ; the 17 deaths for 
Rathmines comprise 2 from pneumonia and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among 
the 16 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis ; and the 12 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases 
of the respiratory system and 2 from convulsions. _

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th March, 1897 :— 

“Cyclonic conditions, and very rough, cold, changeable weather held over North-western Europe 
throughout this period. On Sunday, February 28, an atmospheric depression advanced quickly from 
8.W., passing along the western shores of Ireland and Scotland and causing squally, showery weather. 
At 8 a.m. of Monday the disturbance was central off the N. of Scotland. Fair intervals and passing 
showers of cold rain or sleet and hail prevailed during the day, and at night snow fell in the W. of 
Ireland. Early on Tuesday morning a dense sheet of cirro-stratus cloud overspread the sky asa 
much larger and deeper depression approached the British Islesfrom8.W. Thecentre of this cyclonic 
system travelled across Wales and Central England during the following night, and was found over 
Yorkshire and Lincolnshire on Wednesday morning, when the barometer was down to 28°54 inches at 
York and 28°52 inches at Spurn Head. Violent 8.W.to W. gales blew in France, Belgium, and the 8. 
of England. Hail and sleet squalls, accompanied by thunder and lightning in some districts, swept 
across Ireland and Scotland. On Thursday morning the disturbance was found over Denmark, where 
it was rapidly filling up ; but another deep depression had already reached the N.W. of Ireland from 
the Atlantic. A renewal of the gales and showers resulted from the approach of this new distur- 
bance, and thunderstorms again occurred in several places. On Friday the weather began to 
moderate and Saturday was a fine, dry, and sunny day. In Dublin the mean barometric pressure 
was 29°362 inches, the range being from 28'771 inches at 11 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°045 
inches at 9p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected imean temperature was 411°. The mean 
dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 39.5°.. On Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 33°9°, 
on Saturday they rose to 50°8°. The rainfall was ‘659 inch on six days, ‘351 inch being measured 
on Tuesday. W.and W.S.W. winds prevailed. Lightning was seen on Monday and Wednesday.” — 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Otfice, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°361 inches. The highest reading (80°056) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (28:861) on Tuesday at 9 P.m., wind 
N.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 39°4°, being 0°3° below the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 50°09, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 30°1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38:9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 36:99. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 31°6 
hours. The rainfall measured *550 in. é | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°69, the maximum 50:9°, 
and the minimum 32°0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 47:9°, the minimum 28°8°, and 
the mean 38°89; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 46:0°, the minimum.31°3%, and the 
mean 38°9°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°13 ins.; at Glasgow 0°77 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°39 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 2311 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 25:7, and for Edinburgh 19°6. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 32:9 per 1,000 of their . 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

_ The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seventeen of 
the districts to 10-2 in Sligo; the 11 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from typhus and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 172 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 11 from meuasies, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from simple 
continued fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhvea; and the 51 deaths in Cork 
comprise 6 from measles and | from diphtheria.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 208—89 boys and 119 girls; and the deaths to 262—117 males and 145 females. 

The deaths, which are 48 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 39°] in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 38°6 per 1,000. During the 
first ten weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40°7, and was 8°5 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 67, being 
46 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 20 
under the number for the week ended the 6th instant: the 67 deaths comprise 43 from 
measles._. being one under the number from that disease in the preceding week —2 from 
scarlet. fever (scarlatina), one from German measles, one from influenza, 9 from whoop- 
ing-cough, one from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, 5 from diarrhea, one from 
erysipelas, &c. Of the 67 deaths from zymotic diseases 55 were of children under 5 
years of age. . 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
123 for the week ended the 27th ultimo to 80 for the following week, further declined 
to 61 last week: 82 measles patients were discharged during the week; 7 died; and 
232 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 28 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 6th instant. 

Eighteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being equal 
to the admissions for the preceding week: 27 patients were discharged during the week ; 
2 died; and 120* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Ten cases of enteric fever and 3 of typhus were admitted to hospital, against 4 cases 
of the former and 2 of the latter disease received during the preceding week: 40 cases 
of enteric fever and 9of typhus remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 65 deaths, being 3 over the number for the 
preceding week, and 11 over the average for the 10th week of the last ten years: the 
65deaths comprise 41 from bronchitis and 18 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 


lungs.

The deaths of 13 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. é 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 15 deaths, mesenteric disease 9, and 
cancer 7. 

Five accidental deaths were registered.

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__In 19 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,”’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 
ne hundred and thirty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 

week were under 5 years of age (43 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were 
under 1 month old) and 55 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to 
have been aged 90 and 91 years respectively. 

Seventy of the deaths regi:tered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 38°6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 44°5 (45°9 on the North side, and 43'1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 24°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
91 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 113 (125 in the North City Districts, and 102in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 40 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 
62°8 per 1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—8 from measles and 1 from scarlatina. 
Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 2 by mesenteric disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 
382 per 1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, including 4 from measles, 2 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from diarrhoea. Bronchitis caused 7 deaths and convulsions 3. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (35) are equivalent to an-annua]l rate of 
63'2 per 1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, including 8 from measles and 1 from 
whooping-cough. Among the 25 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 
2 from phthisis, and 4 from mesenteric disease. 5 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28'0 per 
1,000. Measles caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 
11 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from pneumonia and 2 from phthisis, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (36) represent an annual rate of 55°4 per 
1,000. .Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—5 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from 
diarrhea, and 1 from erysipelas. Bronchitis caused 12 deaths and pneumonia 2. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 422 per 
1,000. Four deaths were caused by measles, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 366 per 
1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 
1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhcea. Five deaths were caused by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of 
the circulatory system, 2 by cancer, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 393 per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from diarrheea. Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 3 from 
phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from mesenteric disease. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1, 49: 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 861; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 30°; Donnybroox, 
20°8 ; Blackrock, 73 ; and Kingstown, 30°8. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from German measles for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of; 1 from whooping- 
cough for Palmerston, part of ; 2 from measles, 1 from influenza, and 1 from whooping-cough for 
Rathmines; 1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea for Donnybrook ; and 1 from measles for Black- 
rock. Three of the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, were from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system ; the 16 deaths for Rathmines comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 
from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis ; among the 10 deaths for Donnybrook 
are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 11 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from 
convulsions,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Taste VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.2.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 13th March, 1897 :— 

“The week ending Saturday, March 13, was very broken—cold, rainy, and stormy. Only Sunday 
was fine throughout, but on several days there were fine intervals. A violent rainstorm occurred on 
Thursday evening, and much snow fell on the Dublin and Wicklow mountains during the week. 
Even on the lowlands sleet and hail were often mingled with the rain. The persistent presence of 
an anticyclone over Scandinavia and Lapland, with intense cold in those regions, contrasted remark- 
ably with the disturbed state of the atmosphere and the unstable temperature in the British Isles 
and over France. On Sunday morning, indeed, the barometer stood uniformly rather high, but by 
Monday morning a V.-shaped depression had advanced over Ireland, throwing the weather into a 
wet and dull condition. At night alunar halo was seen, and this was followed by a solar halo on 
Tuesday forenoon. The day was mild, but towards evening a sudden chill spread across Ireland from 
W. to E., causing heavy rain and sleet while thunder and lightning occurred at Belmullet. At8a.m., 
of Wednesday the barometer ranged from 30°55 inches at Hernosand (Sweden) to 29°40 inches at Wick. 
Showers of cold rain and hail were very prevalent on this day and thunder and lightning were re- 
ported from the S.E. of England. On Thursday evening the most serious depression of the week ad- 
vanced to the Bristol Channel, thence passing northwards to the Irish Sea. It caused a downpour of 
rain and sleet in many districts. Saturday was chiefly fine, but at night a lunar halo and a falling 
barometer heralded the approach of a new disturbance from the Atlantic. In Dublin the mean 
atmospheric pressure for the week was 29723 inches, the barometer falling from 30031 inches at 9a.m. 
of Sunday (wind, N.W.) to 29328 inches at 11 p.m. of Thursday (wind, E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 421°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 412°. The shade ther- 
mometers fell to 33°0° on Sunday and rose to 531° on Tuesday. The prevailing winds were S.S.E. 
and W. Rain fell daily to the amount of 1277 inches, °735 inch being registered on Thursday.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°718 inches. The highest reading (30-075) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°363) on Thursday at 9 P.m., wind E.N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°7°, being 0-7” above the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 52:0°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 30°1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39°9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 38°2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 1°660 ins. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41:09, the maximum 51°19, 
and the minimum 30°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°4°, the minimum 32:0°, and 
the mean 41°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 48-0°, the minimum 338%, and the 
mean 40°4°. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°47 in.; at Glasgow 0°44 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°41 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 57 per 1,000, the rates varying from U-U in fourteen of 
the districts to 11°7 in Carrickfergus; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 166 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 1 from typhus, 8 from whooping-cough, 2 
from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; the 49 deaths in ‘Cork 
comprise 6 from measles; among the 2! deaths in Londonderry are 2 from scarlatina ; 
2 of the 9 deaths in Sligo were from measles; and the 6 deaths in Newtownards com- 
prise 2 from whooping-cough. The Registrar for Carrickfergus district remarks 
“measles and whooping-cough prevalent.”

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted - 
to 189—103 boys and 86 girls; and the deaths to 271—133 males and 138 females.

« The deaths, which are 68 over the average number for the corresponding week of — 


the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 40-4 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 39°5 per 1,000. During the 
first eleven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40°7, and was 8°7 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases, which had fallen from 87 for the week ended the 6th 
instant to 67 for the following weck, rose last week to 80, which number is 59 ir. excess 
of the average number of deaths from diseases of this class in the corresponding week 
of the last ten years: the 80 deaths consist of 46 from measles —being 3 over the num- 
ber from that disease in the preceding week—one from German measles, 2 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 4 from influenza and its complications, 20 from whooping-cough 
(against 9 for the preceding week), 2 from enteric fever, 4 from diarrhea, and one 
from remittent fever. Of the 80 deaths from zymotic diseases 65 were of children 
under 5 years of age. 

There has been a further decline in the number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, 
the admissions during last week falling to 49, or 12 under the number for the pre- 
ceding week, 31 under that for the week ended the 6th instant, and 74 under the num- 
ber for the week ended the 27th ultimo: 80 measles patients were discharged during 
the week; 3 died; and 198 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 34 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 10, being 
8 under the admissions in each of the two weeks preceding: 18 patients were discharged 
during the week; and 112* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 
under the number in hospital on Saturday the 13th instant. 

Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 10 for the preced- 
ing week and 4 for the week ended the 6th instant : 7 patients were discharged dur- 
ing the week; one diel; and 45 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 
over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 49, bein 
equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 16 under 
the number for the week ended the 13th instant: the 49 deaths comprise 27 from 
bronchitis and 15 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

- One hundred and thirty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (55 being infants under 1 year, of whom 4 were 
under 1 month old) and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 10 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


’The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were adinitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
. the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 39°5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 44'9 (477 on the North side, and 423 on the South), and in the Suburbs 26'9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
10°7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 119 (11'2in the North City Districts, and 12°6 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 8'0-per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Bast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
60°0 per 1,000. Among them are 9 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—8 from measles and 1 from influenza. 
The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, 
and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
346 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from.measles and 1 from diarrhea, 
Bronchitis caused 5 deaths, phthisis 5, mesenteric disease 2, and convulsions 2, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (34) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
61'4 per 1,000. Ten were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—7 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from remittent fever. Among the 24 deaths from other causes are 4 from 
bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from 
mesenteric. disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 46:0 per 
1,000, They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—4 from measles and 1 from influenza. Of the 
18 deaths from other causes 4 were from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (88) represent anannual rate of 58'5 per 
1,000. Among them are 9 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles and 8 from whooping-cough, 
Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 4 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
7 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39'4 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 
13 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 4 from phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 353 per 
1,000. Measles caused 5 deaths and whooping-cough a like number: no deaths from any other 
zymotic disease were recorded. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from 
pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 36°4 per 1,000. They comprise 11 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—7 from measles, 2 from 
whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 
and 3 by phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97: 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 361; Donnybrook, 
29:2 ; Blackrock, 43°7 ; and Kingstown, 22.4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from German measles for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of; 1 from enteric fever 
and 1 from diarrhcea for Palmerston, part of ; 2 from measles, 1 from influenza, and 3 from 
whocping-cough for Rathmines; 5 from measles and 1 from influenza for Donnybrook; 2 from 
measles for Blackrock ; and 1 from measles and 1 from whooping-cough for Kingstown. Among the 
19 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 
5 from phthisis; and the 14 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory 
system,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th March, 1897 :— 

“ Another spell of cyclonic conditions and unsettled, squally, showery weather signalised this week. 
Deep atmospheric depressions appeared in the 8. W. at the beginning and in the N.W. towards the close 
ofthe period. In the extremeN.E. (over Northern Russia and Lapland) the barometer stood relatively 
high and the cold was at times very intense—on Thursday, for example, the thermometer fell to. —20° 
at Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, and the 8 a.m. temperature at that station was —12°, or 44° 
below the freezing point. On Sunday morning a large depression was central off the S.W. of Kerry. 
Thence the system travelled in a circuitous route to Wales, over which country it was found on 
Monday morning, At that time the weather was dull, cold, and wet in Dublin, with a light N.E. 
wind. The disturbance subsequently travelled north-north-westwards to the North Channel and 
the wind backed in Ireland to W.and8.W. On Tuesday a new depression passed in a northerly 
direction along the west coast of Ireland. The reduction of pressure went on until 2 p.m. on Wed- 
nesday, when the barometer read only 28°75 inches at Malin Head, On and after Thursday 
there was a brisk recovery of pressure in the S,W. and &., so that on Saturday morning the barometer 
reached 30°07 inches in Dublin. During the disturbed period up to Friday, squalls and showers 
accompanied by thunder and lightning were prevalent in Ireland and England. Hail and sleet or 
snow fell in Scotland on Monday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°440 inches, the 
range of pressure being from 29°003 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, 8.) to 30067 inches at 7 a.m. of 
Saturday (wind, E., light), The corrected mean temperature was 461°. The mean dry bulb read- 
ing at 9a.m. and 9 p.m, was 45°19. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 36°9° ; on Saturday 
they rose to 569°. Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘392 inch, ‘239 inch being measured on 
Monday. Thunder was heard on Wednesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-429 inches. The highest reading (30°035) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (28:982) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45:2°, being 3:89 above the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 56°89, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 25-0 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °430 in. : . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46°5°, the maximum 57-79, 
and the minimum 36°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°8°, the minimum 33°7°, and 
the mean 43°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°1°, the minimum 33-9°, and the 
mean 41°69. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°97 in.; at Glasgow 1°46 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°69 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°6 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23°], and for Edinburgh 23:1. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. ; 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 

the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 30:1 per 1,000 of their 

ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720,* 

The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 5°2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seventeen of 
the districts to 9°7 in Dublin. Among the 147 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 6 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from diph- 
theria, 7 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; the 46 deaths in Cork comprise 7 
from measles and 3 from whocping-cough; and the 19 deaths in Londonderry comprise 
1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea. The Registrar for Cork No. 3 District 
remarks—‘‘ measles very prevalent but of a mild type;” and the Registrar for Carrick- 
fergus—‘ measles and whooping-cough prevalent.”

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 


to 194—111 boys and 83 girls; and the deaths to 242111 males and 131 females. 

The deaths, which are 31 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 36°1 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 34:5 per 1,000. During the 
first twelve weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40°3, and was 8°4 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 71, being 
9 under the number for the preceding week, but 48 over the average for the 12th week 
of the last ten years: they comprise one from small pox, 37 trom measles—a decline of 
9 as compared with the number from that disease in the preceding week—one from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from typhus, one from influenza, 19 from whooping- 
cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 7 from diarrhea, &e. 
Of the 71 deaths from zymotic diseases 59 were of children under 5 years of age. ‘The 
death from small pox is that of a girl aged 7 years; the Registrar’s return does not 
show whether she had been vaccinated. 

The decline in the weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital noted in 
the returns for some weeks past has not continued, the admissions for last week amount- 
ing to 71, agairst 49 for the preceding week and 61 for the week ended the }3th 
instant: 107 measles patients were discharged: during last week; 2 died; and 160 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 38 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 20th instant. ~ * 

There were 24 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, against 10 for the preceding 
week and 18 for the week ended the 13th instant: 28 patients were discharged during 
the week; and 108* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 8, being 5 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 11 patients were discharged during the week; and 
42 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 20th instant. : 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of typhus: 10 cases of this 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Leaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 65 for the 
week ended the 13th instant to 49 for the following week, further declined last week 
to 36, or 17 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 
36 deaths comprise 18 from bronchitis, 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
lungs, and 3 from croup.

The deaths of 14 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 32 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
* cancer 4. ; 
* Exclusive of 20 patients in “Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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Five accidental deaths were registered. 
In 18 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 


attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children under. 


5 years of age (including 11 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

One hundred and fifteen of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (49 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were | 
under 1 month old) and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other : 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 15-in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for: 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- rate for each District calculated o on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 34°5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 40°0 (38°8 on the North side, and 41°1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°4, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
97 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11°5 (107 in the North City Districts, and 12°2in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 5'5 per 1,000. 

No.1 North Ctty:.District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (1) are equal to an annual rate of 
314 per 1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—5 from measles, 1 from influenza, and 
1 from whooping-cough. The 4 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis, 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (39) are equal to an annual rate of 
465 per 1,000.. Among them are 9 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—5 from measles, 2: from whooping- 
cough, and 2 from diarrhoea. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, 
phthisis 7, mesenteric disease 3, and convulsions 4. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—4 from measles and 1 from whooping- 
cough, Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from ‘diseases of the circulatory system and 
2 from convulsions. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 40'0 per 
1,000: Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, of which 3 were from measles and 1 from whooping-cough. 
The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent anannual rate of 369 per 
1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, 
1 from diphtheria, and 3 from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 3, croup 2, diseases 
of the circulatory system 2, and phthisis 5. 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 53°4 per 
1,000. Seven were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—l by small pox, 3 by measles, and 3 by 
whooping-cough. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 275 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 
1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, and 1from diarrhcea. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis and 
4 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (37) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 53°9 per 1,000, Zymotic diseases caused 13 deaths, including 8 from measles, 1 from typhus, 
2 from whooping-cough, and 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 27th March, 1897 :— 

“A continuance of cyclonic conditions is to be noted this week, but there was a great advance in 
temperature and the rainfalls, although frequent, were not heavy. A succession of deep depressions 
passed northwards or northeastwards along the western coasts of Ireland and Scotland at short 
intervals, causing fresh 8.W. to W. gales and showers in most exposed districts. In the extreme 
north of Europe the weather remained very cold throughout, although at Haparanda the ther-- 
mometer on Wednesday morning stood 26° higher than it had done 24 hours previously, at +22° com- 
pared with —4°, Sunday was very mild in Ireland and England—the thermometer rose in the shade 
to 61° at Parsonstown, Oxford and in London, to 62° in Dublin and at Loughborough, and to 64° at 
Cambridge. In Dublin 8.W. or W. gales occurred on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday—the force of 
the wind being especially great on Wednesday. The high temperature and frequent showers gave 
vegetation so great an impetus that at the close of the week even forest trees were quickly assuming 
a leafy covering. In fact vegetation appeared to be a month in advance. On Saturday temperature 
showed a tendency to give way. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29713 inches, 
pressure ranging from 30°034 inches at 9 am. of Sunday (wind, calm) to 29210 inches at 7 p.m. of 
Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 52°8°. The mean dry bulb temperature 
at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 507°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 616°; on Saturday 
they fell to 459°, The rainfall was ‘270 inch on six days, (085 inch being measured on Friday and 
083 inch on Saturday. The prevailing winds were S.W. and W.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°704 inches. The highest reading (30-017) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29:232) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:2°, being 8-9° above the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 60°2°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 43°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 47°69. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28°9 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘370 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51:9°, the maximum 62:29, 
and the minimum 44°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57:1°, the minimum 39°9°, and 
the mean 49°39; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56:0°, the minimum 40-6%, and the 
mean 49°39. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured U'06 in.; at Glasgow 2°59 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 1:22 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18-3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 24°], and for Edinburgh 22°9. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 31:3 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720,* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000:—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen of 
the districts to 6°9 for Dublin. Among the 155 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 5 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 9 from whooping-cough, 1 from diph- 
theria, 10 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 41 deaths in Cork comprise 
4 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, and 1 from diarrhea,

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DuBLIn AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 188—96 boys and 92 girls; and the deaths to 258—117 males and 141 females. | 

The deaths, which are 49 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 38°5 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (mumbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 37°6 per 1,000. During the 
first thirteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 40-0, and was 8'1 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases, which had fallen from 80 for the week ended the 20th 
ultimo to 71 for the following week, further declined last week to 58, but this number 
is 33 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 58 
deaths comprise 27 from measles—being 10 under the number from that cause in the 
preceding week and 19 under the number in the week ended the 20th ultimo—4 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 9 from whooping- 
cough, one from diphtheria, one from simple continued fever, one from enteric fever, 
one from diarrhea and vomiting, 3 from diarrhea, one from dysentery, one from 
erysipelas, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had risen from 49 
for the week ended the 20th ultimo to 71 for the following week, fell to 39 last week: 
45 measles patients were discharged during last week; 3 died; and 151 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 19, being 
5 under the admissions for the preceding week but 9 over the number for the week 
ended the 20th ultimo: 23 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 
103* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 27th ultimo. , . 

There were only 4 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, being 4 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 9 under the number for the week ended the 
20th ultimo: 11 patients were discharged during the week; and 35 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

Five cases of 1yphts were admitted to hospital, against 3 for the preceding week: 
15 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 58 deaths, being 11 in excess of the average 
number of deaths from these diseases in the corresponding week of the last ten years, 
and 22 over the number for the week ended the 27th ultimo: the 58 deaths comprise 
34 from bronchitis and 19 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Seven deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions) and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 10, and 
cancer 6, . 


* Exclusive of 21 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 17 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 
5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

One hundred and nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (48 being infants under 1 year, of whom 14 were 
under 1 month old) and 47 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were 
stated to have been aged 91 and 92 years respectively. 

Seventy-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 37'6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 41°5 (36°6 on the North side, and 460 on the South), and in the Suburbs 2874, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
69 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 66 (5°8in the North City Districts, and 73in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 75 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
286 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from measles. Bronchitis, 
caused 4 deaths. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
92°7 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles and 1 from 
dysentery. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
3 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—_The deaths (32) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
57'°8 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, including 4 from measles and 1 from 
whooping-cough. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia; 2 by phthisis, 3 by 
mesenteric disease, and 5 by convulsions. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42'0 per 

1,000, Fiye were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from measles. (including 2 in one house), 1 from 
scarlatina, and 1 from diarrhoea, The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from pneumonia, 
3 from other diseases of the respiratory system, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 

No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (33) represent anannual rate of 50°8 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhea. Seven deaths were caused by bronchitis, 5 by pneumonia, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by 

- convulsions. 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 45°0 per 

1,000. Measles caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 
_ No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate of 392 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from each of the following :—scarlatina, 
whooping-cough, enteric fever, and diarrhea. Hight deaths were caused by bronchitis,.3 by 
pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 4 by phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 2 by 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (34) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 495 per 1,000, Among them are 11 from zymotic diseases, including 6 from measles, 1 from 

_ Scearlatina, 1 from influenza, and 1 from simple-continued fever. Diseases of the respiratory system 
- Caused 3 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system a like number. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented byjthe deaths recorded last week are :—

districts comprise 1 from scarlatina for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District; 1 from diphtheria 
for Palmerston, part of ; 5 from measles, 1 from influenza and 4 from whooping-cough for Rath- 
mines ; 3 from measles and 1 from diarrhea and vomiting for Donnybrook ; and 1 from measles 
and 1 from erysipelas for Kingstown. Among the 24 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Rathmines are 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from phthisis; and 
the 12 deaths for Kingstown comprise 1 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis,

The Registrar’s District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting poiné, 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Gld Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’s farm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of 
John Magee’s old farm-house, to the south-western boundary of the Northern Reservoir at Old Park, thence following said boundary 
along its western and northern sides to a point about 140 yards in an easterly direction from the point where the Carr’s Glen River 
enters the grounds of said reservoir, and thence north-eastward along a fence which meets the western boundary of Skegoneill 
Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street,and through the centre of Duncairn-street, to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centra 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 
street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, Hast, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan thence through the centre of the river as far ag 
Queen’s-square. ; 

Belfast, No. 9, District—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
ofthe City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VL.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.Met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 3rd April, 1897 :— 

“A notable relapse into midwinter was the conspicuous feature of this week. The corrected mean 
temperature was 40°0° ; that of the previous week had been 52'°8°. On Sunday, March 28, the ther- 
mometer stood at 51°6° in the screen at 9 a.m., but with a shift of wind to N.N.W. a very brisk and 
sudden fall of temperature occurred in the forenoon, and showers of cold rain and hail fell in the 
afternoon. The cold spell thus ushered in lasted to the end of the week, a very sharp frost prevail- 
ing on the night of March 29th-30th, when the screened thermometer fell to 25° at Loughborough 
and Shields, 26° at Parsonstown and various British stations, 27° at Oxford, Leith, and Aberdeen, and 
29° in London and Dublin. At this time the centre of a large and deep atmospheric depression (28°70 
inches and less) lay over the South of Scandinavia, a cold northerly current of air being in this way 
drawn over the British Isles. On the morning of Thursday, April 1st, another and almost as deep a 
depression (28'84 inches at Jersey) was found to have travelled quickly eastwards up the English 
Channel, its centre at 8 a.m. being midway between the Isle of Wight and Cherbourg. Heavy rain 
and warm 8.W. winds prevailed in France, while cold N.E. winds and sleet were experienced in 
England, the weather being still colder and drier in Scotland and Ireland. In the afternoon snow 
and hail fell heavily in Dublin. Another sharp frost followed at night. Friday was fair and cold. 
A new disturbance in the S.W. brought gloom, cold rain, and a piercing S.E. wind to the Irish stations 

on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°451 inches, pressure ranging 
from 29'034 inches at 9 a.m, of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) to 29777 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, 
N.W.), The corrected mean temperature was 400°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 39'8°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 52°6°, on Tuesday they sank to 29'0°, 
The prevailing wind was N.W.. Rainfall amounted to ‘640 inch, 390 inch being recorded on Tuesday. 
Hail fell on Sunday, Monday and Thursday ; snow on Thursday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-442 inches. The highest reading (29°780) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (29:034) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 38°5°, being 4°8° below the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 50°8°, and was lowest on T uesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 21°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38:9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 36:69. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 26'1 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘580 in. . 3 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42:2°, the maximum ane?; 
and the minimum 29:99; at Glasgow the maximum was 47-2°, the minimum 26:0°, and 
the mean 36°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 45°3°, the minimum 26-4%, and the 
mean 35°9°, ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:84 in.; at Glasgow 0°12 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°36 in.*

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumeondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 3rd April, 1897, 2,702 births—1,426 boys and 1,276 girls—being equal to an 
annual ratio of 1 in 32°3, or 30°9 in every 1,000 of the population. bP oh 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,121, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 34°6 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the suburban districts named above, 
081, equal to a rate of 22-2 in every 1,000 of the population. 

There were registered in London during the same period 34,647 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 311 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,169, being equal to 34°5 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 2,019—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 27°6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

_Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 3,498—1,699 males and 1,799 females—affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 25-0, or 40°0 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (86) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 39:0 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the first quarter of the ten years 1887-96 was 2,784, equivalent 
to an annual mortality of 31:9 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (40:0) for last quarter 
was 8:1 in excess of the average rate for these quarters and 1°7 over the highest rate 
for any of them, which was 38°3, the rate for the first quarter of the year 1892 when 
influenza and inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system proved very fatal. This 
increase is mainly due to the extended prevalence of measles and whooping-cough and 
a largely increased mortality from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. 

‘The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 1,196 representing an annual mortality of 40-9 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 1,564, or 48°8 in every 1,000, In the suburban districts the number of deaths 
registered was 652, being equal to an annual death-rate of 24:9 in every 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 20,504—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 18:4 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 4,781, equal to 26-7 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,632, affording an 
annual death-rate of 22-3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population.

Diseases.__The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 861, being 515 over the number for th 
preceding quarter, 689 over the number for the first quarter of 1896, and 567 or 193, 
per cent. above the average for the first quarter of the ten years, 1887-96. The 
annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases 
during last quarter, is 9°9, being about five times the rate for the corresponding quarter o 
1896, and nearly treble the average rate for the first quarter of the last ten years, Of 
the 861 deaths from zymotic diseases last quarter, 657 were deaths of children under — 
5 years of age. 4 

Two deaths from small-pox were registered during the quarter. There was no 
information in the returns as to whether the deceased persons had been vaccinated, — 
Four cases of the disease were admitted to hospital, and of these 3 were discharged in 
the course of the quarter and 1 remained under treatment at the close. Neither of the — 
persons whose deaths were registered died in hospital. 

Measles caused 358 deaths, a number equal to an annual rate of 4:1 per 1,000 
of the population at all ages. The average number of deaths from measles in the cor- - 
responding quarter of the last ten years was 26, the highest number in any of those © 
periods being &5 in the first quarter of 1892, in which year, also, the highest quarterly — 
number of deaths in any quarter during the ten years was registered, viz., 322, the 
number for the June quarter of that year; so that the fatal cases for last quarter were 4 
26 in excess of the highest quarterly number of deaths from measles during the ten 
years 1887-96. The Dublin hospital statistics (see Table I, on next page) show that 4 
during last quarter 1,095 cases of measles were admitted to hospital ; that 1,037 
measles patients were discharged, and 69 died ; and that the number of cases in hos- 
pital on Saturday, 3rd April, was 151, or 11 under the number at the close of the 
December quarter. . | 

The number of deaths from scarlatina registered is 45, being 23 over the average for — 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1887-96, but 21 under the number for the 
fourth quarter of last year. The hospital admissions of cases of the disease, which in — 
the last-mentioned quarter amounted to 591, fell to 299 last quarter: 361 patients 
were discharged during the quarter, 28 died, and 103* remained under treatment on 
Saturday, the 3rd instant, being 90 under the number in hospital on Saturday, the 2nd 
January last. . 

Deaths from whooping-cough, which had risen from 43 for the third quarter of last — 
year to 89 for the following quarter, further rose last quarter to 251, or five times the — 
average number (49) for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. 

There were only 28 deaths from enteric fever registered, being 14, or 33 per cent., — 
below the average for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, 23 under the 
number for the thirteen weeks ended 2nd January last, and 3 under the comparatively 
low number for the first quarter of last year. There has been a large decrease in the 
cases of the disease treated in hospital, the admissions for the quarter being 90 only, 
against 206 in the preceding quarter and 132 in the first quarter of last year: 101 r 
patients were discharged during the quarter, 4 died, and 35 remained under treatment 
at the close, being 15 under the number in hospital on Saturday, the 2nd January last. — 

Typhus caused 10 deaths, against 5 for the preceding three months, and an average 
of 4 for the first quarter of the last ten years, but only 2 deaths were tabulated under 
the head of simple continued and ill-defined fever, At the close of the preceding 
quarter there were 14 cases of typhus in hospital: during last quarter 44 cases were 
admitted (against 24 for the preceding quarter), 35 patients were discharged, and 8 
died, leaving 15 as the number in hospital on Saturday, the 3rd instant. 

Diarrhea and dysentery caused 50 deaths, against an average of 24 for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the last ten years. . 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotie diseases are 36 from imfluenza and its 
complications, 9 from diphtheria, 9 from erysipelas, &e. ; | 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or pulmonary — 
consumption, for which see below) constitute nearly one-fourth of the mortality from — 
all causes, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 9-5 per 1,000 of the population, their 
number amounting to 832, beirg 104, or 14 per cent., in excess of the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the ten years 1887-96, and 353, or 74 per cent., over the 
number for the first quarter of last year. The 832 deaths comprise 524 from bronchitis, 
231 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs (being 77, or 50 per cent., over the — 
average for the first quarter of the last ten years), 18 from croup, 8 from pleurisy, &e

The deaths of 151 children were ascribed to convulsions, being 23 over the number 
for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 18 as compared with the average 
for the first quarter of the ten years 1887-96. 

Forty-one deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by epilepsy, 93 by other diseases 
of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 220 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. | } 

The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption registered is 329, 
being 27, or 7°6 per cent., under the average for the corresponding quarter of the last 
ten years; mesenteric disease caused 78 deaths, tubercular meningitis 53, and 
cancer 68, | 

Sixty-four accidental deaths, 1 case of homicide, and 1 case of suicide were 
registered, 

In 262 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 262 cases, 178, or 68 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 178 deaths form 11:1 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 160 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 58 (or 36 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 212, it will be seen that, excluding 86 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 3,412, equal 
to an annual rate of 39-0 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
_and that 743 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 8°5 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 45°1 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 24:9 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 17:9 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 57°0 for No. 1 South 
City (South Earl-street) district. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the 
principal zymotic diseases in the city is 10°3, and in the suburbs 4°3, the rates for the 
several districts varying from 1°0 in Clontarf and Howth No. 1 district, to 14°7 in No, 
1 South City (South Harl-street) district ; the 483 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for the last named district comprising 35 from measles, 8 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 
72 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 8 from diarrhea. 

Occupations.—Table III., on page 213, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual 
tate of 27°7 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 21:8 per 1,000; among the 
** Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 35:1 ; and in the “ General Service 
Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 54:2,

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* in the 23 districts is 4°8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0:0 in Lisburn and Wexford to 6-6 in Portadown and 8°5 per 1,000 in Dublin, 

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the twenty-two provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. 
give in detail the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter. 7 

Measles caused 77 deaths, equal to an annual rate of 1:1 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, in Belfast, where during the preceding quarter there were 65 deaths from this 
disease ; 47——equivalent to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000—in Cork; 10 in Portadown, 
where 10 deaths are equal to an annual rate of 4-7 per 1,000; and 4—representing 
an annual rate of 2-2 per 1,000—in Armagh. The only deaths from this disease 
registered in any of the other districts were 2 in Sligo, 1 in Tralee, and 1 in Carrick- 
fergus. 

Scarlatina.—The deaths from scarlatina consist of 16 in Belfast, 5 in Londonderry, 
2in Galway, 3 (equal to an annual rate of 1:1 per 1,000 of the population) in 
Clonmel, and 1 in each of the following districts :—Drogheda, Lurgan, Kilkenny, 
Newtownards, and Portadown. 

Typhus.—There were only 5 deaths from typhus registered throughout the 22 
districts, viz. :—2 in Belfast, 2 in Galway, and 1 in Sligo. 

Whooping-cough—The total number of deaths from this disease in the 22 


districts is 117, and of this number 70—equal to an annual rate of 1 per 1,000— 


occurred in Belfast, 15 in Cork, 5 in Londonderry, 8—equal to an annual rate of 2°5 
per 1,000—in Newry, 7—equivalent to an annual rate of 3 per 1,000—in New- 
townards, and 5 in Carrickfergus, where 5 deaths represent an annual rate of 2:2 per 
1,000. The remaining 7 deaths were distributed over six districts. 

Diphtheria.—The deaths from diphtheria consist of 8 in Belfast, 4 in Cork, 2 in 
Galway, and 1 in each of the following districts :—Londonderry, Dundalk, Clonmel, 
and Carrickfergus, . 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The only deaths returned under this 
heading were 4 in Belfast, 1 in Galway, and 1 in Ballymena. 


Enteric Fever caused 58 deaths—equal to an annual rate of 0°8 per 1,000 living— | 


in Belfast, 3 in Limerick, 2 in Waterford, 1 in Clonmel, and 1 in Portadown. No

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen of 
the districts to 17°0 in Newtownards; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising one from each of the following—scarlatina, whooping-cough, and 
diarrhea. Among the 155 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 7 from 
measles, 2 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 215—94 boys and 121 girls; and the deaths to 241119 males and 122 females. 

The deaths, which are 43 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 35°9 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 


institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 35°3 per 1,000. During the. 


first fourteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 39-8, and was 8°1 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 48, being 
being 10 under the number for the preceding week and 23 under that for the week 
ended the 27th ultimo, but 22 over the average for the 14th week of the last ten years: 
the 48 deaths comprise 25 from measles—being 2 under the number from that disease 
in the preceding week and 12 under the number in the week ended the 27th ultimo— 
1 from German measles, 3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from typhus, 3 from influenza 
and its complications, 9 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from diarrhea, &e, 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 38, being 
one under the admissions for the preceding week and 33 under the number for the 
week ended the 27th ultimo: 47 measles patients were discharged during the week ; 
1 died; and 141 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 under the 
nuumber in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-two cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 3 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 2 under the number for the week ended the 27th ultimo: 
20 patierts were discharged during the week ; 1 died; and 104* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of enteric fever, and 1 
case of typhus: during the preceding week 4 cases of the former and 5 of the latter 
disease were received, Thirty-four cases of enteric fever and 14 of typhus remained 
under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had risen from 36 for the week 
ended the 27th ultimo to 58 for the following week were last week 55, or 7 in excess 
of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 55 deaths comprise 
24 from bronchitis, 21 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 3 from 
croup.

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system.

One hundred and two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the 
week were under 5 years of age (43 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were 
under 1 month old) and 43 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons 
aged 70 and upwards, of whom7 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have 
been aged 94 and 95 years respectively. 

Seventy-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 22 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 

As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 353 per 1,000 : the rate 
in the city was 39'2 (37'9 on the North side, and 403 on the South), and in the Suburbs 264. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
61 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 68 (49 in the North City Districts, and 85 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4'5 per 1,000.

No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
48'5 per 1,000. Measles caused 4 deaths and scarlatina 2, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. Six of the 11 deaths from other causes were from phthisis. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
346 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotice diseases, including 1 from measles. Among the 
27 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, 
and 3 from convulsions. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
415 per 1,000. Three iwere from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and 1 from whooping- 
cough. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths and phthisis 4, 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 320 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles. Two deaths were caused 
by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 by phthisis. 

No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (32) represent anannual rate of 492 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from typhus and 4 from whooping- 
cough. The 26 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from 
phthisis, 3 from convulsions, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of 
convulsions.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th April, 1897 :— 

“Another period of cold, unsettled, rainy weather has to be recorded in the week ended Saturday, 
the 10th. A number of complex but not very deep atmospheric depressions drifted slowly across 
Western Europe in an easterly or south-easterly direction. The centres of these systems usually 
passed across Wales, the S.W. of England and Brittany, and in those districts the rainfall was excep- 
tionally heavy. Sunday was cold and wet at first, then dull and dreary on the east coast of Ireland, 
though fair at Holyhead. Rain fell heavily on Monday and Tuesday nights. Wednesday wasa raw, 
cold day in Dublin, and thunder and lightning occurred in London with sleet and rain. Thursday 
morning was frosty ; a solar halo appeared in the forenoon and the afternoon was wet. On Friday 
also dull rainy weather prevailed, as a V.-shaped depression passed eastward across Ireland. 
Between 5 and 6 p.m, the sky darkened and a sudden shift of wind from S8.W. to N. took place with 
close rain. The sky cleared at night and temperature again became very low. Saturday proved a 
beautiful springlike day—a ridge of high barometer having advanced over Ireland in the rear of 
Friday’s V.-shaped depression. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29882 inches, pres- 
sure ranging between 29°564 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.N.W.) and 30'289 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Saturday (wind, N.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 434°, The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 425°, On Friday the screened thermometers rose to 541°; on 
Thursday they fell to 338°. The wind was variable—chiefly south-easterly. Rain fell on six days to 
the amount of ‘757 inch, ‘259 inch being registered on Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°870 inches. The highest reading (30-279) was on 
pouiiay at 9 a.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (29°547) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 42:4°, being 0:9° below the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 53°39, and was also lowest on the same day, 
the mercury having fallen to 28°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41°9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 39°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 19:2 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘830 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°4°, the maximum 56°19, 
and the minimum 30°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 549°, the minimum 26°1°, and 
the mean 40°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54:09, the minimum 28:09, and the 
mean 40:09. ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°53 in.; at Glasgow 0:03 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°06 in.*

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 139—71 boys and 68 girls; and the deaths to 189104 males and 85 females. 

The deaths, which are 6 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last.ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of. 28°2 in every 1,000 of © 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°7 per 1,000. During the 
first fifteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 39°], and was 7°7 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The oumber of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 40, 
being 8 under the number for the preceding week and 18 under that for the week 
ended the 3rd instant, but 18 over the average for the 15th week of the last ten years: 
the 40 deaths comprise 15 from measles—being 10 under the number from that disease 
in the preceding week—2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from typhus, 1 from influenza, 
14 from whooping-cough (against 9 for the preceding week), 2 from diphtheria, 1 from 
enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea and vomiting, 1 from diarrhea, &e. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital which had fallen from 
71 for the week ended the 27th ultimo to 39 for the following week and 88 for the 
week ended the 10th instant further declined to 33 last week : 60 measles patients 
were discharged during last week; 7 died; and 107 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 34-under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 17,. 
being 5 under the admissions for the preceding week: 9 patients were discharged 
during the week; and 112* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 
over the number in hospital on Saturday the 10th instant. 

Seventeen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital against 5 for the pre- 
ceding week; 6 patients were discharged during the week, and 45 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last being 11 over the number in hospital on the previous - 
Saturday. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 37 deaths, being equal to the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 18 under the number for the week 
ended the 10th instant: the 37 deaths consist of 25 from bronchitis and 12 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.Met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th April, 1897 :— 
“Comparatively fine and springlike in parts of England—particularly, the South and South-east,— 
the weather remained extremely broken and inclement in Ireland, the South-west of England, 
Wales and Scotland. A large anticyclone was found lying over Northern Europe up to and including 
Thursday, but in this period areas of low pressure were passing in rapid succession either north- 
wards or north-eastwards along the western shores of Ireland and Scotland. Hence the prevalent 
strong southerly to westerly winds and frequent showers. Early on Wednesday morning the wind 
veered to W.N.W. in Ireland, and a bitterly cold day followed, showers of hail, sleet and snow falling 
at frequent intervals. At night there was clear moonlight and temperature was very low—37'9° at 
9 p.m. Thunder and lightning occurred over Central England on this day. The two succeeding 
days were changeable, squally and showery. A brief spell of fair, dry weather was enjoyed in the 
east of Ireland on the afternoon of Good Friday, but thunderstorms occurred in England. A sheet 
of cirro-stratus, in which a solar halo was seen at first, overspread the sky on Friday evening. 
Saturday was wet and windy but mild at first, then showery, and finally clear and cold as well as 
dry. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'732 inches, pressure ranging between 29°323 
inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, 8.S.W.) and 30°043 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 465°. The mean dry bulb temperature was 458°. On Satur- 
day the screened thermometers rose to 561°; on Thursday they sank to 371°, Rain fell daily to the 
total amount of ‘826 inch, ‘209 inch being measured on Friday. The wind was first south-easterly, 


then westerly.” 





At the Observatory ofthe Griuies Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-717 inches. The highest reading (30°024) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29'312) on Duesday at 9 P.M., wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45:1°, being 0°5° above the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 57:2°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33:1. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44:8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 426°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented: by -1:0..- The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 31:9 
hours. The rainfall measured °960 in. 7 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47°49, the maximum 60:39, 
and the minimum 29°9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57:0°, the minimum 31°9°, and 
the mean 44°99; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54:09, the minimum 34:0°, and the 
mean 44°69, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°32 in. ; at Glasgow 2°18 i ins. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°66 in,*

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. . 
The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°6 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 22:0, and for Edinburgh 29:2. 


Town Districts or [RELANp. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 28:1 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720." 
ihe deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000:—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3-7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fifteen of 
the districts to 6°0 in Dublin. Among the.163 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 3 from measles, 1*from scarlatina, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple 
continued fever, 5 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhcea ; and the 26 deaths in Cork 
comprise } from measles and 3 from whooping-cough.

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. : 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted — 
to 188—104 boys and 84 girls; and the deaths to 232127 males and 105 females.” 

The deaths, which are 52 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 34°6 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 33°1 per,1,000. During the 
first sixteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 38°8, and was 7°7 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. ) 

Zymotic diseases caused 45 deaths being 26 in excess of the average number of 
deaths from these causes in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 over 
the number for the week ended the 17th instant, but 3 under the number for the 
week ended the 10th instant: the 45 deaths comprise 19 from measles—being 4 over 
the number from that disease in the preceding week, but 6 under the number 
for the week ended the 10th instant—1 from searlet fever (scarlatina), | from influenza, 
14 from whooping-cough (being equal to the number for the preceding week), | from 
diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrheea, 1 from dysentery, 1 from erysipelas, 
&e. Thirty-six of the 45 deaths from zymotic diseases were deaths of children under 
5 years of age.. Nine of the 19 deaths from measles occurred in the City, and 10 in 
Suburban Districts. 

There has been a further decline in the number of cases of measles admitted to 
hospital, the admissions during last. week being 28, only, against 33 for the preceding 
week, 38 for the week ended the 10th instant, 39 for the week ended the 3rd instant, 
and 7] for the week ended the 27th ultimo : 24 measles patients were discharged 
during last week; 2 died; and 109 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 2 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. : 

The admissions of scarlatina cases also show a decline, the number for last. week 
being 14 or 8 under the number for the preceding week, and 8 under that for the week 
ended the 10th instant: 9 patients were discharged during the week, and 117* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on 
the previous Saturday. - : . 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 12, being 5 under 
the admissions for the preceding week, but 7 over the number for the week ended the 
10th instant: 9 patients were discharged during the week, and 48 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, against 45 the number in hospital on Saturday the 17th 
instant. i 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had fallen from 55 for the week 
ended the 10th instant to 37 for the following week, rose Jast week to 57 or 20 over ~ 
the average number for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 57 deaths — 
comprise 32 from bronchitis, 19 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and — 
2 from croup.

‘The deaths of 14 children under 5 years of age (including 12 infants under one year 7 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. Pa 
Tbree deaths were caused by epop'exy, 2 by epilepsy, 4 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the — 
circulatory system. ; ; 
Faas or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 10. 
Four accidental deaths were registered. 


* Exclusive of 16 patients in ‘‘ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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In 20 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 16 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

One hundred and one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (44 being infants under | year, of whom 11 were under 1 month 
old) and 47 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on_ 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII. ] 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 33'l per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 35'5 (343 on the North side, and 366 on the South), and in the Suburbs 274, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
60 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 60 (5'°8 in the North City Districts, and Glin 
the South), and for the Suburbs 60 per 1,000. . 

No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 
31'4 per 1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Three. 
deaths were caused by bronchitis and 4 by phthisis. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
316 per 1,000. Among them are 6 deaths from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles and 1 from 
each of the following :—scarlatina, whooping-cough, diarrhea, and dysentery. The 23 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 5 from phthisis, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
452 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—1 from each of the following— measles, 
whooping-cough, enteric fever, and erysipelas. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 4, diseases 
of the circulatory system 2, phthisis 2, and convulsions 4. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 240 per 
1,000, Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 2 from whooping-cough. 
Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, ; 

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent anannual rate of 29'2 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough and diarrhcea each caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis and 3 from 
convulsions. 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 45°0 per 
1,000. No deaths from any of the principal!zymotic diseases were recorded. Bronchitis caused 3 
deaths and phthisis 2. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (34) are equal to an annual rate of 445 per . 

1,000. They comprise 8 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles and 6 from whooping-cough. 
Among the 26 deaths frcm other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 3 from convulsions. 
_ No. 4 South Céty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from ‘zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, 1 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhoea. Three deaths were caused by 
bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1,252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 292; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 00; Rathmines, 285 ; Donnybrook; 
313 ; Blackrock, 364; and Kingstown, 28:0. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from measles for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1 District ;1 from measles and 
2 from whooping-cough for;Rathmines ; 3 from measles and 1 from influenza for Donnybrook ;2 from 
measles for Blackrock ; and 3 from measles for Kingstown. The 6 deathsfrom all causes tabulated 
for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, comprise 1 from bronchitis, 1 from croup, and 2 from 
phthisis ; among the 15 deaths for Rathmines are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system ; of the 15 deaths for Donnybrook, 2 were from pneumonia and 3 from 
phthisis ; and the 10 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from cancer,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.Mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th April, 1897 :— 

~ The most noteworthy feature in the weather of this period was the cessation of the rainfall after 
Wednesday, and the substitution of strong easterly (or ‘ polar’) winds, dry and searching in character, 
for the westerly (or ‘equatorial’) winds which had so long prevailed. On Easter Day, April 18, a 
sharply defined cyclone lay over Denmark, the station Fand reporting a barometric reading of 29°20 
inches at 8 a.m., whereas atmospheric pressure reached 30°16 inches at Valentia Island, Kerry. Fresh 
N.W. winds blew all over the British Islands, but the weather, although cool, was chiefly dry. On 
Monday a new disturbance advanced over Ireland, causing a wet afternoon. At6p.m.a heavy hail” 
shower passed across Dublin and a brisk fall of temperature took place. Brilliant rainbows were 
seen in the evening. On Tuesday yet another depression approached Ireland, where rain fell heavily 
in the afternoon, This system apparently travelled away southwards as an area of high barometer 
developed over Scotland and the Norwegian Sea. With this re-adjustment of atmospheric pressure 
came a spell of strong, dry, cold easterly winds and much bright sunshine. Asis usualin sucha polar 
current, the atmosphere was very hazy—indeed, on Wednesday thick vapour fog prevailed for some 
time. On Friday a large depression was found over the Peninsula, moving north-eastwards to 
France and Central Europe. The effect was to increase the force of the easterly wind and to break 
up the fine weather in the extreme 8.andS.E. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29'917 inches, pressure ranging from 29'571 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.E.) to 30°2C0 inches at 
9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 465°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 46°29, On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 55°0°; on 
Tuesday they sank to 387°. The rainfall was ‘553 inch, ‘421 inch being registered on Tuesday. The 
prevailing winds were, at first S.W., then EH.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:900 inches. The highest reading (30°200) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind E.N.E., and the lowest (29°558) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind 
E.S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°6°, being 1:1° below the average 
{or the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 54'8°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 44:0 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °565 in. : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46°49, the maximum 58°29, 
and the minimum 36°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57:09, the minimum 31°9°, and 
the mean 45-0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57:0°, the minimum 34:2%, and the 
mean 43°79. ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°33 in.; at Glasgow 0°20 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°13 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in seventeen of 
the districts to 6°9 in Cork; the 52 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 3 from measles, 6 from whooping-cough, and | from diarrhea. Among the 
133 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 7 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from simple continued fever, 8 from enteric fever, and 3

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. ; 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 196—101 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 198—104 males and 94 females. 
The deaths, which are 9 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 29°5 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into publi¢ 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 28°8 per 1,000. During the 
first seventeen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 38-2, and was 7:2 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 
The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 38, being 
18 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 7 
under the number for the week ended the 24th ultimo: the 38 deaths comprise 16 from 
measles—being 3 under the number from that disease in the preceding week—13 from 
whooping-cough (being one under the number for the preceding week), 2 from diph- 
theria, 3 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 1 from cholerine, &c. ‘Thirty-one of the 
38 deaths from zymotic diseases were deaths of children under 5 years of age. a 
The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had gradually — 
fallen from 71 for the week ended the 27th March to 28 for the week ended the 24th 
ultimo, further declined to 16 last week: 41 measles patients were discharged during 
last week ; 3 died; and 81 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 28 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. . 
Twenty-one cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, against 
14 for the preceding week and 17 for the week ended the 17th ultimo: 25 patients were 
discharged during the week; 2 died; and 111* remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 6 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 24th ultimo. . 
During the week ended the 17th ultimo 17 cases of enteric fever were admitted to 
hospital; the admissions fell to 12 in the following week, and they further declined to 
6 last week: 8 patients were discharged during last week; 2 died; and 44 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. , 
The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 37, being

Seventy-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (33 being infants under | year, of whom 11 were under 1 month old) 
and 34 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom one was an octogenarian, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 
92 years. 

patent seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 28'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 32'6 (285 on the North side, and 36°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 199. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annuai rate of 
54 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 55 (40 in the North City Districts, and 69 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 50 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Hmerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of - 
20°0 per 1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 
6 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from convulsions, 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths. (25) are equal to an annual! rate of 
29'°8 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from each of the following :—measles, 
enteric fever, and diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by phthisis, 2 by convulsions 
and 5 by diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28'9 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles, 1 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from enteric fever. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 
d. from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. Measles caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 
14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from brenchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 41°5 per 
1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 
1 from diphtheria, and 1 from cholerine. Bronchitis caused 6 deaths, diseases of the circulatory: 
system 2, phthisis 2, and convulsions 2, : 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 478 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 
16 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 353 per 
1,000. They comprise 8 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, and 
1 from enteric fever. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 3 by diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 262 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles and 1 from whooping- 
cough. Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 4from diseases of the circulatory system and 
2 from phthisis. 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock| and Drumecondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 21°5; Rathmines, 17:1; Donnybrook, 
20°8 ; Blackrock, 29'1 ; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from diarrhoea for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1 District ; 1 from measles 
for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from measles and 3 from whooping-cough for Rathmines ; 1 from measles 
and 1 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook ; 1 from measles for Blackrock ; and 1 from diphtheria 
for Kingstown. Two of the 3 deathsfrom all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 
District, were from pneumonia; the deaths for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, consist of 2 from 
pneumonia; among the 10 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from cancer; and the 7 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise-2 from diseases of the respiratory system.

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METECROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.meEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist May, 1897 :— 

“Comparatively favourable and springlike weather occurred in this period. In Ireland there was 
very little warmth, but over the south and southeast of England the daily maxima were consider- 
ably above 60° on and after Monday. At the beginning an area of high barometer held over Northern 
Europe, while depressions were found over the Bay of Biscay and the Peninsula as well asin the 
Mediterranean Basin. Hence easterly winds, low temperatures, and hazy but dry weather held in 
the British Islands and Central Europe. Tuesday morning broke dull and rainy in Dublin but the 
afternoon proved fair. In the evening a severe thunderstorm with heavy rain and hail passed across 
parts of London—large quantities of hail falling in and about Streatham and Tooting. On Wednes- 
day also electrical disturbances took place in various parts of both France and England in connection 
with a number of shallow atmospheric depressions which slowly approached from S.W. On Thurs- 
day a more devided depression appeared in the N.W., causing rain at first and afterwards cold 
showers and hail on Friday. During the ensuing night the thermometers sank to 39'0° in the screen 
and to 35°9° on the grass in Dublin. May Day was fine and dry. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29°894 inches. The barometer rose to 30°066 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.) 
and sank to 29701 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.): The corrected mean temperature 
was 495°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 486°. On Wednesday the screened 
thermometers rose to 59'7°; on Saturday they fell to 39°0°. The rainfall was ‘150 inch on four days, 
060 inch falling on Thursday. The prevalent winds were E. and W.N.W.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°886 inches. The highest reading (30-058) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°701) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48-0°, being 14% above the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 58°4°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35°79. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 44°3°. The mean humidity of the air was -80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 35°2 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘140 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51:2°, the maximum 67°8°, 
and the minimum 38°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 58°9°, the minimum 35:0°, and 
the mean 46°49; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57°3°, the minimum 36-2%, and the 
mean 46°1°. ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°36 in.; at Glasgow 0°41 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°16 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in sixteen of 
the districts to 11:7 in Carrickfergus; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from measles. Among the 141 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 5 from measles, | from scarlatina; 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple 
continued fever, 8 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; the 42 deaths ian Cork 
comprise 2 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, and } from diarrhea; and 2 of the 
6 deaths in Newtownards were caused by whooping-cough,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 219—100 boys and 119 girls; and the deaths to 226123 males and 103 females. 

The deaths, which are 46 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33:7 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 33°3 per 1,000. During the 
first eighteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 38-0, and was 7°3 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

Zymotic diseases caused 45 deaths, being 7 over the number of deaths from those 
diseases in the preceding week, and 23 in excess of the average for the 18th week of 
the last ten years: the 45 deaths comprise 8 trom measles—being 8 under the number 
from that cause in the preceling week—4 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from 
typhus, 5 from influenza and its complications, 16 from whooping-cough (against 13 
for the preceding week), 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, one from cholerine, 2 
from diarrhea, &c. Two of the 8 deaths from measles occurred in the city and 6 in 
suburban districts. Thirty-four of the 45 deaths from zymotic diseases were deaths of 
children under 5 years of age. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 13, being 
3 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 15 under the number for the week 
ended the 24th ultimo: 28 measles patients were discharged during the week; one 
died; and 65 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 16 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
14 for the week ended the 24th ultimo to 21 for the following week, fell to 36 last week: 
24 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 101* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 10 under the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

There were only 4 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital last week, being 2 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 8 under the number for the week 
ended the 24th ultimo: 7 patients were discharged during last week; one died; and 40 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the Ist instant. 

Deaths. from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 57 for the 
week ended the 24th ultimo to 37 for the following week, rose last week to 44, or 8 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 44 deaths com- 
prise 22 from bronchitis and 18 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Eighty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (44 being infants under | year, of whom 13 were under 1 month old) 
and 37 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 3 (one man and 2 women) were stated to have 
been aged 91, 90, and 91 years respectively. — 

Seventy-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.]} 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 33'3 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 33°8 (30°8 on the North side, and 403 on the South), and in the Suburbs 27'4, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
52 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 53 (40 in the North City Districts, and 65 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 50 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°8 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of . 
239 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from typhus and 1 from - 
whooping-cough. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
86:1 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, and 
1 from whooping-cough. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 3 from each of the following: 
--bronchitis, phthisis, and convulsions. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 5 deaths, including 1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, and 
1 from diarrhea, The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 
and 2 from mesenteric disease. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 400 per 
1,000. Among.them are 9 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 2 from 
influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 1 from cholerine. The 17 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 

No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 478 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused 4 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotice disease were 
' recorded. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 
2 from phihisis. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (32) are equal to an annual rate of 41:9 per 
1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, and 1 from diarrhea. The 26 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from pneumonia, 
_. 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 6 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 35°0 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza. 
Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 3, phthisis 4, and diseases of the brain and nervous system 2. 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Olontarf and Howth, No. 1, 630 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 20°99; Donnybrook, 
313 ; Blackrock, 58-2 ; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from influenza for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District ; 2 from measles for 
Palmerston, part of; 2 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines; 2 from 
measles for Donnybrook ; 1 from enteric fever for Blackrock ; and 2 from measles for Kingstown. 
Two of the 5 deaths from all causes tabulated for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, were from 
bronchitis ; the 4 deaths for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, consist of 2 from diseases of 
the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system; the 11 deaths for 
Rathmines comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system ; among the 15 deaths for Donnybrook 
are 5 from pneumonia and 4 from diseases of the circulatory system; and the. 10 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 5 from phthisis,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 


remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th May, 1897 :— 

“A very changeable, showery period: also extremely cold for the time of year until Friday, when 
the atmosphere became mild and damp, but genial. There was again a cyclonic distribution of 
barometric pressure in the N.W, and N., while relatively high pressures were found over the Bay of 
Biscay, France, and Germany. Hence strong winds from westerly (S.W., W., and N.W.) points blew 
over the British Islands, accompanied by frequent showers of cold rain and hail in the day time, and 
by clear, very sharp nights. Particularly heavy hail-showers passed over Dublin on Monday and 
Wednesday. Thunderstorms occurred at Stornoway on Tuesday, Oxford on Wednesday, and 
Aberdeen on Thursday. On Friday a very considerable increase of temperature took place, and the 
air became damp and the sky overcast, as some new depressions approached the West of Scotland 
from the Atlantic. The change was attended by a rather heavy rainfall in Ireland. At the beginning 
of the week the planet Mercury was well seen after sunset in the north-western sky—on Monday 
evening the crescent Moon and this planet were seen in conjunction. In Dublin the mean height of 
the barometer was 29'976 inches, pressure ranging between 29°678 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, 
W. by S.) and 30°158 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday and Saturday (wind, W.N.W. and N.W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 48°2°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 
430°, On Saturday the thermometer rose to 59'9° in the shade, on Thursday it sank to 362°. Rainfall 
amounted to ‘537 inch on seven days, ‘266 inch being registered on Thursday. The prevailing winds 
were W.S.W. and W.N.W.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Oni Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-969 inches. The highest reading (30°'158) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind, W.N.W., and the lowest (29° 680) on Sunday at 9 a.M., wind 
W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46:8°, being 0:6° below hes average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 59-0°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 43-09. The mean humidity of the air was 79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 37°0 
hours. The rainfall measured °625 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°79, the maximum 65: 3°, 
and the minimum 37-0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 559°, the minimum 36°19, and 
the mean 45°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54:99, the minimum 35°7", and the 
mean 45°6°. ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°17 in.; at Glasgow 1-28 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:24 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°5 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°8 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21:4, and for Edinburgh 23:7. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25:9 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.*

{n the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 218—114 boys and 104 girls; and the deaths to 19099 males and 9) females. | 

The deaths, which are 21 over the average number for the corresponding week of — 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°3 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27°4 per 1,000. During the 
first nineteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 37-5, and was 7°] over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
3 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 23 under the 
number for the week ended the 8th instant: the 22 deaths consist of 6 from measles, 
3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 6 from whoop- 
ing-cough—being 10 under the number from that cause in the preceding week—one 
from diphtheria, one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 2 from enteric fever, and one 
from diarrhea. 

Sixteen cases of measles were admitted to hospital during last week, being 3 over 
the admissions for the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week ended 
the Ist instant, but 12 under that for the week ended the 24th ultimo: 84 measles 
patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 45 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 20 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

The scarlatina cases admitted to hospital amount to 30, against 16 for the preceding 
week, and 21 for the week ended the Ist instant: 39 patients were discharged during the 
week; one died; and 91* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Hight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 4 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, and 2 over the number for the week ended the Ist instant: 12 
patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 35 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 8th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 30, being 
one under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 14 under 
the number for the week ended the 8th instant: the 30 deaths comprise 15 from bron- 
chitis and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from measles, Three deaths were 
caused by diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°77 per 
1,000, Whooping-cough caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
registered. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 301 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from influenza, 1 from whooping-cough, and 
1 from diarrhoea, Diseases of the respiratory system caused 5 deaths, diseases of the circulatory 
system 2, phthisis 2, and convulsions 3. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 32°0 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from measles, 2 from 
whooping-cough, and 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 
3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 
and 2 from mesenteric disease, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 495; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 29'1 ; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from influenza for Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1 District; and 2 from 
scarlatina, 1 from diphtheria, and 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines. Among the 26 deaths from 
all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
3 from phthisis, and 6 from diseases of the brain and nervous system; and the 10 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VL.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mzt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 15th May, 1897 :_— 

“The ‘cold wave of May’ was very typically represented by the weather of this week, which up 
to Friday more resembled a week in February or March than the second week in May. Parching 
northerly winds of great strength, clouded skies and particularly low night temperatures prevailed. 
Along the east coast of Great Britain, sleet or snow and hail fell frequently. In France and Ger- 
many night frosts of much intensity proved very injurious to vegetation. During the first four days 
a cyclonic system hovered over the south of Norway and Denmark, while an area of high atmos- 
pheric pressure lay off the west of Ireland. Northerly winds and low temperatures were in con- 
sequence prevalent throughout the British Isles—a cold wave passing quickly southwards from the 
Shetlands to the Mediterranean. At 8 a.m. of Monday the thermometer read 34° at Sumburgh Head 
in the Shetlands, where snow was falling. Tuesday and Wednesday were extremely cold days, and 
there were slight hail-showers in and near Dublin. At inland stations in England, France and Ger- 
many, at this time, the thermometer fell at night to or below 32° even in the screen. The anticyclone 
moved southeastwards on Thursday and was afterwards found over the 8. of England and France. 
The sky remained densely clouded until noon on Saturday, when the clouds dispersed and a sunny 
afternoon followed. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'254 inches, pressure ranging 
between 30°046 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, N.N.W.) and 30°441 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 483°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 
9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 482°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 370°, on Saturday they 
rose to 589°. The prevailing wind was N.N.W. The rainfall was only ‘001 inch on Tuesday (melted 
hail). On Saturday morning the thermometer read 68° at Haparanda, within the Arctic Circle, and 
only 38° at Munich.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-247 inches. The highest reading (30°444) was on 
ae at 9 p.m., wind, E.S.E., and the lowest (30°039) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 46°6°, being 3-7° below the average 
for the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 59°2°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 43-0°. The mean humidity of the air was -74, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 32°6 
hours. There was no rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47°3°, the maximum 64:°7°, 
and the minimum 33°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°8°, the minimum 29°7°, and 
the mean 46°9° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 58°9°, the minimum 33°9°, and the 
mean 46°99. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-04 in.; and at Glasgow 0°19 in. 
There was no rain at Edinburgh.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in twenty of 
the districts to 2°8 in Belfast; the 112 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from measles, one from scarlatina; one from whogping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, 8 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea. Among the 37 deaths from all 
causes registered in Cork are 3 from whooping-cough..

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. . 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 217— 120 boys and 97 girls; and the deaths to 18399 males and 84 females. 

The deaths, which are 1] over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27°3 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (mumbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°7 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 37°C, and was 6:8 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1487_96. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases, which had fallen fiom 45 for the week ended the 8th 
instant to 22 for the following week, further declised last week to 17, or 3 under the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 17 deaths comprise 5 
from measles, one from influenza, 6 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from 
enteric fever, &e. 

During last week as in the preceding week 16 cases of measles were admitted to 
hospital : 17 measles patients were discharged im the course of last week ; 2died; and 
42 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 15th instant. 

Thirty-one cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 30 for the preceding 
week, and 16 for the week ended the 8th instant: 13 patients were discharged during — 
the week; and 109* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 18 over the 
nuurber in hospital at the close of the preceding weck. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which, after having 
fallen from 6 for the week ended the Ist instant to 4 for the following week, rose to 
8 for the week ended the 15th instant, further rose to 12 last week: 10 patients were 
discharged during the week; one died; and 36 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirty-seven deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
6 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 over 
the number for the week ended the 15th instant : they comprise 22 from bronchitis and 
i3 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. ;

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one yea 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 
Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 5. - ‘ 
Three accidental deaths were registered.

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In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 children under 
5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 74 years. : 

Sixty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (38 being infants under | year, of whom 10 were under | month old) 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, aud 3 (women) were stated to have been aged 90, 91, 
and 97 years respectively. ; 

Fifty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 26'7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 32'l (32°6 on the North side, and 31°77 on the South), and in the Suburbs 140. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 23 (1‘8in the North City Districts, and 2’°8in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 10 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from pneumonia and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—_The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27-4 per t,000. Two deaths were caused by measles, but none by any other zymotic disease. Among 
the 21 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, 2 from 
mesenteric disease, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
48°8 per 1,000. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, pneumonia 3, phthisis 6, and convulsions 2 but no deaths 
from any zymotic disease were recorded, ; 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26:0 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from{zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles and 1 from whooping- 
cough. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 


No.1 South City District (South Harl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 369 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :--1 from measles and 2 from whooping-cough. 
Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28'1 per 
1,000. They consist of 1 from diphtheria, 4 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 1 from heart disease, 
and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 8 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 30'1 per

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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tauie V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 22nd May, 1897 :— 

“ An uninterrupted spell of anticyclonic weather has to be recorded in the week ended Saturday 
the 22nd. Atmospheric pressure was highest on Sunday, when the barometer read 30°65 inches at 
Christiansund, on the west coast of Norway. It afterwards gave way intermittently, falling below 
30 inches very generally on Saturday. Over Spain, the Mediterranean, and Central Europe at large 
several shallow depressions were found, and the weather was less settled than in the North of 
Europe and the British Isles. Owing to the distribution of atmospheric pressure which has just 
been described, north-easterly winds prevailed and temperature ruled low at night. At stations 
also on the east coasts of both Great Britain and Ireland the weather was cool even by day. This 
was especially so at Shields, where in consequence of the prevalence of cloud the thermometer did 
not rise above 49° from Monday evening to Friday, Inland, however, the heating power of an 
almost unclouded sun was well marked, London in particular feeling its effect, so that the maxima 
there were 67°, 75°, 76°, 69°, 73°, and 68° up to Saturday. The cloud canopy which kept the N.E. of 
England so chilly on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, extended to the neighbourhood of Dublin 
on the mornings of Tuesday and Thursday, but by noon in each case the sky had cleared. At times 
the atmosphere was very hazy, as is usual in anticyclonic easterly winds. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30°183 inches, pressure ranging from 30°456 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, E.N.E.),’to 29°881 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.E.), The corrected mean temperature 
was 531°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 532°. On Sunday the screened 
thermometers rose to 63°6°, on Friday they sank to 43°0°. No rain fell. The prevailing wind was 
N.E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°177 inches. The highest reading (30°451) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., wind, E.S.E., and the lowest (29°874) on Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50°3°, being equal to the average for 

the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
‘Sunday, when the thermometer registered 62°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 36°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 508° 
and of the Wet Bulb 47:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 89'1 
hours. ‘here was no rain during the week. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57°3°, the maximum 77°69, 
and the minimum 40°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 69:9°, the minimum 37°0°, and 
the mean 52°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66:0°, the minimum 40°3%, and the 
mean 49°9°. ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°02 in. There was no rain at 
Glasgow or Edinburgh.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
Were equal to an annual rate of 2-2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fifteen of 
the districts to 7-0 in Armagh; one of the two deaths registered in that district being 
from enteric fever. Among the 149 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 
from measles, 4 from awhooping-vough, 9 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea; and 
the 38 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from measles and 4 from whooping-cough.,

DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 176—93 boys and 83 girls; and the deaths to 190—99 males and 91 females. 

The deaths, which are 28 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°3 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°8 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 36°6, and was 6°7 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. : 

Twenty-one deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 2 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 over 
the comparatively low number for the week ended the 22nd instant, but 17 under the 
lowest number for any of the first 18 weeks of the year : they comprise 5 trom measles, 
3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whoop- 
ing-cough, one from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhoea, 2 from dysentery, one from ery- 
sipelas, &e. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week is 12, being 4 
under the admissions for each of the two weeks preceding : 16 patients were discharged 
during the week ; and 38 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 22nd instant. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
16 for the week ended the 8th instant to 30 for the following week and 31 for the week 
ended the 22nd instant, fell to 23 last week: 24 patients were discharged during the 
week; 2 died; and 106* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under 
the number in’ hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted. to hospital, bemg 3 under the number 
for the preceding week, and one over that for the week ended the 15th instant: 8 
patients were discharged during the week; and 387 remained under treatment on Satur- 
day last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system; which had risen from 30 for the 
week ended the 15th instant to 37 for the week ended the 22nd instant, fell last week 


to 32, but this number is 5 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the — 


last ten years: the 32 deaths comprise 18 from bronchitis and 12 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 32 deaths, mesenteric disease 8, and 
eancer 5. 

Five accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 


* Exclusive of 29 patients in “ Bensavin, ‘the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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In 14 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
& years of age, including 10 infants under one year old. ; 

Sixty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month old) 
and 51 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 
years. 

: Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated cn 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and Vil.) 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 268 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'3 (272 on the North side, and 293 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
21 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°9 (22 in the North City Districts, and 16 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Bast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 


_ 22°8 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles, Phthisis caused 


2 deaths, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
203 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease, No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
45°2 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz. :--1 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, and 1 from 
diarrhea, The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 
3 from convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22'0 per 
1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotié disease. Bronchitis caused 
2 deaths and phthisis 5, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent anannual rate of 292 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 1 from whooping- 
cough, The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 8 deaths from other catises are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 26'2 per 


1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotiec diseases, viz.:—1 from searlatina and 1 from dysentery. 


Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, phthisis 5, and diseases of the circulatory system 2, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 35°0 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from cerebro-spinal fever, 1 from “ meningitis,” 2 from 


pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 492 ; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 209; Donnybrook 
14°6 ; Blackrock, 36°4 ; and Kingstown, 336. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Palmerston, part of; 1 from measles, 1 from influenza 
and 1 from whooping-cough for Rathmines ; and 1 from each of the following—measles, diarrhea,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r..MEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th May, 1897 :— 

“This week saw the disappearance of the anticyclone which had so long ruled the weather in the 
N.W. of Europe, and the substitution for it of low pressure areas and their accompanying unsettled, 
showery conditions. During Sunday and Monday bright, cool, dry weather and north-easterly 
winds prevailed, On Monday afternoon cirrus cloud overspread the sky from N.W. and a partial 
solar halo was seen in it at 6.30p.m. This was the beginning of the change. The barometer began to 
fall decidedly in all districts, the change being briskest in the north, so that by Tuesday morning a 
well-defined V.-shaped depression had formed over Scotland and the N.W. of England. In the after- 
noon a secondary disturbance advanced eastwards across Ireland, causing a very general though not 
heavy fall ofrain. This disturbance was found over the 8.W. of England on Wednesday morning, 
when the primary depression was still over Scotland with barometer readings below 29°40 inches. 
A more rapid fall of the barometer in the S.W. led to ihe formation of a cyclonic system over the 
south of Ireland and St. George’s Channel by Thursday morning. The weather in consequence 
became more and more unsettled, with a tendency to thundershowers in many places. On Friday 
morning areas of high atmospheric pressure existed both in Lapland and over the Peninsula, while 
depressions covered Ireland, England and Central Europe. In the afternoon heavy thundershowers 
occurred in Ireland. Saturday was a breezy, showery day: at 8a.m.the barometer was down to 
29°05 inches at Stornoway. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°579 inches, the 
range being from 30'037 inches at 9a.m. of Monday (wind, N.N.E.), to 29°217 inches at 7 p.m. of Fri- 
day (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 515°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. 
and 9 p.m. being 51°79. The sereened thermometers fell to 40°8° on Friday and rose to 61°6° on Satur- 
day. Rain fell on the last flve days of the week to the amount of ‘396 inch, ‘227 inch being measured 
on Friday. The wind was variable.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Utlice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°579 inches. ‘The highest reading (39-030) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind, N.E., and the lowest (29°219) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 49°0~, being 2°3 below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. “The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 61°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49:7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 46°5°. The mean humidity of the air was -80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 57°7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °365 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 53°5°, the maximum 72°39, 
and the minimum 41°0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 66:2°, the minimum 40-0°, and 
the mean 51°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60°5°, the minimum 39:3", and the 
mean 48°2°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°47 in.; at Glasgow 3°01 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:96 in.* 2

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15:4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:4 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19°3, and for Edinburgh 24:4.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23:1 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 9-0 in thirteen of 
the districts to 14:0 in Armagh; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 135 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 3 from measles, | from scarlatina, 8 from whooping-cough, | from diph- 
theria, 1 from simple continued fever, 14 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and 
the 22 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 1 from 
diarrhea.

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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 164—85 boys and 79 girls; and the deaths to 169—85 males and 84 females. 

The deaths, which are 8 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°2 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23-9 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 36:0, and was 6°4 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 17, being 
2 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 under the 
number for the week ended the 29th ultimo: the 17 deaths comprise 3 from measles, 
2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whoop- 
ing-cough, one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, one (in the Richmond District Lunatic 
Asylum) from beri-beri, 2 from dysentery, &e. 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 11, being one 
under the admissions for the preceding week: 11 measles patients were discharged 
during the week ; one died; and 37 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
one under the number in hospital on Saturday the 29th ultimo. 

Twenty-four cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being one in excess of the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 7 under the number for the week ended the 
22nd ultimo: 15 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 114* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 8, being 1 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 4 under the number for the week ended the 22nd 
ultimo: 7 patients were discharged during the week; and 38 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital on Saturday the 29th ultimo. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 33 deaths, being 6 over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, and one over the number for the week ended 
the 29th ultimo: the 33 deaths consist of 19 from bronchitis, 10 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, and 4 from croup.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis caused 25 deaths, mesenterié disease 2, and cancer 8. 

Four accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered.

5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
and 41 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians. 

Seventy-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred ‘in Raupieats and 
other public institutions ; of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 239 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 266 (31'7 on the North side, and 22°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
13 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 17 (18 in the North City Districts, and 1‘6in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North Ciiy District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
48°5 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles and 1 from influenza. 
The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from phthisis and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
215 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza and 1 from 
dysentery. Two deaths were caused by pneumonia and 3 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
25°3 per 1,000, Among them are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—-The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 440 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, including 2 from whooping-cough and 1 from beri-beri. 
The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from: bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 246 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from scarlatina, but none from any other zymotic disease. Four deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 3 by phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 225 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 
7 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 144°pér 
1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 
10 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°7 per 1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Two 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by eae 2 by cancer, 
and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ;;Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
_ Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 26°6 ; Donnybrook; 
16°7 ; Blackrock, 73 ; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from zymotic diseases ipenced for these 
fiatricts consist of 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis for Donnybrook and 1 from measles for 
Kingstown. Two of the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 
District, were from diseases of the respiratory system. Among the 14 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions, and the,8 
deaths from Donnybrook comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 froma phthisis.

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th June, 1897 :— 

“Changeable but favourable weather was experienced during this week. The two last days of 
May found a large area of low pressure off the West of Ireland. The weather was therefore un- 
settled, with showers and squally southerly winds. On Tuesday, June 1, an anticyclone spread south- 
westwards from Scandinavia to Scotland, while a shallow trough of low pressure stretched across the 
southern parts of Ireland and England to the Hast of France. Within this area dull, rainy weather 
was prevalent, and severe thunderstorms occurred in many parts of England, especially over the 
south-eastern countries. These electrical disturbances afterwards spread northwards with lessening 
intensity, but Ireland escaped. Towards the close of the period a general and considerable rise 
of temperature took place and there was a good deal of bright sunshine. Friday, however, was 
at first dull and rainy in and about Dublin, a very shallow barometric depression having drifted 
westward from Lancashire and North Wales during Thursday night. The sky cleared about mid- 
day and very fine summerlike weather set in, lasting to the close of the period. The atmosphere 
was very thick on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'992 inches, the 
range of pressure being from 29509 inches, at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, 8.8. W.) to 30°223 inches at 9 a.m, 
of Thursday (wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 561°. The mean dry bulb reading at 
9a.m. and 9 p.m. was also 561°, On Thursday the screened thermometers fell to 44'0°, on Saturday 
they rose to 693°. The rainfall was ‘545 inch on five days, ‘280 inch being registered on Tuesday. The 
prevailing wind was S.E.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-992 inches. The highest reading (30'223) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind, E., and the lowest (29503) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 548°, being 2-6 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 73°6°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 523°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 39°5 
hours. The rainfall measured °380 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°3°, the maximum 73°69, 
and the minimum 49:1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 77°4°, the minimum 46°9°, and 
the mean 57°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 73°4°, the minimum 45:5°, and the 
mean 54°4°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°75 in.; at Glasgow 2°40 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0-09 in.*

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 13°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20:3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19:9, and for Edinburgh 26:3. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 20-5 per 1,000 of their 
ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.*

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 205—106 boys and 99 girls; and the deaths to 150—77 males and 73 females. 

The deaths, which are 7 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°4 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21:8 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 35:4, and was 6:0 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

There were only 15 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
4 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under the 
number for the week ended the 5th instant: they comprise 2 from measles, 4 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 4 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from enteric 
fever, one from diarrhea, &ce. 

Eleven cases of measles were admitted to hospital during last week, being equal to 
the admissions for the preceding week : 15 measles patients were discharged during the 
week ; one died; and 32 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week number 27, being 3 in 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week and 4 over the number for the week 
ended the 29th ultimo, but 4 under that for the week ended the 22nd ultimo: 23 patients 
were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 115* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital has declined 
gradually from 12 for the week ended the 22nd ultimo to 7 for last week: 11 patients 
were discharged during last week; one died; and 33 remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 5th 
instant. | 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which numbered 32 in the week 
ended the 29th ultimo and 33 in the following week, fell last week to 18, or 9 under 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths consist 
of 10 from bronchitis and 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards.

years of age (25 being infants under | year, of whom 14 were under ] month old) 


and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, 

of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 
ears.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 19 (13 in the North City Districts, and 2°4in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2’5 per 1,000. 


No.i North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7).are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from pneumonia. No deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
23°9 per 1,000. Scarlatina caused one death but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were re- 
corded. Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
397 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from measles, Five deaths 
were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 3 by convulsions.

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 220 per 
1,000. One death was caused by scarlatina : it is the only death from any zymotic disease recorded. 
The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and ¢ from 
phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street), —The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from scarlatina and 2 from whooping- 
cough, Phthisis, “caused two deaths.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.mEr.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 12th June, 1897 :— 

“Changeable weather was experienced during this week, which opened and closed with warmth, 
the intervening period being very cold for the time of year. A rain storm of much intensity prevailed 
in Ireland, the southern half of England, and Belgium on Tuesday night, extending into Germany on 
Wedresday. The measurement of rain during the storm was ‘67 inch in Dublin, 64 inch in London, 
‘82 inch at Loughborough, 1:13 inches at Oxford, 1:22 inches at Cambridge, and 1°43 inches at Hurst 
Castle. The rainfall took place near the centre of a long trough of low atmospheric pressure, which 
stretched on Wednesday morning east-south-eastwards from the S.W. of Ireland to Belgium and the 
EB. of France. To the southward of this line the wind was S.W. to W., to the northward it was 
easterly in direction and temperature was very low. From Scotland, at this time, fine, cool, dry 
weather was reported, with very low night temperatures—at Nairn the screened thermometer 
fell to 31° on Monday night and-to 34° on Tuesday night. The low pressure system quickly filled up 
and dispersed, and a brisk rise of the barometer took place. On Thursday moderate gradients 
for S.W. winds formed over Ireland, where temperature rose fast. On Friday for the first time this 
season the shade thermometer rose above 70° (to 732°) in Dublin. Saturday also was fair and warm, 
but the sky became overcast and the air was heavy and sultry, a few drops of rain falling at intervals. 
After 9.45 p.m. rain fell heavily, followed by a sharp thunderstorm. In Dublin the mean height of 
the barometer was 30050 inches, the range being from 29°720 inches at 7 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, 
E.N.E.) to 30°180 inches at 8.30 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.S.H.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 588°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. being 580°, The screened thermometers fell to 49°2° 
on Wednesday and rose to 732° on Friday. The rainfall was 1020 inches on five days, ‘660 inch being 
recorded on Tuesday. Easterly winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°054 inches. The highest reading (30°169) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind, S.W., and the lowest (29°743) on Wednesday at 9 A.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 580°, being 2-7 above the average for 

the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 71°89, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 48°5°. “The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56:9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 516°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15°9 
hours. The rainfall measured °775 in. 
At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 586°, the maximum 83:29, 
and the minimum 44°7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 68:0°, the minimum 36:9°, and 
the mean 54°79; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 71:09, the minimum 36: 0’, and the 
mean 52°0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°75 in. ; at Glasgow 0°40 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°24 in.*

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ENGLAND AND ScoTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14-6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15:8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18:8, and for Edinburgh 20°5. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 18°3 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 924 »720.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week ance : 
to 188—98 boys and 90 girls; and the deaths to 13265 males and 67 females. 
~ The deaths, which are 40 under the average number for the corresponding week of © 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19°7 in every 1,000 of © 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19°] per 1,000. During the ~ 
first twenty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 34°8, and was 56 — 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 21, being 
equal to the average for the corresponding ‘week of the last ten years, and 6 over the 
low number for the week ended the 12th instant : the 21 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 
2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 4 from influenza and its complications, 6 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea, &e. . 

The number of cases of measles admitted to hospital during last week is 8, being 3 
under the admissions for the preceding week : 5 measles patients were discharged dur- 
ing the week ; and 35 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 12th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
24 for the week ended the 5th instant to 27 for the following week, fell to 12 last week: 
9 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 117* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at the close of the preced- 
ing week. 

"There were but 4 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, being 3 under the 
~ admissions for the preceding week and 4 under the number for the. week ended the 
5th instant: 9 patients were discharged during last week; and 28 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 
12th instant. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 33 for the 
week ended the 5th instant to 18 for the following week, further declined last week to 
15, or 11 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 15 
deaths comprise 9 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 
and one from croup. ees

Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 24 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 10 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. * 

Fifty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 7 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the devth-ratefor the entire Registration District was 19'1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 22°3 (21't on the North side, and 232 on the South), and in the Suburbs 11°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
21 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'9 (13 in the North City Districts, and 2°4in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°5 per 1,000. ; 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
114 per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotie disease, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
21°95 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is ] from scarlatina. Among the 17 deaths 
from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 5 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
19°9 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, Four deaths were from diseases of the respiratory system, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from scarlatina, 2 from bronchitis, and 3 from convulsions, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 292 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic disease, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 
and 1from influenza. The deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory 
system and 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 14'1 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from whooping-cough. Phthisis caused 
2 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 196 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from whooping-cough and 1 from influenza. 
Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 26'2 per 1,000, Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles and 1 from 
diarrhoea. Diseases of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths, and phthisis 4, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146 ; 
- Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0:0; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 76; Donnybrook, 
146 ; Blackrock, 21°8; and Kingstown, 56. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District; 1 from 
enteric féver for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from whooping-cough and.2 from diphtheria for Donny- 
brook ; and 1 from influenza for Kingstown. Two of the 3 deaths from all causes. tabulated for 
Blackrock were from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th June, 1897 :— 

“The weather was in a troubled state throughout this week—at least in Ireland and Scotland. In 
England, it remained fine and warm until Wednesday, but from that day onward unsettled con- 
ditions held there as elsewhere. On Sunday, at 8a.m., the thermometer stood at 75° in London and 
later in the day it reached 84°.. At this time a shallow depression lay over the S. of Ireland, causing 
dull and drizzling weather. By Monday this system had drifted northeastwards to the North Sea 
and had grown deeper, causing heavy rains in parts of Scotland. In Ireland a brisk N.W. wind 
brought finer and colder weather for the time being. On Tuesday a new and much deeper depres- 
sion advanced across Ireland. It reached the S. of Scotland by Wednesday morning, having caused 
a disastrous gale and downpours of rain in many places. At Ardrossan the rainfall amounted to 2°27 
inches up to 8a.m. of Wednesday. Harsh, cold N.W. winds blew with much violence in the rear of 
the centre. Scarcely had this disturbance passed away, when another followed it, bringing severe 
S.W. gales to the English Channel. On Saturday again a depression passed over Ireland, where 
heavy rain fell for several hours. In the evening of this day temperature rose considerably having 
been as low as 43° on Friday night. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°898 inches, 
the barometer rising to 30°211 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.N.W.) and falling to 29°348 inches 
at 7 a.m. of Friday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 54'7°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 644°. On Sunday the shade thermometers rose to 67°09, on Satur- 
day they fell to 43°0°. The rainfall was 1112 inches on six days, ‘459 inch being measured on Satur- 
day. The prevalent wind was N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°902 inches. The highest reading (30°208) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind, N.W., and the lowest (29°458) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°1°, being 31 below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 68°0°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 40°1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 537° 
and of the Wet Bulb 50°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 40:2 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 1°160 ins. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°8°, the maximum 83:19, 
and the minimum 44°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 72°79, the minimum 42°2°, and 
the mean 53°19; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 73°2°, the minimum 40-0%, and the 
mean 52°1°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°44 in.; at Glasgow 6:04 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 3:27 inches.*

Meteorological Ooservations, 407 


. METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VEY 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th June, 1897 :— 

“A very marked advance in temperature is the most striking feature in the weather-record of 
this week. On Sunday morning the centre of a depression, which had caused a general and in 
places heavy rainfall the previous day or night, was found over Norfolk. In, Ireland the weather 
was fine and dry, but cloudy, with a brisk N.W. wind. In the afternoon slight rain fell. An 
anticyclone now began to spread northwards from France, throwing a warm §.W. wind upon the 
British Islands, where the weather became fine and summerlike. Tuesday—the day set apart for 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee celebration—was cloudy to fair in London, brilliant in Dublin, where 
the thermometer rose to 737°, In the evening and at night sheet lightning was observed, 
thunderstorms being reported from Valentia and Parsonstown. On Wednesday afternoon or in the 
ensuing night a brisk fall of temperature occurred in the N. of England and in Ireland, accompanied 
by a sea fog on the east coast of Ireland. In the centre and S. of England, on the contrary, the heat 
increased, so that in London the maximum was 85° on Wednesday and 90° on Thursday. At 8a.m. 
of this latter day the thermometer read 77° in London, but only 51° at Shields. In the afternoon 
of Thursday severe thunderstorms broke out over the east and south-east of England, where 
temperature fell rapidly. The rainfall accompanying the storm amounted to '36 inch at Brixton in 
the S. of London. Fine weather held afterwards to the end of the week. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30'004 inches, pressure ranging between 29'842 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, N.W.) and 30°086 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 60'7°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 597°. On Sunday the sereened 
thermometers fell to 50°8°, on Tuesday they rose to 73°79, Rain fell on four days to the amount of 
‘162 inch, ‘123 inch being measured on Wednesday. The wind was generally light in force and 
variable in direction.” ‘ 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:017 inches. The highest reading (30:090) was on 
Tuesday at 9 P.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°855) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N,W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 599°, being 3:0 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 71°6°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 44:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 560°. The mean humidity of the air was °83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 51:7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘205 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 64°0°, the maximum 90-2°, 
and the minimum 48°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 73°1°, the minimum 42°3°, and 
the mean 58°19; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 71:7°, the minimum 42:0°, and the 
mean 567°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:27 in.; at Glasgow 0°86 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:22 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in fourteen of 
the districts to 14:0 in Armagh; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 

_ comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 80 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 
and 1 from diarrhea; the 19 deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from scarlatina; and the 
6 deaths in Newry comprise 1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 194—94 boys and 100 girls; and the deaths to 136-55 males and 81 females. 

The deaths, which are 29 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°3 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19-4 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 33-7, and was 4:9 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 15, being 
2 over the low number for the preceding week, but 8 under the average for the 26th 
week of the last ten years: the 15 deaths consist of 2 from measles, 2 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, one from whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, 
one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, one from cholerine, 2 from diarrhea, and one from 
erysipelas. : 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 14, being 
4 under the admissions for the preceding week: 28 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week; one died; and 97* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
15 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Seven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being equal to the admissions 
for the preceding week: 10 patients were discharged during the week ; and 28 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 26th ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of measles: 11 measles 
patients were discharged during the week ; and 14 remained under treatment on Satur- 
day last, being 9 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 15 for the week 
ended the 19th ultimo to 29 for the following week, fell last week to 28, which number 
is equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 23 deaths 
for last week comprise 12 from bronchitis, 6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
lungs, and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by epilepsy, 8 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 8 by diseases of the circulatory 
system, 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 15 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
¢ancer 5, 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 


* Exclusive of 21 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Conyalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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In 11 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,” there having been no mediczl 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children (all 
infants under one year old) and the death of one person aged 83 years. ; 

Thirty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 31 were under 1 month old) 
and 25 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 10 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians. A 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so‘distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 194 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 20°0 (174 on the North side, and 22'4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 13 (13 in the North City Districts, and 12in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—_The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 
86 per 1,000. They consist of 1 from measles, 1 from diarrhcea, and 1 from gastritis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
227 per 1,000. One death from cholerine constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 18 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from ‘bronchitis, 1 from pleurisy, 3 from phthisis, 2 from 
mesenteric disease, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
25°3 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough. Two 
deaths were caused by phthisis, 3 by tubercular meningitis, and 2 by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. . ae 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).-— The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 60 per 
1,000. They consist of 2 from phthisis and 1 from old age. pie hs 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 200 per 
1,000. Diphtheria caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis. 


No, 2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from diarrhoea and 1 from erysipelas. 
Diseases of the respiratory system caused 2 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22:2 per 
1,000. One death was caused by diphtheria: it is the only death from any zymotic disease recorded, 
The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
_ rate of 24°8 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumeondra, No. 1, 242; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 492; Palmerston, part of, 21°55; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
146 ; Blackrock, 21°8; and Kingstown, 56. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 1 from 
measles for Palmerston, part of; 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diphtheria for Rathmines; and 
1 from scarlatina and influenza respectively for Donnybrook. Two of the 5 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, were from convulsions; and the 4 deaths for 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mer.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 3rd July, 1897 :— 
“Changeable but withal summerlike weather prevailed this week. On the night of Sunday, June 
27, a heavy fall of rain (‘450 inch) took place in connection with a complex but shallow atmospheric 
depression which lay at the time off our S. and S.W. coasts. Monday broke foggy and damp, but in 
the end proved fine. At 4p.m.asolar halo was seen. Another considerable fall of rain occurred at 
night. The next four days were fine, after cloudy, rather dull mornings. In this period an anti- 
cyclone appeared off the W. of Ireland, moving south-eastwards, On Friday a series of barometric 
depressions began to arrive off our N.W. and N. coasts, the wind backed to W. or S.W. and freshened 
with increasing cloudiness and some showers. Saturday was a dry but windy day. In France, 
Germany, and the South of England spells of great heat were experienced, and severe electrical dis- 
turbances occurred from time to time, with hail-storms in Auvergne. In Dublin the mean height of 
the barometer was 30012 inches, atmospheric pressure ranging from 29'873 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday 
(wind, E.S.E.) to 30187 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N.N.W.). The corrected mean tempera- 
ture was 612°, The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 594°. On Friday the 
thermometer rose to 71°7° in the shade, having fallen to 52°3° during the previous night, Rain fell on 
three days to the amount of ‘633 inch, -450 inch being measured on Sunday. The prevailing winds 
were E.N.E. and N.W.” : 





At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-027 inches. The highest reading (30:212) was on: 
Thursday at 9 p.m.,wind N.N.W., and the lowest (29°882) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°6, being 1:5 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 74°8°, and was lowest on F riday, the 
mercury having fallen to 46-9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°49 
and of the Wet Bulb 56°19, The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 35:3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °686 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 64°49, the maximum 73°8°, 
and the minimum 56°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 76°89, the minimum 50:0°, and 
the mean 60°59 ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 71:6°, the minimum 50°3°, and the 
mean 57°99. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°28 in,; at Glasgow 0°08 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0-23 in.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 3rd July, 1897, 2,494 births—1,265 boys and 1,229 girls—being equal to an 
annual ratio of 1 in 35:0, or 28°5 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 1,963, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 32:0 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the suburban districts named above, 

531, equal to a rate of 20°3 in every 1,000 of the population. 

There were registered in London during the same period 32,412 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 29:0 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,244, being equal to 34°9 per 1,0U0; and in Hdinburgh, 2,085—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 28°5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
| during the quarter was 2,382—1,225 males and 1,157 females—affording an annual 
tatio of 1 in 36°7, or 27°3 in every 1,000 of the population according to the - 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (77) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°4 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the second quarter of the ten years 1887-96 was 2,239, equivalent 
to an annual mortality of 25°6 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (27°3) for last quarter 
was 1:7 in excess of the average. This excess is due to a heavy mortality from 

measles, whooping-cough, and inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system in the 
earlier weeks of the quarter. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 842, representing an annual mortality of 28-8 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 921, also equivalent toa rate of 28°8 per 1000. In the suburban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 542, being equal to an annual death-rate of 20-7 in 
~ every 1,000. . | 
~ The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 17,261—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 15°5 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 3,742, equal to 20-9 in every 1,000; and in Hdinburgh 1,819, affording an 
annual death-rate of 24°9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population.

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Diseases.— The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 357, being 157 over the number for the 
corresponding quarter of last year, and 88, or 33 per cent., above the average for the 
second quarter of the ten years, 1887-96, but 504 under the high number for the first 
three months of this year. The annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represente 
by the deaths from these diseases during last quarter, is 4:1, being 1°8 over the rate fo 
the corresponding quarter of 1896, and 1:0 above the average rate for the second — 
quarter of the last ten years, but considerably less than one-half of the rate (9:9) for 
the quarter ended the 3rd April last. Of the 357 deaths from zymotic diseases last 
quarter, 254 were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 

No deaths from small-pox were registered during the quarter, nor were any cases of 
the disease admitted to hospital, and the only case in hospital at the close of the 
preceding quarter was subsequently discharged. | 

Deaths from measles, which in the preceding quarter amounted to 358 fell last 
quarter to 109, but this number is 47 in excess of the average for the second quarter of 
the last ten years, and is equa! to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000 of the population at 
all ages. Seventy-five of the 109 deaths for last quarter were registered during the 
first four weeks of the quarter, and 7, only, during the last four weeks. The number of 
cases of measles admitted to Dublin hospitals during the quarter is 204, being some-_ 
what less than one-fifth of the admissions (1,095) for the preceding quarter ; 320 
measles patients were discharged during the quarter ; 21 died ; and 14 remained under 
treatment at the close, being 137 under the number in hospital on Saturday, the 3rd 
April last. 

Scarlet Fever (scarlatina) caused 27 deaths, being 13 over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the last ten years, but 18 under the number for the first three 
months of this year. At the beginning of the quarter 103* scarlatina patients were 
in hospital ; in the course of the quarter 269 new cases were admitted (this number 
being 30 under the admissions for the preceding quarter) ; 260 patients were discharged ; 
and 15 died ; leaving 97* as the number of cases of the disease in hospital on Saturday, 
the 3rd instant. 

The mortality from whooping-cough, although showing a great decline as compared 
with the preceding quarter, was far in excess of the average. The number of deaths for 
the quarter is 95, being 49 over the average for the corresponding quarter of the last 
ten years, but 156 under the number for the first three months of this year. Of the 
95 deaths, 72 were registered during the first six weeks of the quarter. The disease 
proved much more fatal in the southern portion than the northern ; this was also the case 
in the first quarter of the year. 

There were but 15 deaths from enteric fever registered, being 12 below the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, and 13 under the number for tho 
quarter ended the 3rd April last. The cases of the disease admitted to hospital 
numbered 106 against 90 for the preceding three months ; 107 patients were discharged 
during the quarter ; 6 died ; and 28 remained under treatment on Saturday, the 3rd_ 
instant, being 7 under the number in hospital on the 3rd April last. 

Only 3 deaths from typhus were registered and no deaths appear under the head 
of simple continued and ill-defined fever. There were only 9 cases of typhus admitted to 
hospital during the quarter (being 35 under the admissions for the preceding quarter 
but 2 over the number for the second quarter of last year), and but 2 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday, the 3rd instant. i 

Diphtheria caused 25 deaths against 9 for the preceding quarter and an average of 
4 for the second quarter of the last ten years. a 

The number of deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhea, dysentery, is 23, or 2 ander 
the average for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years. . 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 22 from influenza and its 
c mplications, 3 from erysipelas, &e. 

Diseases of the respiratory system—exclusive of phthisis or pulmonary consumption, 
for which see below—caused 447 deaths (equivalent to an annual rate of 5:1 per 
1,000 of the population), being 33 in excess of the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years. The 447 deaths comprise 240 from bronchitis, 157 from 
pneumonia or inhammation of the lungs, 14 from croup, 3 from pleurisy, dc.

In 159 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 159 cases, 114, or 72 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 114 deaths form 13:4 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 143 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 48 (or 34 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified.

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the twenty- 4wo provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and Ve 
give in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. . 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small- -pox were registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter. 

Measles caused 37 deaths in Deltas 22—equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000 
of the population—in Cork ; 2in Newry ; ; 7—equivalent to an annual rate of 3: l pel 
1,000—in Carrickfergus ; and 2 in Portadown ; but no deaths from the disease were 
registered in any of the other districts. During the preceding quarter 77 deaths 
from measles were registered in Belfast and 47 in Cork. : 

Scarlatina.—In 13 of the 22 districts no deaths’ from scarlatina were registered _ 
during last quarter. The total number for the remaining 9 districts is 25, of 
which 10 were in Belfast and 6 in Limerick. 

Typhus.—The only deaths from typhus registered were 2 in Sligo, 1 in Belfast, 1 
in Cork, and 1 in Limerick. 7 

Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough consist of 49 in Belfast, 
where during the preceding quarter the disease caused 70 deaths ; 28 (equal to an 
annual rate of 1:5 per 1,000 of the population) in Cork ; 4 in N ewtownards ; 6 in 
Armagh ; and 1 in each of five of the other districts. 

Diphtheria caused 9 deaths in Belfast, 2 in Cork, and 1 in Waterford. No 
death from the disease was registered in any of the other districts.

Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever registered in Belfast amount to 100, z 
being treble the number for the corresponding quarter of last year, and 42 in excess © 
of that for the first three months of this year.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
~ to 260—129 boys and 131 girls; and the deaths to 14569 males and 76 females. 

The deaths, which are 7 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21°6 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (aumbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20°1 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 33°3, and was 4°8 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

There were only 18 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
1) under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under the 
number for the week ended the 3rd instant: they comprise one from scarlet fever (scar- 
latina), one from typhus, 3 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
18 for the week ended the 26th ultimo to 14 for the following week, rose to 25 last 
week : 25 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; and 97* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. ; 

Eight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week, being one 
over the admissions for each of the two weeks preceding: 8 patients were discharged 
during the week ; one died; and 27 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
one under the number in hospital on Saturday the 3rd instant. _ 

The hospital admissions for the «eek include, also, 2 cases of measles and 2 of 
typhus ; 12 cases of the former and 3 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. : 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 29 for the week 
ended the 26th ultimo to 23 for the following week, further declined last week to 18, or 
3 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths 
comprise 4 from bronchitis and 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1-2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 15 (2:2 in the North City Districts, and 08in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
11°4 per 1,000. They consist of 3 from phthisis and.1 from “chest affection.” 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
239 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from typhus. The deaths 
from other causes comprise 4 from phthisis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from 
“chest affection.” 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
307 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
_ Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system. _ 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place),— The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24'0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhea. Two 
deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 trom zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 1 from diphtheria, 
Phthisis caused 3 deaths. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19:7 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 17:0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough. The 12 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2.from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23'3 per 1,000. Influenza caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotie disease were 
recorded. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 15°2 ; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 146 ; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from influenza for Rathmines and 1 from scarlatina for Kingstown. Two of the 
8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines were from phthisis, which disease also caused 
2 of the 7 deaths for Kingstown.

Meteorological Observations, 447 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th July, 1897 :— 

“The distribution of atmospheric pressure throughout this week was cyclonic in the N.W.,N., and 
N.E., anticyclonic in France and Central Europe. Hence, unsettled weather prevailed in Ireland, 
Scotland, and Scandinavia, whereas it was comparatively fine in England and on the Continent. 
The force of the wind was considerable in Ireland and Scotland, amounting to a gale at times at ex- 
posed stations, On Sunday a large and rather deep depression passed eastwards across Scandinavia. 
In its rear, strong, squally and cool northwesterly winds blew over the British Islands—the amount 
of cloud was large, but very little rain fell except at the exposed Irish stations of Belmullet and 
Malin Head. At night the wind backed to W.S.W. and freshened to gale force as a new depression 
approached Scotland from the Atlantic. Near the centre of this system the barometer ultimately 
fell almost to 29 inchas (to 29°04 inches at Sumburgh Head on Tuesday evening). Very cold N.W. 
winds, with showers of rain and hail, set in as this disturbance moved away to the north-eastward. 
On Tuesday night the thermometer fell to 46° in Dublin and to 44° at Parsonstown. Thursday was 
a squally, wet, cold day in Ireland, but fair and bright over the greater part of England. On Friday 
arapid increase of atmospheric pressure began, and on Saturday an anticyclone of considerable size 
covered the greater portion of the British Isles, the result being fine, quiet weather. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29'921 inches, pressure ranging between 29°614 inches at 3 p.m. of 
Monday (wind, W.S.W.) and 30335 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.E,). The eorrected mean 
temperature was 57'7°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 570°. The prevalent 
winds were N.W.and W. Rain fell to the amount of 337 inch on three days, ‘216 inch being measured 
on Thursday. A perfect solar halo appeared on Sunday afternoon.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°932 inches. The highest reading (30°351) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°642) on Monday at 9 P.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°5°, being 1:3 below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 68°4°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 43°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55'6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 51:79. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘77, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 35:4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °336 in. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61°59, the maximum 78°4°, 
and the minimum 44:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°29, the minimum 48°0°, and 
the mean 55°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66:0°, the minimum 43°3°, and the 
mean 55:2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°02 in.; at Glasgow 0°79 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°14 in.*

_ The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in nineteen of 
the districts to 4°0 in Newry; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from diarrhea. Among the 104 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 2 from tvphus, 2 from whocping-cough, one from simple 
continued fever, and 4 from diarrhea.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 217—103 boys and 114 girls; and the deaths to 162-88 males and 74 females. 

The deaths, which are 14 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24:2 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23:1 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 33-0, and was 4-7 — 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, there were only 13 deaths from zymotie 
diseases registered: the average number for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years was 24. The 13 deaths for last week comprise one trom measles, one from scarlet — 
fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 2 
from diarrhea, &¢c, 

Twenty-six cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, against 
25 for the preceding week, and 14 for the week ended the 3rd instant: 13 scarlatina 
patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 109* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 12 over the number in hospital at the close of the pre- — 
ceding week. 

The cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week amount to 20, being 
12 in excess of the admissions for the preceding week: 4 patients were discharged dur- 
ing the week; 2 died; and 41 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 14 
over the number in hospital on Saturday the 10th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of typhus, but no cases of 
measles were received : 6 cases of the former and 7 of the latter disease remained under 
treatment in hospital on Saturday last. | , 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 27 deaths, being 5 in excess of the average 
for the corresponding week ot the last ten years, and 9 over the number for the week 
ended the 10th instant: the 27 deaths comprise 12 from bronchitis, 11 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 15 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths and gancer 6. 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 16 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medic: | 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards,

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Fifty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (26 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom one was an octogenarian. 

Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL1.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 23'l per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 24°0 (28°5 on the North side, and 19°99 on the South), and in the Suburbs 209, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 17 (2°2in the North City Districts, and 12in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
286 per 1,000, The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°7 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
36°1 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
enteric fever. ‘The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from cancer, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, of which 2 were from whooping-cough and 1 from measles, 
Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from phthisis, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 24°6 per 
1,000. One death was caused by scarlatina, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 4 from phthisis, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 197 per 
1,000, They comprise 3 from phthisis but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 183 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea, 


Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 2 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 


rate of 17°5 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 340; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 247; Donnybrook, 
104 ; Blackrock, 0°0 ; and Kingstown, 30°8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District ; and 1 from diarrhoea 
for Rathmines. Three of the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1 District, were from convulsions ; the 2 deaths for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, were caused 
by diseases of the circulatory system, as were 2 of the 3 deaths for Palmerston, part of ; the 13 deaths 
for Rathmines comprise 1 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 4 from phthisis; among the 
5 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system; and the 11 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
syste.r, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.2.met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th July, 1897 :—i 

“Throughout this period, the distribution of atmospheric pressure was anticyclonic in the British 
Islands and their immediate neighbourhood. Fair, summerlike weather was generally prevalent, 
and there was a large amount of bright sunshine, while scarcely any rain fell. Easterly winds pre- 
vailed until Friday, when either calms or variable westerly breezes took their place. On Sunday 
morning the barometer stood at 30°41 inches at Cambridge. By Monday morning the isobar of 30°4 
inches had re-formed over Scandinavia, in which neighbourhood it was still found on Tuesday. At 
this time a shallow depression was forming over the Mediterranean, so that gradients for easterly 
winds became decided, especially in the S.E. of England. The low-pressure area subsequently ad- 
vanced northwards across France, while a more marked depression formed over Germany. These 
irregularities caused thunder-rains in many parts of the Continent, but the weather remained dry 
in the United Kingdom until Friday, when some sultry showers fell in the south and west of Ireland. 
On Saturday the barometer began to fall somewhat decidedly, but the weather was very fine and 
warm generally. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30134 inches, pressure varying 
between 30351 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.), and 29947 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, also E.), The corrected mean temperature was 612°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 62°. On Saturday the shade thermometer rose to 739°; on Sunday it fell to 46°19. 
Easterly winds prevailed, chiefly light in force. The only rainfall was ‘002 inch on Friday, which, 
however, did not count as a ‘rainy day.’” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:14] inches. The highest reading (30°358) was on 
Eby at 9 a.m., wind N.N.E., and the lowest (29-962) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 59°8°, being 2-9 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 79:0°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 387°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 55-69. The mean humidity of the air was ‘75, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 89:0 
hours. ‘There was no rain during the week. ae. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 65°5°, the maximum 82°19, 
and the minimum 50'8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 83°3°, the minimum 40°6°, and 
the mean 62°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 81-0°, the minimum 43°6°, and the 
mean 60°19. ‘There was no rain at Greenwich, Glasgow, or Edinburgh.*

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°3 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19-5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°1, and for Edinburgh 20°6. 


Towx Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 20-6 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

_ were equal to an annuai rate of 24 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fifteen of 

the districts to 8-1 in Newry; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 

comprising one from measles and one from whooping-cough. Among the 109 deaths 

from all causes registered in Belfast are 4 from whocping-cough, one from simple con- 
tinued fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 11 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amountec 
to 194—95 boys and 99 girls; and the deaths to 15686 males and 70 females. — 

The deaths, which are one under the average number for the corresponding week of _ 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°3 in every 1,000 of — 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into publie— 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22-2 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 32°6, and was 45 _ 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. : 

‘The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 25, being — 
12 over the low number for each of the two weeks preceding, but 4 under the average 
for the 29th week of the last ten years: the 25 deaths comprise 3 trom measles, 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, 4 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 
one from ill-defined fever, 6 from diarrhea, one from dysenterv, one from erysipelas, &c, 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
14 for the week ended the 3rd insta:t to 25 for the following week and 26 for the week 
ended the 17th instant, fell to 14 last week: 15 scarlatina patients. were discharged 
during the week; 2 died; and 106* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
3 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted .to hospital during last week is 16, 
being 4 under the admissions for the preceding week, but 8 over the number for the 
week ended the 10th instant: 6 patients were discharged during the week; and 51 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 17th instant. : 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of measles and one case of 
typhus ; 10 cases of the former and 6 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 18 for the week 
ended the 10th instant to 27 for the following week, fell last week to 17, or 4 under 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 17 deaths comprise 
9 from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

The deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 18 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 8 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 73 years.

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Fifty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (33 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
‘and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. ‘ a 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22°2 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°9 (21:0 on the North side, and 285 on the South), and in the Suburbs 160, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
28 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 36 (13 in the North City Districts, and 57 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 
86 per 1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°3 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, 
and 2 from cancer. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. Among them are 3! from convulsions, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. | 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from ill-defined 
fever. Phthisis caused 3 deaths. : 


No,1 South City District (South Harl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 per 
1,000. .Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from scarlatina, and-one from each of the 
following—measles, influenza, mumps, diphtheria, diarrhcea, and dysentery. Thej15 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from phithisis and 8 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. : 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 7 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


_ No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 249 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from diphtheria, 1 from diarrhea, and 1 
‘from erysipelas. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 3 by phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°7 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from measles and 2 
from whooping-cough. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


Suburban Districts—The annua! death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf ‘and Howth; No. 1, 504 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 133; Donnybrook, 
125 ; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 252. The only deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for 

any of these districts are 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhoea for Donnybrook. Three of the 
6 deaths from all causes tabulated for Donnybrook district were from diseases of the respiratory 
System, and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MEtT.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th July, 1897 :— 

At the beginning of the week the weather fell into an unsettled, thundery condition owing to the 
formation of a large and finally complex depression over Ireland, England, the North Sea, France 
and Belgium. On Sunday afternoon the weather broke in the east of Ireland with a chill and the 
formation of dense vapour fog on the headlands along the coast. Heavy showers fell early on Mon- 
day morning in Dublin, and thunder and lightning occurred in the English Channel. On Tuesday 
an irregular area of low atmospheric pressure lay over Ireland, England,and Denmark. Thunder- 
storms had already occurred in the S. and 8.E. of England and rain fell abundantly except in the 
N. of England and Scotland. During Tuesday and Wednesday electrical disturbances were again 
prevalent in England, and a sharp thunderstorm passed over Dublin also on Wednesday evening. 
Earlier in the day a violent thunder and hail storm had visited the northern suburbs of London. 
The depressions subsequently passed on to Denmark, while northerly winds brought a spell of fine 
weather to the British Islands. On Friday, however, the barometer again gave way in the W., the 
wind backed to W. and finally to S. and the week closed with a renewal of unsettled weather. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°864 inches, pressure ranging between 29°601 inches 
at 7a.m. of Tuesday (wind, E.N.E.) and 30°048 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.). The 
mean dry bulb thermometer reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 61'0°. The corrected mean temperature 
was 615°. On Thursday the screened thermometers fell to 54:2°,on Friday they rose to 75°1°—the 
highest reading so far recorded this season in Dublin. The rainfall was ‘690 inch on four days, ‘228 
inch being measured as the result of Wednesday’s thunderstorm. The prevalent wind was E.N.E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°882 inches. The highest reading (30052) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°643) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°1°, being 2°4 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 75°09, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 50°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 57°6°. The mean humidity of the air was °85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 14'9 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °475 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 66:99, the maximum 84°79, 
and the minimum 52°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 79°5°, the minimum 45°6°, and 
the mean 61'9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 75'3°, the minimum 49:0°, and the 
mean 60°29, ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 6°25 in.; at Glasgow 1°40 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 1:27 ins.*

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in twelve of 
the districts to 10:2 in Sligo; the 13 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from typhus and one from diarrhea. Among the 139 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 3 from 
enteric fever, and 16 from diarrhea; and the 13 deaths in Waterford comprise one 
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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amoun 
to 208—124 boys and 84 girls; and the deaths to 153-80 males and 73 females, a 

The deaths, which are 9 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°8 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the death of one person admitted to hospital from without the _ 
district, the rate was 22°7 per 1,000. During the first thirty weeks of the current — 
year the death-rate averaged 32:3, and was 4'3 over the mean rate in the corresponding 
period of the ten years 1887—96. < 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 20; being 3 
9 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 under the 
number for the week ended the 24th ultimo: the 20 deaths comprise one from scarlet ~ 
fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, one from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, one _ 
from enteric fever, one from choleraic diarrhea, 8 from diarrhea, &c. 4 

Twenty-two cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, being 8 ni 
in excess of the admissions for the preceding week, but 4 under the number for the 
week ended the 17th ultimo: 28 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 
and 100* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 24th ultimo. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 20 for the week ended the 17th ultimo to 16 for the following week, further 
declined to 12 last week: 9 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 
53 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

Kight cases of measles were admitted to hospital during last week, against 5 for the 
preceding week : one patient died during the week; and 17 remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 19 deaths, being equal to the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 over the number for the week 
ended the 24th ultimo: the 19 deaths for last week comprise 9 from bronchitis and 6 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. :

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. / 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 9. 

Three accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant durirg the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 
5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 76 years. 


* Exclusive of 23 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 

5 years of age (42 being infants under 1 year, of whom 15 were under 1 month old)

Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 by mesenteric disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough. Diseases of the 
respiratory system caused 3 deaths and mesenteric disease 2, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 32°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diarrhcea. Among the 19 deaths 
from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 
and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 169 per 
1,000. -Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diphtheria.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaBie VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x.Mxv.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 31st July, 1897 :— 
“Broken and showery at first, the weather subsequently became fine and warm. On Sunday 
‘morning the centre of a large, though not deep, atmospheric depression lay off the Hebrides, where 
the barometer read 29°50 inches compared with 30°30 inches at Corunna. Fresh 8,W. winds were 
plowing, accompanied by heavy showers in many districts. Thunder and lightning occurred in the 
course of the day in the N.E, of Ireland, the N. of Scotland, and the N.E. and centre of England. At 
8 a.m. of Monday the depression was central between Caithness and the Shetlands, the barometer 
being down to 2945 inches. In Ireland the wind had drawn into W. or W.N.W. Heavy showers of 
rain and hail fell in Dublin at intervals, while thunder and lightning were prevalent all over the 
centre and east of England and at Aberdeen. A steady and general rise of the barometer 
now set in, as an anticyclone spread north-eastwards from the Atlantic and Bay of Biscay 
across the British Islands. While it was forming a considerable fall of warm rain took place in 
Treland on Wednesday. By Thursday evening the anticyclone had fully developed, and pressure 
reached 30°37 inches in the S.W. of Ireland. The last three days of the week were fine and summer- 
like, but much cloud was reported and a good deal of fog hung about the coasts and over the 
Channels. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°046 inches, pressure ranging 
between 29°670 inches on Sunday afternoon (wind, W.), and 30357 inches at 9 am. of Friday . 
(wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 62°3°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 61°49. On Thursday the shade thermometers rose to 71'8°, on Tuesday they fell to 
533°, The wind was westerly (between S.W. & N.W.) for the most part. The rainfall was ‘611 inch 
on four days, ‘286 inch being measured on Monday, when also hail fell.” . 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:068 inches. The highest reading (30°375) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°696) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 61°69, being 3°8 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 70°6°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 50°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 57°6°. The mean humidity of the air was °85, complete saturation 
_ being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34°6 

hours. - The rainfall measured °690 inch. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 64°69, the maximum 82:3°, 
and the minimum 53°69 ; at Glasgow the maximum was 76°9°, the minimum 53°1°, and 
the mean 61:79; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 74°8°, the minimum 50°7°, and the 
mean 61°6°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°47 in.; at Glasgow 0°66 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:40 in.*

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th August, 1897 :— 
_ “The most noteworthy feature in the weather of this week is the intensity of the heat which pre- 
vailed in most parts of western Europe—particularly in England and France. As is usual this 
culminated in violent thunderstorms on Wednesday and Thursday. On both of these days the ther- 
mometer touched 90° in the shade at Cambridge—the London maxima were 88° and 87° respecti vely. 
Until Wednesday all parts of the British Islands were under the full influence of an anticyclone, or 
system of high atmospheric pressure. While of no great intensity, this anticyclone had much stay- 
ing power, and as the winds were light and the sky comparatively free of cloud, the sun’s heat had 
full sway and the thermometer rose higher and higher each day. On Wednesday a decided fall of 
the barometer occurred in the west, as a large area of low pressure moved in over Ireland from the 
Atlantic. The fall of the barometer went on gradually until Friday morning, when readings as low 
as 29'45 inches were reported from the N. and N.W. of Ireland. The wind now read into W. from §, 
and a gradual but decided reduction of temperature took place, Saturday proving a cool, cloudy 
rather showery day. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°909 inches, the range 
being from 30'205 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, E.N.E.), to 29541 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday 
(wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 643°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 63°29. On Sunday, the screened thermometers fell to 53°5°, on Wednesday they rose 
to 768° (the highest reading recorded this season in Dublin), The rainfall was ‘911 inch, on two 
days, ‘901 inch being measured on Saturday. Of this large amount, ‘899 inch fell in a rainstorm on 
the morning of Sunday, August 8. The prevalent wind was S.R.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°933 inches. The highest reading (30°226) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.E., and the lowest (29°557) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 62:9°, being 4°9 above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 76°8°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 47°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 62° 2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 59:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 62:5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘890 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 68°1°, the maximum 89°5°, 
and the minimum 51°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 81:4°, the minimum 53°2°, and 

the mean 66°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 78°1°, the minimum 54:0%, and the 
mean 65°0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:08 in.; at Glasgow 0°30 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 1°69 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 26°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 29°5 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 22°6, and for Edinburgh 14:4.

“The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week-in- 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 24:8 per 1,000 of their 
agoregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720."

the population; omitting the deaths (numbering .5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 25:8 per 1,000. Durin 
the first thirty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31°8, and was 4°] 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. ; 
There were 53 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week; being 22

19 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died ; and 104* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 7th instant. ; : 
During last week, as in the week preceding, 11 cases of enteric fever were admitted 
to hospital; the number is one under the admissions for the week ended the 31st ultimo, 
and 5 under the number for the week ended the 24th ultimo: 5 patients were discharged 


during the week; one died; and 61 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 


5 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. __ 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
8 for the week ended the 3}st ultimo to 27 for the following week, fell to 16 last 
week : 4 patients were discharged during the week; and 53 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 12 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 7th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 17, being 
3 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 3 under the 
number for the week ended the 7th instant: the 17 deaths comprise 8 from bronchitis, 
6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 


old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Nine deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. ; 
Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 22 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 

cancer 4. 

Five accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 children under 5 
years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards.

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- Seventy-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (42 being infants under | year, of whom 4 were under 1 month old) 
and 32 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 12-persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 were octogenarians. 
Forty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
Eiise and 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
tne deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District. calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 258 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 29'4 (272 on the North side, and 31°3 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
76 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 92(80 in the North City Districts, and 102 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
228 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from: zymotic diseases, including 3 from diarrhea. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate of 
358 per 1,000. They comprise 9 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 8 from 
diarrhoea. Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 2 under each of the following heads :— 
bronchitis, diseases of the circulatory system, phthisis, and convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths ( 14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
253 per 1,000.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VL) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mur.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th August, 1897 :— 

“Very changeable, rainy or showery weather held during this week, the rainfall being particularly 
heavy and frequent at the Irish and Scotch stations. In the east and south-east of England spells 
of fine, dry weather were enjoyed. On Sunday morning an oval-shaped depression had its centre 
over St. George’s Channel, whence it stretched northwestwards to Connaught and southeastwards 
to the S.W. of England and the English Channel. From this position the system travelled eastward 
across England causing very.heavy rains in many places. Monday was very fine, but on Tuesday 
morning a new disturbance lay off the S.W. of Ireland, whence it travelled northeastwards and 
caused another downpour of rain in Ireland, Wales, the N. of England and Scotland. Thunder- 
storms broke out on Wednesday in Great Britain generally. On Friday and Saturday an area of low 
pressure was found off the N.W. of Ireland and W. of Scotland. This system kept the weather in a 
showery, squally condition to the close of the week. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 
29'811 inches, the barometer falling to 29°546 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.E.) and rising to 
30013 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°3°, or 40° 
below that of the previous week. The mean dry bulb reading at9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 694°. On 
Monday the screened thermometers rose to 68'6°, on Thursday they sank to 519°. The rainfall 
amounted to ‘837 inch on six days, ‘420 inch being measured on Tuesday. The prevalent winds were 
S.,S.W,, and N.W. Thunder was heard on Saturday afternoon, when thunder, lightning, and hail 
were observed in the County Kildare.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 

barometer during the week was 29-836 inches. The highest reading (30°037) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°578) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N.E. 
__ The mean temperature for the week was 59:0”, being 0:5° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 70°49, and was lowest on T hursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 489°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 562°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 31°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °995 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63°6°, the maximum 79°59, 
and the minimum 50°2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 74°3°, the minimum 41°2°, and 
the mean 59°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 73:0°, the minimum 49-9, and the 
mean 60°5°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 6-74 in.; at Glasgow 3°63 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 1°56 ins.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 6°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in twelve of 
_ the districts to 12°6 in Londonderry; the 24 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 8 from diarrhea. Among the 170 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 1 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, and 44 
from diarrhea; the 25 deaths in Cork comprise one from each of the following— 
whooping-cough, diphtheria, and diarrhea; of the 17 deaths in Waterford 6 were from 
‘diairheea ; two of the 3 deaths in Newry were from measles; and the 9 deaths in Dun- 
dalk comprise 2 from diarrhea.

DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 230—124 boys and 106 girls; and the deaths to 16389 males and 74 females. 

The deaths, which are 8 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°3 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23-9 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31:6, and was 4°] 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 43; being 
14 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 10 
under the number for the week ended the 14th instant : they comprise | from measles, 3 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), } from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
mumps, 2 from enteric fever, 1 from simple cholera, 31 from diarrhoea (against an 
average of 15 for the corresponding week of the last ten years), &c. Of the 31 deaths 
from diarrhoea, 28 were children under 5 years of age. 


The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 23, being. 


3 under the admissions for the preceding week: 21 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week; 2 died ; and 104* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
equal to the number in hospital on Saturday the 14th instant. 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, as against 11 
for each of the two weeks preceding; 15 patients were discharged during the week; 3 
died; and 53 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of measles admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
97 for the week ended the 7th instant to 16 for the following week, further declined 
to 4 last week: 11 patients were discharged during the week; and 46 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 14th 
instant. 

One case of typhus was admitted to hospital during the week, and 2 cases remained 
under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 15, being 
1 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 2 under the 
number for the week ended the !4th instant: the 15 deaths comprise 11 from bronchitis 
and 3 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Meteorological Observations, 543 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MzEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st August, 1897 :— 

“Very changeable, rainy weather prevailed throughout. A succession of primary barometric de- 
pressions of considerable size and depth passed across the N.W. of Ireland and of Scotland, while 
their subsidiary or secondary disturbances travelled across the more southern and central portions 
of the United Kingdom. Strong S.W. to N.W. winds and frequent showers, accompanied by 
thunder and lightning from time to time, were the result. Temperature was also most unsteady, 
Wednesday night being particularly cold, while Tuesday and Friday were tolerably warm days. 
In the S.E. of England intervals of fine, dry, and fairly warm weather were enjoyed, but in 
Ireland, Wales, the greater part of England and Scotland rain fell heavily almost daily. In 
Dublin two showers on Wednesday yielded nearly half an inch of rain in the gauge (°480 inch): of 
these showers the second was attended with thunder and lightning. On Tuesday the wind rose to 
the force of a fresh gale from W.S.W. in the forenoon, but it moderated after 2 p.m., and a fine even- 
ing followed. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'584 inches, the range being from 
29338 inches at 9a.m. of Monday (wind, W.) to 29'246 inches at 5 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 591°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 
580°, On Thursday the screened thermometers fell to 49'2° ; on Friday they rose to 684°, Rain fell 
daily to the total amount of 1'247 inches, ‘480 inch being measured on Wednesday, when thunder and 
lightning occurred. Westerly winds (between 8.S.W. and N.W.) prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-621 inches. The highest reading (29°873) was on 
/ Monday at 9 a.m., wind S,W.., and the lowest (29°382) on Saturday at 9 P.M., wind S.W. 
| The mean temperature for the week was 58'8°, being 1:2° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
| Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 66°89, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
| mercury having fallen to 48:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 54:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 41°3 
hours.. The rainfall measured 1:885 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°0°, the maximum 76:0°, 
and the minimum 52:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 66:99, the minimum 48°0°, and 
the mean 58°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68°4°, the minimum 48°6%, and the 
mean 588°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 6°47 in.; at Glasgow 2°29 ins.; and 
_ at Edinburgh 0:78 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 24°63 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°6 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19-7, and for Edinburgh 17°4. 

Town Districts or [ReLanp. 

Yhe average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23:5 per 1,000 of their 
ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

Were equal to an annual rate of 5°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in twelve of 
the districts to 83 in Belfast; the 154 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 8 from whooping-cough, | from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, 
and 30 from diarrhea, Among the 40 deaths from all causes registered in Cork are 1 
from whocping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhea; the 18 deaths in 
Londonderry comprise 4 from diarrhaa; of the 13 deaths in Waterford 4 were from 
diarrhoea; and the 2 deaths in Newry consist of 1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea,

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 166—79 boys and 87 girls; and the deaths to 154-80 males and 74 females. 

The deaths, which are 5 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-0 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22:2 per 1,000. Duri 
the first thirty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31:3, and was 3°9 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

Forty-six deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 20 in 
excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3. over 
the number for the week ended the 21st instant : the 46 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), } from influenza, 2 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 3 from 
simple cholera, 31 from diarrhea (against an average of 14 for the corresponding 
week of the last ten years), 1 from dysentery, &c. Of the 31 deaths from diarrhea, 
28 were children under 5 years of age. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 26 for the week ended the 14th instant to 23 for the following week, further 
declined to 13 last week; 15 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; | 
died ; and 101* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 10, 
being equal to the admissions for the preceding week; 8 patients were discharged during 
the week; 1 died; and 54 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 over the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 21st instant. 

Only 3 cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 1 below the admissions for — 
the preceding week: 13 under those for the week ended the 14th instant, and 24 under 
the admissions for the week ended the 7th instant ; 16 patients were discharged durin 
the week; and 33 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 under the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 21st instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 13, being 
5 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under the 
number for the week ended the 2Ist instant: the 13 deaths comprise 9 from bronchitis, 
2 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 1 from pleurisy.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Taste VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F..MzEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th August, 1897 :— 
“The weather remained changeable as in past weeks, squally and showery with a preponder- 
ance of south-westerly winds. In a word, it was of a cyclonic type. The scene of the heaviest 
rainfall was, however, shifted from Ireland and Scotland to England, and after Tuesday to the 8. 
and 9.E. of the last-named country. During Sunday a fresh breeze blew from W.N.W. and the 
weather, although cloudy, was chiefly fine and dry. On Monday a new depression advanced over 
Treland from the westward, throwing the weather again into an unsettled, showery condition. 
By Tuesday morning the centre of this disturbance had reached St. George’s Ohannel. It sub- 
sequently passed across England in an east-north-easterly direction, causing thunderstorms and 
heavy rains in that country. In Ireland, after a dull, rainy morning, the weather became bright 
- with a light breeze from N.E. and later from N. Wednesday was cloudy to fair in Dublin, but the 
weather remained thundery and showery in the §.and S.E. of England. At night a brisk fall of 
the barometer heralded the approach of a new depression to the Irish coasts, This system caused 
a short summer-gale and driving rain on Thursday morning, but the afternoon was fair and sunny. 
A subsidiary depression formed at this time over England and spread eastwards, so that heavy 
rains accompanied by thunder were again experienced very generally in Great Britain. Breezy, 
showery weather lasted to the close of the week. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 
29624 inches, the barometer falling to 29414 inches at 1 p.m. of Thursday (wind, S.E. to 8.), and 
rising to 29°788 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
589°. The mean dry bulb reading at9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 572°, On Sunday the minimum was 
60°9°, on Thursday the maximum was 68°79, in the shade. Rain fell on six days to the amount of 
"301 inch, ‘141 inch being measured on Monday. Southerly and south-westerly winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°648 inches. The highest reading (29°829) was on 
Saturday at 9P.m., wind S, W., and the lowest (29:493) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind E.S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57°5°, being 0°1° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 69°29, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 46°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55:9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°39. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 35°5 
hours. The rainfall measured 240 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°6°, the maximum 71°19, 
and the minimum 51:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 72°2°, the minimum 45°5°, and 
the mean 58:1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68°9°, the minimum 49°0°, and the 
mean 58:49. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°68 in.; at Glasgow 0°26 in.; and - 
at Edinburgh 0°29 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18-1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18:0, and for Edinburgh 15:1. 

Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22:2 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4:9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fifteen of 
the districts to 11:0 in Londonderry ; the 19 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 7 from diarrhea. Among the 129 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 1 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple continued fever, 
9 from enteric fever, and 30 from diarrhea; the 36 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; and the 16 deaths in 
Waterford comprise 3 from diarrhea. |

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In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 225—120 boys and 105 girls; and the deaths to 155—68 males and 87 females. | 

The deaths, which are 11 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:1 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°5 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31:1, and was 3°8 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 36, being 
2 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 10 
under the number for the week ended the 28th ultimo : the 36 deaths comprise 1 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from whooping-cough; 4 from diphtheria, ) from infantile 
cholera, 1 from choleraic diarrhea, 25 from diarrhoea (against an average of 18 for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years), &c. Of the 25 deaths from diarrhea, 23 
were children under 5 years of age. 

Nineteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 over 
the admissions for the preceding week but 4 under the number for the week ended the 
21st ultimo; 17 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 1 died ; and 
102* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 28th ultimo. 

Fourteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, against 
10 for each of the two weeks preceding: 14 patients were discharged during the week; — 
and 54 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Last week, as in the preceding week, only 3 cases of measles were admitted to 
hospital: 19 patients were discharged during last week; and 17 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being 16 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 28th 
ultimo. 

No case of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 10, being — 
7 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 under the 
number for the week ended the 28th ultimo: the 10 deaths consist of 6 from bronchitis, 
2 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, | from laryngitis, and 1 from croup.

Ebthing or pulmonary consumption caused 16 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 
cancer 7. 

Six accidental deaths were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical . 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 5 
years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged ~ 
60 years and upwards,

Sixty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (46 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old) 
and 33 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians. 

Forty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
‘last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 225 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°5 (272 on the North side, and 22°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
49 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 53 (58 in the North City Districts, and 49 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4'0 per 1,000. 


‘No.1 North Ctty District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
14°3 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—l from diphtheria and 1 from diarrhea. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 
32°2 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 5 deaths, viz.:—whooping-cough 1 and diarrhea 4. Among 
the 22 deaths from other causes are 5 from diseases of the respiratory system, 4 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 6 from phthisis, 


No. 2 North City. District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
971 per 1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from whooping-cough and 2 from 
diarrhea. Phthisis caused 3 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous 
system 2. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 3from diarrhoea. Among the remaining 
deaths are 3 from phthisis, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 185 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 
2 from diarrhoea, 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 309 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:-1 from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhea, 
The 8 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annua! rate of 235 per 

| 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. Of 

the 15 deaths from other causes, 2 were from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 189 per 1,000. Two deaths from diarrhcea constitute the mortality from zymotic disease, 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 11°4; Donnybrook, 
271; Blackrock, 7°3; and Kingstown, 22'4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these. 
districts consist of 1 from diarrhoea for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District ; 1 from the same 
disease for Palmerston, part of; 1 from scarlatina, 1 from infantile cholera, 1 from choleraic 
diarrhoea, and 2 from diarrhea for Rathmines; 1 from diarrhcea for Donnybrook; and 1 from 
diphtheria and 1 from diarrhcea for Kingstown. Among the 13 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Donnybrook are 2 from mesenteric disease and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; 
and the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the citculatory system.

Meteorological Observations. 575 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaBuy V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.2.met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th September, 1897 :— 

“The bad weather, which had prevailed since the second week in August, continued throughout 
this week, which may be described as stormy, wet, and finally extremely cold for the time of year. 
On Sunday a deep depression, in which the barometer fell almost to 29 inches, passed northwards 
across Ireland. It caused fresh southerly gales and heavy rains and was followed by showers and 
squalls, alternating with fine, bright intervals, until Wednesday, September 1. This day broke 
cloudy and threatening, and the barometer fell fast as a new cyclonic system advanced quickly to 
St. George’s Channel from the southwestward. In Dublin a violent rainstorm began at noon lasting 
until6 p.m. In these six hours nearly an inch of rain (‘980 inch) fell, and the wind backed to S.E., E., 
N.E. and finally N., blowing freshly throughout. By 645 p.m. the barometer had fallen to 29°177 
inches. Rain again set in at night, so that by 9a.m. of Thursday the measurement for the previous 
24 hours was as much as 1'166 inches, or more than half the average rainfall for September, namely, 
2176 inches. The cyclone subsequently crossed Wales and England, travelling N.E. so that its centre 
reached Norway on Friday morning. In its rear a remarkable fall of temperature occurred the 
thermometer falling to 38° at Stornoway, 39° at Wick, 40° at Parsonstown, and 41° in Dublin early on 
Friday morning, and on Friday night to between 34° and 36° over Scotland. Heavy hail showers fell 
on this day, but conditions moderated on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29°639 inches, pressure ranging from 29177 inches at 6.45 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.) to 30°054 
inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 54'5°, The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 535°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers 
rose to 64'8°, on Friday they fell to 410°. The rainfall was 2074 inches on seven days, 1166 inches 
being recorded on Wednesday. The prevalent winds were W.S.W., and N.N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°674 inches. The highest reading (30°086) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29'256) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind 
W.N.W. . 

The mean temperature for the week was 53'8°, being 2°1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 63°49, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 52'8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 500°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34:0 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 2°010 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 56°8°, the maximum 72:09, 
and the minimum 41:9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°8°, the minimum 38°8°, and 
the mean 54°89; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66'9°, the minimum 40°6%, and the 
mean 55°0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°22 ins.; at Glasgow 1°87 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°96 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 


Were equal to an annual rate of 4:7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen of 
the districts to 21‘0 in Armagh; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict. comprising 1 from each of the following—whoopirg-cough, enteric fever, and 

diarrhea. Among the 15] deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from scar-

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DuBLIN AnD SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 168—91 boys and 77 girls; and the deaths to 150—81 males and 69 females. 

The deaths, which are 6 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°4 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21-8 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 30:9, and was-3-7 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 32, being 
2 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 4 
under the number for the week ended the 4th instant : the 32 deaths comprise 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from whooping-cough; 3 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric 
fever, 1 from simple cholera, 15 from diarrhea (being equal to the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years), | from dysentery, 1 from erysipelas, &e. 
The 15 deaths from diarrhea were all of children under 5 years of age. } 

‘Twenty-five cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 
over the number for the preceding week and 12 over the number for the week ended the 
28th ultimo; 19 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died ; and 106* 
remained under treatment on Saturday: last, being 4 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 4th instant. 

‘I'wenty cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 
in excess of the number for the preceding week, and 10 over the number for the week 
ended the 28th ultimo: 7 patients were discharged during the week; 6 died; and 61 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. : 

Only 15 cases of measles remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last, 
and no cases were received during last week. 

‘Twenty deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during the 
week, being 10 over the number for the week ended the 4th instant, and 4 over the 
average for the 36th week of the last ten years: they comprise 9 from bronchitis and 8 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
42 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 5°1 (58 in the North City Districts, and 4°5 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°83 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 3 from diarrh®a, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27-4 per 1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from each of the following, viz. :—scarla- 
tina, diphtheria, simple cholera, and diarrhcea. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 5 deaths 
and phthisis 5. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
253 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from whooping-cough, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhosa. Among the 10 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 240 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused 1 death and diphtherial, Of the remaining deaths, 2 were from 
cancer, 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 32°3 per 
1,000. ‘They comprise 10 from zymotie diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 1 from diphtheria, 
5 from. diarrhoea, 1 from dysentery, and 1 from erysipelas. Among the 11 deaths from other causes 
are 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South Ctty District (Castle-street).—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 56 per 
1,000. They consist of 1 from enteric and 1 from phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 288 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from whooping-cough. Phthisis caused 
5 deaths, cancer 3, and convulsions 3. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 18°9 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. The 11 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 
3 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

Meteorological Observations. 591 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.meEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th September, 1897 :— 

“This week happily witnessed a marked change for the better in the weather, which after Wed- 
nesday continued fine, sunny and dry to the close of the period. This most fortunate and pleasant 
change was brought about by the development of an area of high atmospheric pressure (anticyclone) 
in the extreme N.W.—the very region where the barometer had previously ruled lowest for weeks 
together. The increase of pressure began on Wednesday and continued until Saturday, when the 
barometer stood well above 30°4 inches over the greater part of the British Isles, On Sunday the 
centre of a large depression lay near Hernisand in Sweden, while another area of low pressure was 
found off the N. of Ireland and W. of Scotland. The latter system caused wet weather in‘nearly all 
districts. The primary disturbance and its secondaries then began to pags southeastwards, while 
the anticyclone above-mentioned spread in from the N.W. over the United Kingdom. On Wednes- 
day morning a shallow depression over the S.W. of Ireland brought rainy weather to Ireland south of 
Dundalk, Wales, and the entire of the 8, of England. In Scotland and the N. and N.E. of Ireland the 
weather was brilliantly fine. As this depression passed southeastwards to France, easterly winds, 
eloudless skies, and delightful weather became general in the United Kingdom, while heavy rains 
fell on the Continent. The nights were now very sharp—the thermometer falling in the screen to 
34° at Parsonstown on Thursday night. In Dublin the mean pressure was 30°075 inches, the range 
being from 29°738 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 30°443 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 
calm), The corrected mean temperature was 532°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 
p.m. was 520°. On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 62°8°, on Friday they fell to 41°1° 
Rain fell on the first four days to the amount of ‘370 inch, ‘188 inch being measured on Sunday, 
Westerly winds at first followed by easterly on Wednesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30110 inches. The highest reading (30°472) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29:771) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:8°, being 4:1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘Ihe temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 64:8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 48-79, The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 45:0 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘285 inch. : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54:2°, the maximum 67:09, 
and the minimum 41-0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 63-0°, the minimum 33°9°, and 
the mean 49°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62°5°, the minimum 38:7°, and the 
mean 50°9°. ‘Ihe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°68 in.; at Glasgow 0°10 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0-09 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in thirteen of 
the districts to 18°6 in Portadown; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea. Among the 128 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
8 from enteric fever, and 14 from diarrhea; the 28 deaths in Cork comprise one from 
diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea; the 3 deaths in Newry consist 
of 2 from measles and one from diarrhea; 2 of the 6 deaths in Lurgan were caused by 
diarrhea; and the 3 deaths in Queenstown comprise one from whooping-cough and one 
from diarrhea. .

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DuBLIn AxD SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 205—116 boys and 89 girls; and the deaths to 16082 males and 78 females. 

The deaths, which are equal to the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:9 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 2) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23°6 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 30:7, and was 
3°6 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

Thirty-two deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, and 2 over the average for the 37th week 
of the last ten years: the 32 deaths for last week comprise one from scarlet fever (scar- 
latina), 5 from whooping-cough; 3 from diphtheria, one from ill-defined fever, 5 from 
enteric fever, one (in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum), from beri-beri, one from 
choleraic diarrhea, 12 from diarrhea (being 4 under the average number from that 
cause in the corresponding week of the last ten years), one from dysentery, &c. Ten 
of the 12 deaths from diarrhcea were children under 5 years of age. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 23, being 
2 under the admissions for the preceding week, but 4 over the number for the week ended 
the 4th instant: 21 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; and 108* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-eight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 20 for the 
preceding week, and 14 for the week ended the 4th instant: 10 patients were discharged 
during the week; 7 died; and 72 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
1] over the number in hospital on Saturday the 11th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 4 cases of measles; there were 
but 7 cases of this disease in hospital on Saturday last, 12 patients having been dis- 
charged in the course of the week. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 22 deaths, being 5 in excess of the average 
for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 over the number for the week 
ended the 11th instant : the 22 deaths comprise 13 from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 9 children (including 7 infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Ebibine or pulmonary consumption caused 22 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 8. . 

Eight accidental deaths (including 4 caused by burns or scalds) were registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 5 
years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards.

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (35 being infants under | year, of whom 15 were under 1 month old) 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 


| of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (a woman and a man) were stated to have been 


aged 90 and 91 years respectively. _ : 
Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other pana 

institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 

6 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 


. last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
| the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 


the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.} 


As already atated, the death-ratefor the entire Registration District was 23'6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 258 (24'1 on the North side, and 273 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
40 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4°9 (40 in the North City Districts, and 57 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000, 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
40°0 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from choleraic diarrhoea and 
8 from diarrhea. Three of the 10 deaths from other causes were from diseases of the respiratory 
system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
155 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever and 2 from 
diarrhcea. Phthisis caused 3 deaths and cancer a like number. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
32°6 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoa. 
Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 6 from phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 1 from 
pneumonia. 


No. 3.North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 18°0 per 


_ 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Two deaths were 


caused by phthisis and 2 by convulsions. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 23'1 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is1 from diarrhoea. The 14 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 47°8 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever. and 1 from diarrhoea, Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and cancer 2, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 288 per 
1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, including 2 (both in the same house) from whooping- 
cough and 3 from diarrhoea, Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 
2 by convulsions, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 18°9 per 1,000. Four were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—l by whooping-cough, 2 by 
diphtheria, and 1 by enteric fever. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 95; Donnybrook, 
271; Blackrock, 364 ; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diphtheria for Donnybrook and 1 from 
ill-defined fever for Kingstown. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and 
Drumcondra, No. 1 District, were from diseases of the respiratory system ; among the 13 deaths for 
Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from mesenteric disease; 2 of the 
5 deaths for Blackrock were from croup ; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases 
of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system,

METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th September, 1897 :— 
“Taken as a whole, the weather of this week was distinctly favourable. At first anticyclonic and 
. genial in point of temperature, it finally became changeable, showery, and cold, But the rains were 
not torrential, like those of August and the first week of September and so no further damage was 
done to the harvest. The barometer stood very high over the British Islands until Wednesday, when 
the anticyclone, which had brought such fine weather in the middle of the previous week, moved 
away to the southwestward. On Sunday atmospheric pressure was relatively low both off the N.W. 
of Norway (29°69 inches at Bods) and in the Mediterranean Basin. A broad band of high pressure 
stretched from the South of Ireland (30°51 inches at Roche's Point) to the Baltic. Light variable 
winds and sunny weather prevailed. The anticyclone reached its fullest development on Monday, 
when the reading 30°58 inches was reported from several stations, including Dublin. Pressure now 
gave way—at first slowly and then quickly, so that on Thursday evening signs of a large depression 
were found between Scotland and Norway. This disturbance afterwards travelled southeastwards 
and spread southwards over the whole Kingdom, so that cold N,W. winds and showers of chilly rain 
and hail became general, thunder and lightning occurring in some places. On Saturday the wind 
drew into N. in Ireland and the weather became almost winterly. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30217 inches, pressure ranging between 30°578 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, 
§,8,E.), and 29°653 inches at 6 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
553°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 538°. On Tuesday the screened ther- 
mometers rose to 668°, on Saturday they fell to 40°9°. Rain fell on the last three days to the 
amount of ‘240 inch, °150 inch being measured on Friday. Hail showers occurred on Friday and 
Saturday. N.W. winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°247 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°605) was on 
tt at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°753) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind 
W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55°69, being 0°2° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 700°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37:°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 518°. The mean humidity of the air was -86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 43°1 

hours. The rainfall measured °270 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54°6°, the maximum 67°9°, 
and the minimum 40°9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 69°1°, the minimum 37:0°, and 
the mean 54°19; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 69°1°, the minimum 38°2%, and the 
mean 55°19. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°38 in.; at Glasgow 0°67 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°20 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4:3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 14:0 in Armagh; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric fever. Among the 123

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 179—84 boys and 95 girls; and the deaths to 190-95 males and 95 females. 8 

The deaths, which are 33 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28-3 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into publie 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27-6 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 30°6, and wag 
3°6 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week amount t> 44, being 
13 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 12 
over the number for the week ended the 18th instant : they comprise 4 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 4 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 9 
from enteric fever, 21 from diarrhea (being 6 over the average for the corresponding 
week of the last ten years), one from erysipelas, &c. Seventeen of the 21 deaths from 
diarrhea were of children under 5 years of age. 

Twenty-eight cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 5 
over the admissions for the preceding week, and 3 over the number for the week ended 
the 11th instant: 15 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; 
and 119* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 20 for the week ended the 11th instant to 28 for the following week, fell to 24 
last week: 6 patients were discharged during last week; 2 died; and 88 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 16 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 18th — 
instant. 

No cases of measles were admitted to hospital during the week, and there were but: 5 
cases of the disease in hospital on Saturday last, being 2 under the number at the close 
of the preceding week. . 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the 
week is 21, being 4 over the average for the corresponding week ot the last ten years, 
but 1 under the number for the week ended the 18th instant: the 21 deaths comprise 
10 from bronchitis and 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.mxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th September, 1897 :— 
“Although changeable, the weather was on the whole not unfavourable during this week. At 
first atmospheric depressions were found to the eastward of the North Sea, while the barometer was 
relatively high off the W. and S.W. of Ireland. Hence cold northerly and north-westerly winds pre- 
vailed, and were accompanied by showers at times, especially in Great Britain. Such showers fell 
in Dublin on Monday night. By Tuesday morning the barometer fell nearly to 29 inches near 
Christiania (to 29°02 inches at Ferder, on the Christiania Fjord). On Wednesday a new and brisk 
decrease of pressure took place in Ireland and Scotland, as another series of depressions approached 
our N.W. coasts. Under their influence the wind backed to W. and finally to S.W., while tempera- 
ture rose fast. On Thursday forenoon the wind rose to gale force, but brilliant and hot sunshine 
was enjoyed in Dublin. Towards evening clouds overspread the sky and there were showers of 
- drizzling rain. During the ensuing night rain fell more heavily, and Friday was at first dull, rainy, 
‘and squally. In the afternoon of this day, however, it became fine, dry, and cold; and Saturday 
proved brilliantly fine with afresh 8.W. wind. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29°839 inches, pressure ranging between 29°508 inches at 3.45 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.) and 
30°057 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 540°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 535°. On Sunday the screened thermometers 
fell to 418°, on Thursday they rose to 67°7°. The rainfall was ‘237 inch on three days, °142 inch 
being measured on Thursday. The prevalent winds were—at first N.W., afterwards S.W. The 
force of the wind was considerable.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°869 inches. The highest reading (30°:082) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°597) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind 
5.W 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°79, being 0°7° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 67°69, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 38:5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53°8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 51:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 31:7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -390 inch. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55°49, the maximum 69°19, 
and the minimum 38:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°19, the minimum 36°5°, and 
the mean 51°59; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 63:0°, the minimum 38°09, and the 
mean 52°19. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°12 in.; at Glasgow 0°58 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°30 in.* |

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 289—135 boys and 104 girls; and the deaths to 178—90 males and 88 females. 

The deaths, which are 16 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°5 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26:0 per 1,000. During 
the first thirty-nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 30°5, and wag 
3°5 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases which had risen from 32 for the week ended the 18th 
ultimo to 44 for the following week, fell last week to 23, or 5 under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years ;: the 23 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 1 from whooping-cough; 3 from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, 1 from 
simple cholera, 8 from diarrhcea (being 7 under the average number from that cause 
in the corresponding week of the last ten years), &e. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week, is 21 being 
7 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 2 uuder the number for the week 
ended the 18th ultimo: 19 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 
died; and 119* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirty-eight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 24 for the preced- 
ing week, and 28 for the week ended the 18th ultimo; 12 patients were discharged during 
the week; 1 died; and 113 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 25 over — 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 25th ultimo. : 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of measles; 6 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

‘Ewenty-nine deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being — 
12 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 8 
over the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo; they comprise 17 from bronchitis 
and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. :

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.MeEt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd October, 1897 :— 

“The most striking feature of this week’s weather was a violent thunderstorm which passed over 
the south and southeast of England on Wednesday evening. It was accompanied by very heavy 
rains and caused loss of life. The rainfall during the storm was 1°03 inches at Brixton, London ; 1°13 
inches at Oxford, and 1°45 inches at Cambridge. The disturbance was unfelt in Ireland, but extended 
to France on Thursday. Sunday was very fine after a slight shower in the forenoon. As the day 
advanced, an anticyclone spread westward from the Continent, causing a, brisk rise of the barometer 
and still finer weather. On Monday morning a wet vapour fog lay over Ireland, but this soon dis- 
persed. During the next two days the barometer fell steadily, and a complex depression formed over 
the British Islands, leading to the electrical storm of Wednesday night. On Wednesday forenoon a 
lofty sheet of cirriform cloud was seen from Dublin clearing off from8.S.W. At night the wind 
shifted in Ireland to N. and an exceptionally heavy electrical shower fell at 8.15 am. of Thursday. 
The weather then remained fine until Saturday when rain fell at intervals—heavily foran hour in the 
forenoon and still more heavily in the afternoon. There wasa good deal of fog at times from Thurs- 
day evening. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30012 inches, pressure ranging from 
30200 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, S.W.) to 29°684 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, also 
$.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 551°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 53°5°. The extreme range of temperature in the shade, from 45°3° to 640°, was recorded on 
one and the same day—Monday. The rainfall was 447 inch on three days, ‘119 inch being 

_ measured on Wednesday and ‘293 inch on Saturday. The prevalent winds were 8.W. and N.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:043 inches. The highest reading (30:226) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°720) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind 
5.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53:0°, being 0°4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 64°69, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 38°3°.. The-mean of the Dry Bulb: for the week was 52°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 504°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 25:4 
hours. ‘Che rainfall measured ‘380 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 56°5°, the maximum 71:0°, 
and the minimum 46°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 654°, the minimum 37:9°, and 
the mean 53°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65°6°, the minimum 42°1°, and the 
mean 54°3°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:21 ins.; at Glasgow 0°38 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°17 in.*

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic | 
diseases* in the 23 districts is 4:0 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from | 
(0-2 in Limerick to 6:1 per 1,000 in Belfast. 

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* | 
in the twenty-two provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and VY. | 
give in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 22 districts | 
during the quarter. 

Measles.—In 16 of the 22 districts no deaths from this disease were recorded, | 
and the total number for the remaining 6 districts is 19 only. Of these 19 deaths, | 
7—equivalent to an annual rate of 2:2 per 1,000 of the population —occurred in Newry ; 
5 in Belfast ; 3 in Cork ; 2 in Portadown; 1 in Galway ; and 1 in Newtownards. 
During the preceding quarter there were 37 deaths from measles in Belfast, and 22 in | 
Cork ; and in the first quarter of this year the disease caused 77 deaths in the former | 
city, and 47 in the latter. 

Scarlatuna.—There were but 4 deaths from scarlatina registered throughout the 22 
districts, viz.; —-One in each of the following: Belfast, Limerick, Clonmel, and Portadown. | 

Typhus caused 2 deaths in Belfast, 2 in Cork, and 1 in Sligo, but no deaths 
from it were registered in any of the other districts. 

WVhooping-cough.—The total number of deaths from whooping-cough registered 
in the 22 districts is 73, of which 42 occurred in Belfast—where the disease caused | 
49 deaths during the preceding quarter, and 70 in the first quarter of this year— | 
13 in Cork (where there were 28 fatal cases during the preceding quarter) ; 4 in | 
Queenstown ; 3 in Drozheda ; 2 in Londenderry, Galway, Dundalk, and Armagh | 
respectively, and 1 in each of three of the other districts. | 

Diphtheria.—The deaths from diphtheria consist of 7 in Belfast, 3in Cork, and | 
1 in Sligo. 

Simple continued and ill-defined fever._Fourteen deaths were returned under 
this heading for Belfast, but the only death so returned for any of the other districts | 
is 1 in Galway. | 

Enteric fevér.—There were 81 deaths (equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000 of | 
the population) from enteric fever in Belfast, being 37 in excess of the number in | 
that city in the corresponding quarter of last year, but 19 under the number for the | 
quarter ended the 3rd of July last ; in Cork there were 6 fatal cases of the disease | 
against 3 for the corresponding quarter of 1896, and none for the second quarter of | 
this year ; in Armagh the disease caused 2 deaths, and there was 1 death from it | 
in each of eight of the other districts. 2 I 

Diarrhea, Dysentery.-—'Vhe deaths returned under this heading for Belfast amount | 
to 277, a number equal to an annual rate of 3:9 per 1,000 living; in Cork there | 
were 22; in Londonderry 40—-equival nt to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 of the 
population in 1891; in Waterford 26 (equal to an annual rate of 4:0 per 1,000); | 
and in the other districts 45, including 6—equal to an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000 
—in Portadown. -

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 161—80 boys and 81 girls; and the deaths to 147—77 males and 70 females. 

The deaths, which are 4 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:9 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public | 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21:3 per 1,000. During 
the first forty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 30°3, and was 3-4 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. t

‘Phe weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital which, after having © | 
fallen from 28 for the week ended the 18th ultimo to 24 for the following week, rose to — 
38 for the week ended the 2nd instant, fell again to 24 last week; 18 patients were 
discharged during last week; and 119 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being — 
6 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. : 

‘Twenty-two deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
one over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 7 under | 
the number for the week ended the 2nd instant; they comprise 14 from bronchitis and |

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th October, 1897 :— 

“Generally favourable weather prevailed during this week, which was signalised by a cold snap 
of some intensity on the Continent and also in England, Ireland and Scotland entirely escaping it 
owing to the prevalence of S.W. and W. winds and cloudy skies. On Sunday an anticyclone lay oft 
the W. of Ireland, where the barometer stood above 30'4 inches, and a V.-shaped depression was 
found over the North Sea. The latter system had caused a considerable fall of rain during the pre- 
vious 24 hours, first in Ireland and later on in England. The weather after this remained very fine 
until Tuesday evening, when rain fell in Ireland as a large tongue of high atmospheric pressure 
formed over the Baltic, North Sea, and England, steepening gradients for §. and S.W. winds in 
Ireland and Scotland and causing a cold N.E. wind to spring up all over Central Europe. Calms, 
fogs, and low temperatures set in over England, and a continuous fall of snow occurred at Munich, 
freezing weather being felt all over Germany, Switzerland, and France. On Thursday night the 
thermometer fell to 28° in the shade in Paris and at Belfort. Towards the close of the week a new area, 
of high atmospheric pressure was in course of formation off the 8.W. of Ireland, in which country 
temperature was giving way while the weather became fine and dry although cloudy. The mean 
height of the barometer in Dublin was 30305 inches, pressure ranging between 30°474 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Monday (wind, W.N.W.) and 30°070 inches at 1 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 517°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 50°7°. On Monday 
the screened thermometers fell to 42°1°, on Thursday they rose to 592°, The rainfall was ‘187 inch 
on three days, ‘140 inch being measured on Tuesday. The prevalent winds were W.N.W. and 8.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-333 inches. The highest reading (30°496) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (30:132) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind 
S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:2°, being 18° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 60°5°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 38°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 48-0°. The mean humidity of the air was -84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 35:0 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -080 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48°4°, the maximum 60°19, 
and the minimum 33°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59-9°, the minimum 34°1°, and 
the mean 48°89; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61°4°, the minimum 40°8*, and the 
mean 50°99. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°16 in.; and at Glasgow 0°26 in. 
There was no rain at Edinburgh.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which ~ 
the rate was 16°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16:9 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°] per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19-4, and for Edinburgh 21°7. 

Town Districts or [RELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal ‘Town Districts of Ireland was 20:0 per 1,000 of their 
ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.” 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti-

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 163—90 boys and 73 girls; and the deaths to 161-90 males and 71 females. 

The deaths, which are 3 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24:0 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23:3 per 1,000. During 
the forty-one weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 30°], and was 3°3 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1887-96. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, 21 deaths from zymotic diseases were 
registered, and in each week the number was 5 below the average for the corresponding 
week of the last ten years ; the 21 deaths for last week comprise 1 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, 1 from choleraic diarrhcea, 3 from diarrhea, 1 from 
erysipelas, &. 

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week number 27, being 5 in 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week, and 6 over the number for the week 
ended the 2nd instant: 20 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; and 
122* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 5 over the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 9 under the number for the week ended the 
2nd instant; 13 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 132 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 9th instant. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had fallen from 29 for the week 
ended the 2nd instant to 22 for the following week, rose last week to 30, or 8 over the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years ; the 30 deaths comprise 17 
from bronchitis, 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 3 children under 5 years of age (including 2 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive 
of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

aN or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 8. 

Six accidental deaths were registered 

in 9 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,”’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old, and the death of one person age 68 years.

No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
457 per 1,000. Influenza and its complications caused 2 deaths, ‘but no deaths from any other 
zymotic disease were recorded. Six deaths were caused by phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
92°7 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from choleraic diarrhea. The 
17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
953 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by diarrhwa, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Of the 12 deaths from other causes 2 were from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 
3 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24:0 per

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.MeET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th October, 1897 :— - 
“Very unsettled weather prevailed throughout this week. Until Wednesday the British Islands 

| were affected by a large depression, which was found near the Shetlands on Sunday morning and 
moved slowly thence to Scandinavia, becoming deeper and spreading out southwards as it travelled. 
By 8a.m. of Tuesday the barometer had fallen to 28°97 inches at Christiansund, on the W. coast of 
Norway, near the centre of the depression. At first this system caused strong westerly winds, 
clouds and some rain in most districts, temperature being rather high on Sunday (Dublin, Lough- 
porough and Leith recording 60°, Aberdeen 63°), As the disturbance moved eastward, however, the 
wind drew into N.W.and N. and the air became much colder, raw and searching. On Monday night 
the thermometer in the screen fell to 31° at Parsonstown and 36° in Dublin. Hail, sleet, and snow 
fell in Scotland on Tuesday. On Wednesday morning, while the cold N.W. winds of the northern 
depression were still blowing in that country, a new depression appeared off the S.W. of Ireland. 
Under its influence the wind shifted to E., S.E., or 8, over the southern half of the United Kingdom 
and temperature rose considerably, while rain fell heavily in Ireland, and the N.W. and N.E. of 
England from time to time. Scotland came within the sphere of the southwestern depression on 
Friday, so that an easterly gale and heavy rainfall occurred. Lightning was seen on Friday night. 
During the last three days abrupt changes from foul to fair weather took place, particularly in 
and near Dublin. In this city the mean height of the barometer was 29°709 inches, the range being 
from 30°069 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 29074 inches at 2 a.m. of Saturday (wind, $.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 499°. The mean dry bulk temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 493°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 598°, on Tuesday they fell to 361°. The 

- yainfall was 1302 inches on six days, ‘637 inch being measured on Thursday. The prevalent winds 
were W.N.W. and §.8.E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 

barometer during the week was 29°745 inches. The highest reading (30°103) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.\V., and the lowest (29:166) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S. 
| The mean temperature for the week was 49°5°, being 2:0° above the average for 
| the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 60°8°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 32:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 468°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 24°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 1°175 inches. ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51°99, the maximum 66:29, 
and the minimum 37°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 580°, the minimum 24°5°, and 
the mean 45°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 59°09, the minimum 29°7*, and the 
mean 45°6°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:07 in.; at Glasgow 1°31 ins. ; and 
at Edinburgh 1°13 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16-9 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20:3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21°8, and for Edinburgh 18:1.

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 188— 91 boys and 97 girls; and the deaths to 14264 males and 78 females, 

The deaths, which are 11 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:2 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20°3 per 1,000. During 
the forty-two weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 29-9, and was 3:2 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, 
being 5 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 3 under 
the number for the week ended the 16th instant: the 18 deaths comprise 1 from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from whooping-cough, | from diphtheria, 
6 from enteric fever, 1 from cholera infantum, 2 from diarrbea, &e. 

- The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
29 for the week ended the 9th instant to 27 for the following week, further rose to 34 


last week: 12 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 142* 


remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 20 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. . 

Thirty-one cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital against 29 for the pre- 
ceding week ; 22 patients were discharged during the week ; 2 died; and 139 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 16th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include also 2 cases of typhus: they were the 
only cases of the disease in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 31 deaths, being 7 in excess of the average 
for the corresponding week ot the last ten years, and | over the number for the week 
ended the 16th instant ; the 31 deaths comprise 18 from bronchitis, 7 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs, and 3 from croup.

Forty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (30 being infants under | year, of whom 11 were under 1 month 
old) and 25 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 13 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 4 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman ) were stated to 
have been aged 91 and 90 years respectively. 

Forty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public 
institutions ; of this number 8 took place i in the North Dublin Union Workhouse 
and 5 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 203 per 1,000 : the rate 
in the city was 24'3 (24'1 |on the North side, and 244 on the South), and in the Suburbs 11°. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases® in the entire District equal an annua! rate of 
18 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 23 (22 in the North City Districts, and 2'4 in © 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East a ee —The deaths (12) are mar to an annual rate of 
343 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
2 from caneer, and 2 from convulsions. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
22'7 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotie diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina. 1 from wihooping- 
cough, and 1 from enteric fever. Six deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system 
and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (7) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
126 per 1,000, Diseases of the circulatory system caused 3 deaths. No deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis and 3 from convulsions, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 262 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28'1 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from diphtheria, and 2 from enteric fever. 
Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 262 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina and 1 from enteric 
fever. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, mesenteric disease 2, and 
diseases of the brain and nervous system 3. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 189 per 1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 00; Rathmines, 76; Donnybrook, 
83 ; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 14:0. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from cholera infantum for Rathmines and 1 from enteric fever for Blackrock. 
Two of the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Clontarf and. Howth No. 1 District were from 
croup ; the 4 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2from convulsions; 2 of the 4 deaths for Donnybrook 
were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 5 deaths for Kingstown comprise 
2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE Vi.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd October, 1897 :— 


“Opening with unsettled, very rough weather, this week proved extremely fire and duiet; The 
change was brought about by the spreading northwestwirds aiid hofthwards 6f an anticycléné; 
which was already forming over Central Europe éarly dn Siinday: At that time a large ind déep 
depression was travelling in a northerly direction aéross I¥éland, where a heavy southély galé was 
blowing while rain fell in large quanitities—tiie nidastirements at 8 a.m. weré 77 inch at Parsonstown, 
140 inches at Roche's Point, and 1:43 inches at Valentia Island. In Dublin the gale continued to blow for 
several hours, but the weather became bright and warm at 11.20 a.m., the shade thermometer rising 
to 62'9°. Gradients for S.W. winds were still rather steep but decreasing, so that the weather became 
fine and warm as the day advanced. On Tuesday anticyclonic conditions were fully established, the 
wind died down and calms and fogs became prevalent, especially at night. In the daytime there 
was hot sunshine, so that the diurnal range of temperature was unusually large. On Thursday the 
screened thermometer at Nairn, in the N.E. of S:otland, rose to 66°, while it fell to 32° during the 
ensuing night—a range of 34° within a few hours. From Thursday evening to the close of the week 
easterly and south-easterly breezes prevailed, and clouds increased on Saturday from S.E. At this 
time the barometer was falling decidedly in the south. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure 
equalled 30215 inches, the range being from 29°403 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S. by W., blowing 
a gale), to 30561 inches at 9 am. of Thursday (wind, W., light). The corrected mean temperature 
was 62°2°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 50°0°. On Sunday the screened 
thermometers rose to 62°9°, on Thursday they fell to 381° Rain fell on Sunday to the amount of 
155inch. The prevalent winds were at first S.W., then E.S.E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otlice, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-255 inches. The highest reading (30°591) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°437) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind 3. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:7”, being 51° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 645°, and was lowest on Thursday, 
the mercury having fallen to 34°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 48:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 48°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 0-055 inch... + oy : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 53°7°, the maximum 67-29, 
and the minimum 41:6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 619°, the minimum 37°8°, and 
the mean 50°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64°3°, the minimum 39°5*, and the 
mean 53°19, ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:1] in.; at Glasgow 0:29 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0-02 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
Were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in thirteen of 
the districts to 11:3 in Newtownards; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from measles. Among the 131 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 3 from whooping-cough and 11 from enteric fever; 2 of the 18 deaths 
in Cork were from diarrhea ; among the 12 deaths in Waterford are 2 from whooping- 
Cough and 1 from diarrhea; and the 4 deaths in Dundalk comprise J from simple 
continued fever and 1 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 210-97 boys and 113 girls; and the deaths to 189—101 males and 88 females. 

The deaths, which are 27 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°2 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26:5 per 1,000. During 
the forty-three weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 29-9, and was 3°3 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 20, 
being 2 over the number for the preceding week, but 5 under the average for the 
forty-third week of the last ten years. The 20 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 1 from diphtheria, 1 from simple continued fever, 9 from enteric fever, 
5 from diarrhea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Thirty-six cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, against 
34 for the preceding week, and 27 for the week ended the 16th ultimo; 34 scarlatina 
patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 143* remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 
. The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to bospital during the week is 26 
being 5 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 3 under the number for the 
week ended the 16th ultimo; 14 patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; 
and 150 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 23rd ultimo. . 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 1 ease of typhus: 3 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. bie 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had been 31 in the preceding 
week, and 30 in the week ended the 16th ultimo, rose last week to 40 or 13 in excess of 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: they comprise 23 from 
bronchitis and 15 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 6. 

Nine accidental deaths were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old), and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards.

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Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 15in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2in the Rathdown Union Work-

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 265 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 29'8 (285 on the North side, and 30°9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 189, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the ratefor the city being 2:1 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 2‘°8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3’5 per 1,000. ; 

No.1 North City District:Hast (Hmerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
114 per 1,000. Scarlatina. caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotie disease were 
recorded. 7 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 


23°9 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases 0! the circulatory 
system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotie disease were 


- recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 

86:1 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 2 from 
mesenteric disease, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. ; 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 400 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from enteric fever, but none from any other zymotic disease. Two deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phithisis, and 2 by 
convulsions. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 308 per 


1,000. Two deaths were caused by enteric fever, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 


recorded. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 47°8 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from each of the following :—diphtheria, 
enteric fever, and diarrhoea. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 314 per 


1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina. Three deaths were 


caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 2-by phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (15) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from simple continued fever and 
1 from erysipelas. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and’2 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

causes tabulated for Finglas and Glasnevin. part of, consist of 2 from bronchitis and 1 from 
pneumonia ; among the 6 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis and 1 from pneumonia: and 
the 14 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from diseases 


of the brain and neryous system.

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METEOROLOGY. : 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.Soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th October, 1897 :— 


“Generally favourable weather was experienced in this week. In the London district, however, 
rain fell on Monday and Tuesday and fog and gloom were very prevalent until Friday, which was 
bright and very warm. In Dublin conditions were at first much finer and summerlike warmth was 
enjoyed on Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. Saturday, on the contrary, proved dull, damp, and 
rainy as wellas foggy at times. An anticyclone, of which mention was made in last week’s report, 
held its position over the south of Scandinavia, Denmark, and Germany ; but depressions appeared 
to be passing northwards across the Atlantic outside the West of Ireland after Monday. This 
distribution of atmospheric pressure caused strong southerly winds and warmth in Ireland. On 
Thursday night a strong southerly gale blew at Belmullet. On Saturday the barometer rose in 
Ireland, equalising pressure, so that calm, foggy and finally cooler weather set in. The change was 
accompanied by a fall of rain. In Dublin the corrected mean height of the barometer was 30116 
inches, pressure ranging between 30'252 inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.) and 29'893 inches at 
9 p.m. of Friday (wind, S.8.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 540°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 53°6°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 45'2°, on 
Thursday they rose to 60°. The rainfall was ‘173 inch, on three days, ‘091 inch being measured 
on Saturday. The prevailing winds were E. and S.S.E. A solar halo was seen on Thursday. The 
mean temperature was about the same as that of the week ended Saturday, September 4, 1897,’ 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:140 inches. The highest reading (30:279) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29:904) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind S.8.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°5°, being 8:0° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 62:0°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37-4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 51:99. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12'8 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 0-165 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°8°, the maximum 65:09, 
and the minimum 39°2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 57:3°, the minimum 31:8°, and 
the mean 46°39; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55°3°, the minimum 35:3%, and the 
mean 46:2°. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°13 in.; at Glasgow 0°03 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0-08 in.*

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DUBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 190—88 boys and 102 girls; and the deaths to 144-88 males and 56 females. 

The deaths, which are 40 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:5 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public. 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20°3 per 1,000. During 
the forty-four weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 29:7, and was 3'1 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1887-96.

There were only 14 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, 
being 12 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 6 
under the number for the week ended the 30th ultimo: they comprise | from influenza, 
1 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 8 from enteric fever, | from diarrhea, &e. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had gradually 
risen from 22 for the week ended the 9th to 36 for the week ended the 30th, October, 
fell to 17 last week: 17 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; 
and 142* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Forty-thrée cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 26 for the 
preceding week, and 31 for the week ended the 23rd ultimo; 23 patients were 
discharged during the week; 4 died; and 166 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 16 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 30th ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 1 case of typhus : 3 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had risen from 31 for the 
week ended the 23rd ultimo to 40 for the following week, fell last week to 33 or 1 under 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 33 deaths consist 
of 13 from bronchitis, 16 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 4 from 


croup.

The deaths of 5 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 11. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 3 infants under 
1 year old, and the death of a person age 87 years.

Thirty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (21 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month 
old) and 30 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 12 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 3 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 94 years. é 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 3 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


- house, and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.mxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th November, 1897 :— 


“Throughout this week, anticyclonic conditions held in the British Isles and Central Europe. Only 
in the far North on the one hand and over the Peninsula on the other was there a cyclonic distri- 
bution of atmospheric pressure with its attendant high winds and rains. The centre of highest 
barometer lay over the North Sea, the South of Scandinavia and Denmark until Friday morning 
when a very shallow depression formed over the North Sea. During the earlier days of the week 
the air was soft and genial, there was a good deal of bright sunshine, and high temperatures for the 
time of year were recorded in the daytime. After Wednesday, the sky remained densely clouded, 
and the diurnal range of temperature was small, the thermometer scarcely rising by day and not 
falling much by night, owing to the interference with terrestrial radiation by the clouds. During 
the whole period the area of greatest cold was located over Germany, France and Beigium, and in 
that region the isotherm of 30° F. was found ati8 a.m. on and after Wednesday. At the hour named 
on Thursday the thermometer read 47° at Bodé in Norway (lat. 67° N.) and only 26° in Paris and 279 
at Munich. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30'281 inches, the barometer rising to 
30'395 inches at 9am. of Saturday (wind, E.S.E.), and falling to 30214 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, S.E.), The extreme range of pressure, therefore, amounted to only 0181 inch. The corrected 
mean temperature was 503°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 48'9°. On Tues- 
day the screened thermometers rose to 593° ; on Wednesday they fell to 420°. Easterly winds pre- 
vailed throughout except for a few hours on Friday when there was a light north-westerly breeze. 
The week was rainless,” 

At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:297 inches. The highest reading (30°415) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (30'231) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°5°, being 3°6° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 60°4°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 46°6°. The mean humidity of the air was 88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 19:4 
hours. ‘There was no rain during the week. | 

_At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°79, the maximum 57°79, 
and the minimum 39°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 54°4°, the minimum 33:2°, and 
the mean 40°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52:9°, the minimum 37°5%, and the 
mean 45°8°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0:01 in.; and at Edinburgh 0:18 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seventeen 
of the districts to 6-0 in Waterford ; the 10 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhea. Among the !20 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, and 8 from diarrhea; and the 32 deaths in Cork 
Comprise 1 from each of the following—whooping-cough, enteric fever, and diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 165—75 boys and 90 girls; and the deaths to 133—61 males and 72 females. 

The deaths, which are 40 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19°8 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
‘nstitutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19:4 per 1,000. During 
the forty-five weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 29-5, and was 2°9 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1887-96. : ; 

Twenty-nine deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during the week, being 7 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 15 over the 
number for the week ended the 6th instant: they comprise 8 from scarlet fever (scarla- 
tina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, | from diphtheria, 
1 from jll-defined fever, 9 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, &c. 

The decline in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, noted in the 
return for the week ended the 6th instant, has not continued, the admissions for last 
week amounting to 32, being 15 in excess of the number for the preceding week (but 
4 under that for the week ended the 30th ultimo): 23 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week; 3 died; and 148* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
6 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Forty-four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 1 over the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 18 in excess of the number for the week ended 
the 30th ultimo; 25 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 182 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 16 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 6th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 23, 
being 14 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 10 
under the number for the week ended the 6th instant: the 23 deaths comprise 11 from 
bronchitis, 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 194 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 21°7 (223 on the North side, and 212 on the South), and in the Suburbs 140. 


) The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 


34 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 34 (46 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by influenza and its complications, but no deaths from any 
other zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
227 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina, one 


from whooping-cough, aud 2 from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
307 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz., 3 from scarlatina and one from 


enteric fever ; also 2 from phthisis and 5 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 14°0 per 
1,000, Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 5 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis, : 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 16°9 per

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
‘yemarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 13th November, 1897 :— 

“This proved the warmest week which had been observed in November for very many years. It was, 
however, by no means so dry as its predecessor for rain fell freely on Monday and Friday in Dublin, 
while much heavier downpours were reported from the §., centre, and W, of Ireland on several days. 
Until Friday the centre of a large anticyclone was found overlying the south of Scandinavia, Denmark 
and the Baltic. At8a.m. of Wednesday, the barometer read 30°84 inches at Wisby in the Baltic. A 
tendency to cyclonic conditions was observed on Sunday in Ireland, and locai irregularities in atmos- 
pheric pressure over Western Europe generally on Monday and Tuesday caused considerable rainfalls 
in many places. The isobars afterwards became regular and anticyclonic with improving weather ; 
but on and after Thursday the barometer gave way quickly in the west, so that squally southerly 
winds, high temperatures, and rainfalls took the place of the quiet, dull and foggy weather which 
had been prevalent, particularly in England. In that country a sudden chill occurred on Wednesday 
night, the screened thermometers falling to 29° at Cambridge, 32° at Loughborough, and 33° in London 
and at Oxford. An equally sudden rise of temperature took place early on Friday morning. This 
last-named day turned out phenomenally warm in Ireland, the thermometer rising to 61° in Dublin, 
and to 60° at Leith and Nairn in Scotland. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°928 
inches, the barometer rising to 30212 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, §.S.E.) and falling to 29390 
inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, 8.W.). The mean temperature was 541°, The mean dry bulb reading 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 535°. The screened thermometers fell to 46'9° on Monday and rose to 60°9° 
on Friday. The rainfall was 1335 inches on five days, ‘937 inch being registered on Saturday. The 
prevailing winds were S.S.E. and 8.W.” : 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:939 inches. The highest reading (30°223) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29°406) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 52°5°, being 7:9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was, highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 61:19, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 40:°2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 52°7° 

‘and of the Wet Bulb 50°7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12°5 
hours. The rainfall measured 1°225 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48:09, the maximum 58°89, 
and the minimum 32°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 58°1°, the minimum 40°0°, and 
the mean 50°32; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57°3°, the minimum 44:2%, and the 
mean 50°1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°18 in.; at Glasgow 1°34 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°88 in,*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in sixteen 
of the districts to 5-6 in Ballymena; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from whooping-cough.

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 163— 82 boys and 81 girls; and the deaths to 156—80 males and 76 females. 

The deaths, which are 23 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°3 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the death of one person admitted to hospital from without 
the district, the rate was 23:1 per 1,000. During the forty-six weeks of the current 
year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 29:3, and was 2°7 over the 
mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1887-96. _ 

There were only 12 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
7 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 17 under 
the number for the week ended the 13th instant: they comprise one from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), one from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, one (in the Richmond District 
Lunatic Asylum) from beri-beri, 2 from diarrhea, &c. ; 

Thirty-eight cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 6 over the 
admissions for the preceding week: 21 scarlatina patients were discharged during the 
week; and 165* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 17 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday, the 18th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 26 for the week ended the 30th ultimo to 43 for the following week and 44 for 
the week ended the 13th instant fell to 29 last week; 20 patients were discharged 
during the week ; 2 died; and 189 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
7 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for last week include, also, 2 cases of typhus; one typhus 
patient was discharged during the week ; one died; and 2 remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 33 for the week 
ended the 6th instant to 23 for the following week, rose last week to 35, but this — 
number is 4 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 
35 deaths comprise 26 from bronchitis and 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
lungs.

The deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 16 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 6, 

Seven accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered, 

In 12 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mMet.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th November, 1897 :— 

“Mildness was again the predominant characteristic of the weather of this period, but a ‘cold snap’ 

of some intensity occurred on Sunday and Monday. A rainstorm prevailed on the east coast of 
Ireland during the opening hours of the week. It was brought about in connection with a sudden 
reversal of wind direction and temperature conditions in Scotland and Ireland. At 8 a.m. of Sunday 
a long curved tongue of low atmospheric pressure stretched from the Bay of Biscay up the Irish Sea 
and across the South of Scotland to the S.W. of Norway. To the eastward of this curious trough of 
low barometer, southerly winds and high temperatures prevailed; to the westward, northerly 
winds, cold rains and sleet, and low temperatures. By 9 a.m. of Monday the thermometer was down 
to 84°in Dublin, where a reading of 61° had been recorded three days before. A ridge of high 

pressure now passed quickly eastward across the British Isles, leaving gradients for 8.W. winds re- 
established on Tuesday and Wednesday. Both these days proved dull and rainy in Dublin. On 
Thursday morning a lofty stratum of cirriform cloud cleared off from $.W. and a fine, bright day 
ensued. Fine, mild weather afterwards lasted to the end, anticyclonic conditions being fully estab- 
lished on Saturday. At 8 p.m. of Friday the barometer was down to 28°73 inches at Bodé in Norway. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 307193 inches, atmospheric pressure ranging from 
29522 inches at 9am. of Sunday (wind, N.N.W.) to 30654 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E. ?). 
The mean temperature was 47°79. The mean of the dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 47°0°. 
The screened thermometers fell to 340° on Monday and rose to 57'7° on Wednesday. The rainfall 
amounted to ‘696 inch on three days, ‘522 inch being recorded on Wednesday. The prevailing winds © 
were N.W. and W.S.W.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30-209 inches. The highest reading (30°662) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°535) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°3°, being 2°7° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 56-8°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29°8°.

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 210), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20:2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19°1, and for Edinburgh 20°1. 

Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22°4 per 1,000 of their 
agereoate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720." 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
30 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 32 (3'1in the North City Districts, and 33 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 25 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street)._The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
114 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. No deaths from any 
zymotic diseases were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (32) are equal to an annual rate of 
382 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, including 3 from enteric fever; Among the 
28-deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from 
convulsions.

Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—

Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 76; Donnybrook, 
146 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from scarlatina and 2 from diarrhcea for Clontarf and Howth No. 1 District :

; METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.zx.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 27th November, 1897 :— 


“Dull, foggy, changeable weather ruled during the greater part of the week. The general distribu- 
tion of atmospheric pressure was cyclonic in the North of Europe, anticyclonic in the British Isles 
and Central Europe. During the first two days a large depression swept eastward across Scan- 
dinavia, while the isobar of 30'7 inches lay over the S.E. of England and Germany. On Tuesday the 
barometer rose in the former, but fell in the latter regions, thus tending to equalise pressure. Much 
fog prevailed from time to time, and the changes in temperature were sudden and extreme, the 
thermometer falling fast when the sky cleared, only to rise again as clouds formed. On Thursday 
morning a shallow depression was found over the mouth of the English Channel. This disturbance 
caused gloomy wet weather in Ireland, South Wales, and the extreme S.W. of England. A very 
heavy fall of rain also occurred in Brittany and at Biarritz. The depression quickly filled up, and 
the anticyclone formed again over England and Germany, so that a rapid decrease of temperature 
occurred on Thursday night, frost of some intensity being reported on Friday morning, even in 
London (28°), Meanwhile sudden alternations in pressure off the N.W. of Ireland‘caused squally S.W. 
winds, high temperatures and rains in this country. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 30365 inches, pressure ranging from 30649 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind calm) to 29°919 
inches at 9a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The mean temperature was 461°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. was 45'4°. The screened thermometers fell to 37°9° on Tuesday and 
rose to 548° in the early morning hours of Saturday. The rainfall was ‘520 inch on three days, ‘236 
inch being registered on Friday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°367 inches. The highest reading (30°675) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-925) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 430°, being 2°0° under the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 52°5°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31'8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 42:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘95, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 10°8 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °700 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°4°, the maximum 52°5°, 
and the minimum 28°9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 54:99, the minimum 39:0°, and 
the mean 46:1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52:7°, the minimum 38°9¥, and the 
mean 45°2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°38 in.; at Glasgow 0°61 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°27 in,*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
weré equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0‘0 in seventeen 
of the districts to 5°8 in Carrickfergus; one of the 2 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district having been caused by enteric fever.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 205—122 boys and 83 girls; and the deaths to 170—78 males and 92 females. 

The deaths, which are 14 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25:4 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°5 per 1,000. Durin 
the forty-eight weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 29°2, and was 2°6 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, is 24, being 
3 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but one under 
the number for the week ended the 27th ultimo: the 24 deaths comprise 3 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from ill-detined fever, 11 from enteric fever, &e. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 36, 
being 3 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 2 under the number for 
the week ended the 20th ultimo: 39 scarlatina patients were discharged during the 
week; 4 died; and 162* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There has been a further decline in the number of cases of enteric fever admitted 
to hospital, the admissions for last week being 16 only, against 23 for the preceding week, 
29 for the week ended the 20th ultimo, and 44 for the week ended the 13th ultimo: 
28 patients were discharged during the week; $3 died; and | 65 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 20 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 
27th ultimo. : 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 35 for the 
week ended the 20th ultimo, to 31 for the following week, rose, again, last week to 35, 
but this number is 11 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years: the 35 deaths for last week consist of 24 from bronchitis and 11 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. ;

The deaths of 6 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 9 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circu-— 
latory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 5, ;

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.2.meEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th December, 1897 :— 

“Very unsettled, raw, winter-like weather prevailed during the greater part of this week. The 
first three days were rough, cold, and unsettled. On Sunday, November 28th, a deep depression 
travelled southeastwards across the north sea, becoming deeper as it approached the Continent. It 
caused violent gales in Ireland at first, and on the 29th in England and on the Continent. Tempera- 
ture fell fast as the wind veered towards N. in the rear of the storm centre. Lightning and squalls 
of hail, sleet, and snow were reported from many places on the night of Sunday, the 28th. The 29th 
was fine and bright in Dublin, but a heavy rainfall (610 inch) occurred on the 30th. Wednesday, 
December Ist, was very fine, bright, and bracing in Dublin; but heavy showers of cold rain and 
hail fell along the coast south of the city, borne in by a strong northerly wind. Thunderstorms 
occurred at Scilly and Jersey. Thursday was also fine in Ireland generally, sharp frost oceurring 
inland in the morning, a minimum of 27° in the shade being reported from Parsonstown. In the 

_§.E. of England a fresh to strong northerly gale prevailed, accompanied by hail showers. On Friday 
_ the barometer gave way in the N.W., so that clouds increased, the wind shifted to S.W., temperature 
rose, and rain setin. Saturday was dull, damp and at times foggy. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29'847 inches, the barometer ranging from 29311 inches at 2 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) 
to 30'427 inches at 9p.m. of Thursday (wind, also W.N.W.): The corrected mean temperature was 
414°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 401°. On Tuesday the screened ther- 
mometers rose to 497°, on Friday they sank to 32°99. The rainfall was 1144 inches on five days, ‘610 
inch being recorded on Tuesday. Northwesterly winds prevailed. Hail, sleet and snow fell on- 
Sunday, when also sheet lightning was seen at night.” 
At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
_ barometer during the week was 29°851 inches. The highest reading (30°445) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind N., and the lowest (29°367) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40:3, being 14° under the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 49°09, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39°1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 37:89. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 21°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured !°315 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39:09, the maximum 52°19, 
and the minimum 25:2° ; ‘at Glasgow the maximum was 47°3°, the minimum 28°09, and 
the mean 38°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 45°5°, the minimum 29-0, and the 
mean 37°9°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°15 in.; at Glasgow 0°73 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°74 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 21‘8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20:2 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°9, and for Edinburgh 18:0.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in sixteen 
of the districts to 4:9 in Clonmel; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising | from diarrhea. Among the 116 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 1 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 39 deaths in Cork 
comprise 2 from. diarrhea. The Registrar for Tralee No. 2 District remarks— 
“Scarlatina very prevalent in district, also a few. cases of typhoid; two cases of 
varicella [chicken-pox}: whooping-cough also prevalent.”

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 157—81 boys and 76 girls; and the deaths to 171—-84 males and 87 females. 

The deaths, which are 14 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°5 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°8 per 1,000. During 
the forty-nine weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate 
averaged 29'1, and was 2°4 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1887-96. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 19, being 
3 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 under 
the number for the week ended the 4th instant: the 19 deaths comprise 4 from 
scarlatina, 1 from influenza, 1 from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 
] from dysentery, &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 32, 
being 4 under the admissions for the preceding week and 7 under the number for. | 
the week ended the 27th ultimo: 31 scarlatina patients were discharged during the 
week; 3 died; and 160* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 below 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had 
gradually declined from 44 for the week ended the 18th ultimo, to 16 for the week ended 
the 4th instant, rose to 30 last week ; 21 patients were discharged during the week ; 
2 died; and 172 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday tke 4th instant. ‘ 

Thirty-six deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during 
the week, being one over the number for the preceding week, but 10 under the average 
for the 49th week of the last ten years: they comprise 27 from bronchitis and 5 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years ot age (including 8 infants under 1 year” 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. [| 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 18 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 4. . 

Four accidental deaths (including 2 caused by burns) were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 infants under 
one year old, and the deaths of 5 persons agei 60 years and upwards.

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Forty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (30 being infants under 1 year, of whom 11 were under 1° month 
old) and 54 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 33 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 11 were octogenarians, 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 
91 years, and 1 (a woman) was returned as 101 years old. 
Seventy-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 27 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns. for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated cn 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 24'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 275 (33°5 on the North side, and 220 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
18 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 17 (1'8in the North City Districts, and 16 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
143 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea. 


No.1 North City District, West (Sammer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
346 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 2 from enteric 
fever. Among the 26 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 5 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North Clty District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
433 per 1,000. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 6 deaths, phthisis 2, and: convulsions 3, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (17) represent an annual rate: of 34'0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis,. 
and 2from mesenteric disease. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26'2 per 
1000. Two deaths from scarlatina (both in the same house) constitute the mortality from zymotic 
disease. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 


No.2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from phthisis, but none 
from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 183 per 
1,000. Three were from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. 


No. 4 South City. District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 204 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis, 


_ Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 17'1; Donnybrook, 
183 ; Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 224. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from enteric fever for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ; 1 from. enteric fever and 1 
from diarrhea, for Donnybrook ; and 1 from diphtheria for Kingstown. Among the 9 deaths from 
all causes tabulated for Donnybrook are 2 from cancer ; and the 8 for Kingstown comprise 2 from 
diseases of the airculatory system.

Meteorological Observations. — 807 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥F.z.MxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th December, 1897 :— 
“A cyclonic distribution of atmospheric pressure, and very changeable, unsettled weather held 
throughout this week. Sunday broke damp and foggy in Dublin, but shortly before noon a warm 
§.W. wind swept away the fog and caused a brisk rise of temperature to 53°. Rain set in at 3 p.m. 


__and lasted throughout the evening. Monday was changeable, rain falling in the forenoon, but it 


. 


‘became finer brighter and colder later on. On Tuesday a large and ultimately deep depression 
approached the West of Scotland from the Atlantic. It caused squally S.W. to W. winds and gales, 
with rain. At first temperature rose considerably—to 552 at several British stations and to 566° 
dn Dublin. At 8 am. on Wednesday the barometer ranged from 2846 inches at Sumburgh Head 
(Shetlands) to 20°47 inches at Lisbon and 30°68 inches in the Azores. In the evening a new depression 
reached the N. of Scotland from the westward, the barometer sinking to 28°38 inches at Stornoway 
and 28°39 inches at Wick. This northern depression began to fill up on Thursday, but another dis- 
turbance came in over Ireland from W,S.W.,so that on Friday the barometer fell to 28°80 inches at 
Malin Head and to 28°87 inches even in Dublin. Suddenand extreme changes in weather and tem- 
perature accompanied these oscillations of atmospheric pressure On Saturday the barometer rose 
fast and the weather proved fine, quiet and bright. In Dublin the mean pressure of the air was 
29°522 inches, the range being from 30'027 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.) to 28870 inches at 3°30 
p.m. of Friday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 43°79. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. was 41°9°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 56°6°, on 
Wednesday they fell to 363°. The rainfall was ‘6\7 inch on six days, ‘261 inch being measured on 


- Sunday. Westerly (S.W. to W.N.W.) winds were Nredominant. A perfect lunar halo was seen on 


Thursday night ; a band of auroral light at 6 p.m. of Saturday.” 

At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Otlice, Phenix Park,the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°53! inches. The highest reading (30°039) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (28-967) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°8°, being 14° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘he temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 55°49, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 39°39. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation. 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17:2 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °670 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41°79, the maximum 54°19, 
and the minimum 34°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°6°, the minimum 32°9°, and 
the mean 42°0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°0°, the minimum 32°9°, and the 
mean 41°39. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°86 in.; at Glasgow 1°85 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°71 in,*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 210), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20:3 per 1,0U0, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21°0, and for Edinburgh 19°9.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 268 per 1,000 of their 
agereoate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 984,720.”

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
Were equal to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from "0 in seventeen 
of the districts to 16-1 in Newry; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 2 from whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhea. Among the 145 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 
11 from enteric fever, and 5 from diarrhea; and the 45 deaths in Cork comprise 
2 from measle3 and 1 from diarrhea.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 161—76 boys and 85 girls; and the deaths to 191—95 males and 96 females. 

The deaths, which are 1 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°5 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27:4 per 1,000. During 
the fifty weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 
29-1, and was 2°4 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 
1887-96. : 

Twenty-two deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being one 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and three 
over the number for the week ended the 11th instant: they comprise 4 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 10 
from enteric fever, | from diarrhea, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 39 for the week ended the 27th ultimo to 36 for the following week and 32 for 
the following week, further declined to 25 last week: 21 scarlatina patients were 
discharged during the week; 2 died; and 162* remained under treatment on Saturday 
last. being 2 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. | 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 28, 
being 2 under the admissions for the preceding week, but 12 over the number for the 
week er:ded the 4th instant ;: 24 patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; 
and 172 remained under ‘treatment.on Saturday last, being equal to the number in 
hospital on Saturday tle 11th mstant. ete 

‘The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 34, 
being 17 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 
under the number for the week ended the 11th instant: the 34 deaths comprise 21 
from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 y.ars of age were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 22 deaths, and cancer 11. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

ln 7 instances the cause of deatu was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 3 infants under 
one year old, andthe deaths of 4 persons age 60 years and upwards.

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- Forty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 vears of age (29 being infants under | year, of whom 7 were under 1 month 
old) and 51 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 5 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been 
aged 90 and 97 years respectively. 

Seventy-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were adinitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated cn 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27'4 per 1,000 : the rate 
in the city was 31'5 (32'1 on the North side, and 30°99 on the South), and in the Suburbs 179. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annua! rate of 
27 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3:2 (3'l in the North City Districts, and 33 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1’5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City. District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
45°7 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases (1 from influenza, 1 from whooping-cough 
and 2 from enteric fever), 2 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (30) are equal] to an annual rate of 
35°8 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
enteric fever. Six deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by phthisis, 3 by cancer, and 2 by 


convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
271 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Four of the 14 deaths from other causes were from phthisis, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—‘The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22°0 per 
1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Two deaths were 
caused by diseases of the respiratory system. 


No;1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 27°7 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. No deaths from uny zymotic disease 


were recorded. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000.. Diphtheria caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 
' 2from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 340 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 1 from diphtheria, and 
1 from enteric fever. Seven deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 4 by diseases 


of the circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by cancer. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 262 per 1,000. ‘They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina, 2 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhceea. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system and 2 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
146 ; Blackrock, 291 ; and Kingstown, 224. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 2 from enteric fever for Rathmines; 1 from diarrhea and vomiting for Donny- 
brook; and 1 from scarlatina for Kingstown. The 2 deaths from all causes. tabulated for 
Palmerston, part of, were from phthisis. . ;

Meteorological Observations, 823 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥F.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th December, 1897 :— 

“ Quiet and calm at its beginning and close, this week was generally unsettled, with frequent rain 
and squally southerly and south-westerly winds. It blew a fresh gale for several hours on Thursday. 

Sunday was a beautiful day—fairandcalm. There was some fog in the forenoon, but the afternoon 
was brilliant. This ‘pet’ day was due to the presence of a secondary depression at the mouth 
of the English Channel. The effect of this was to equalise barometric pressure in Ireland—at 8 a.m. 
the extreme limit of variation was only ‘ll inch, the barometer marking 29°67 inches at Roche’s 
Point, Cork, and 29°56 inches at Malin Head, Donegal. Hence clear skies and light winds or calms 
prevailed. Near Dublin the grass was white with hoar frost throughout the day. Between Sunday 

‘and Friday the weather was determined by a series of large and deep atmospheric depressions 
which travelled northwards or north-eastwards across the Atlantic, Ireland, and Scotland. These 
caused rains, high temperatures and squalls. On Thursday the shade thermometers rose to 582 at 
Loughborough and Oxford, 57° in Dublin and at York, Liverpool and Cambridge, and 56° in London. 
An anticyclone now surged westward from the Continent, causing calm, foggy and colder weather 
on Friday evening. Saturday was a day of gloom and fog, which became wet in the afternoon. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29584 inches, pressure ranging from 28982 inches at 
9p.m. of Monday (wind, SS.E.) to 30284 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 465°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 461%. On 
Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 33:19, on Thursday they rose to 568°. Rain fell on 4 days 
to the amount of *405 inch, ‘173 inch being registered on Wednesday. The wind was chiefly southerly 
and south-westerly.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°597 inches. The highest reading (30-294) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.E, and the lowest (28:993) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind §.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 452°, being 46° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 55°8°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 286°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 43°19. The mean humidity of the air was -87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16-0 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °245 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 462°, the maximum 55°7°, 
and the minimum 32°2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55-09, the minimum 30:1°, and 
the mean 42:9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53°4°, the minimum 29-5‘, and the 
mean 41°5°. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-63 in.; at Glasgow 0-40 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:17 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
Were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in nineteen 
of the districts to 7-9 in Londonderry ; the 18 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and | from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 128--65 boys and 63 girls; and the deaths to 146—62 males and 84 females. | 

The deaths, which are 47 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21°8 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21:2 per 1,000. During 
the fifty-one weeks of the current year, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate| 
averaged 28°9, and was 2°2 over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the! 
ten years 1887-96.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.z.mzr.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th December, 1897 :— 

“Throughout this week the British Islands were within the sphere of an anticyclone, the centre 
of which lay off the east of Scotland at first and was afterwards found over Belgium, Holland 
and North Germany. At8a.m. of Wednesday the barometer stcod at 30°74 inches at Berlin. Owing 
to this distribution of pressure, the wind in Ireland was at first easterly, then south-easterly, and 
finally southerly or south-westerly. Early on Christmas morning there was a strong and squally 
southerly wind, and on this day the thermometer rose to 536° in the screen in Dublin... Asa rule 
temperature was much higher in Ireland than in Great Britain, where sharp frosts were felt after 
Monday. In the N.E. of Scotland an area of intense cold became developed on Sunday—at Nairn 
the thermometer fell in the screen to 21° on Sunday, 189 on Monday, 17° on Tuesday, 14° on Wednes- 
day, and 12° on Thursday. At the same station the highest shade temperature on Monday was 29°; on 
Tuesday and Wednesday it.was 31°. At8a.m.of Thursday the thermometer read 21° at Nairn, 22° 
at Loughborough and Cambridge, 23° at Aberdeen, 24° at Oxford, 25° at Wick, 26° at York, and 28° in 
London. The isotherm of 30° embraced nearly the whole of Great Britain, while Ireland was from 
10° to 15° warmer. Christmas Day proved exceptionally mild and fine. In Dublin the mean height 
of the barometer was 30342 inches, pressure ranging between 30°555 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday 
(wind, H.S.E.) and 30123 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, §.S.E.). The corrected mean tempera- 
ture was 438°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 432°, The screened ther- 
mometers fell to 33°8° on Wednesday, and rose to 53°62 on Saturday. The only precipitation was a 
slight shower on the afternoon of Christmas Day. It yielded no measurable rainfall in the gauge.” ' 


At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°:354 inches. The highest reading (30°574) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (30°125) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 41'7°, being 2°5° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1887-96. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 54:29, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 41°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 39°49. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15:2 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘010 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 35°89, the maximum 44:99, 
and the minimum 23°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 47°3°, the minimum 21°3°, and 
the mean 30°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 46:0°, the minimum 24:9°, and the 
mean 33'89. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°02 in.; and at Glasgow 0:08 in. 
There was no rain at Edinburgh.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in fifteen 
of the districts to 7°6 in Drogheda; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in thar 
district comprising 1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 138 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea; and the 18 deaths in London- | 
derry comprise 2 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week ainounted 
to 247— 122 boys and 125 girls; and the deaths to 223-119 males and 104 females. 

The deaths, which are 18 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the ten years 1887_96, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33°3 in every 1,000 of 
the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 32:2 per 1,000. During 
the fifty-two weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 29°0, and 
was 2°2 over the mean annual rate for the ten years 1887-96. 

Twenty deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 2 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 4 under the average for the 52nd week of the 
ten years, 1887-96 ; they comprise one from measles, one from scarlet fever (scarla- 
tina), 3 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 
1 from ill-defined fever, 5 from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, one from erysipelas, 
&c. 

Thirty-seven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, against 
30 for the preceding week, and 25 for the week ended the 18th ultimo: 18 scarlatina 
patients were discharged during the week, and 179* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 19 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

The weekly number of .cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had 
fallen from 80 for the week er:ded the 11th ultimo, to 28 for the following week, and.15 
for the week ended the 25th ultimo, rose to 22 last week : 33 patients were discharged 
during the week ; one died; and 135 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 12 under the number in hospital at the Close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of measles—the only 
cases of this disease in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 54, 
being 24 over the number registered during the preceding week, but one under the - 
average for the 52nd week of the ten years 1887-96; the 54 deaths comprise 36 
from bronchitis and 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. |

The deaths of 9 children (including 5 infants under one year old) were ascribed 
to convulsions. 

Six deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 28 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 22 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 9. 

Ten accidental deaths (including 5 caused by burns or scalds) were registered. 

In 23 instances the cause of death was uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 12 children under

_ METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.mEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
)remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist January, 1898 :— 

|} “Very unsettled and often tempestuous was the weather of the closing week of 1897. Temperature, 
} although very unsteady, ranged high—the mean being some 7° above the average. The weather 
| characteristics just mentioned were brought about by the passage northeastwards across the 
{ Atlantic and British Isles of a succession of large and unusually deep atmospheric depressions. In 
I one of these the barometer sank to 28°19 inches at Stornoway, in the Hebrides, at 2 p.m. of Thursday. 
a On Sunday morning, December 2}, frost still held in the midland counties, and the E. and S.E. of 
} England. But in Ireland and Scotland the thermometer stood between 45° and 53°. Next morning 
| ithad risen from 16° to 19° in England also and frost had disappeared from all parts of the British 
I Isles. Southerly and southwesterly gales prevailed on all coasts between Monday and Friday and 
) rain fell abundantly. Thunder, lightning, and hail were reported from Roche's Point, Co. Cork, on 
q Thursday evening. On Friday afternoon the barometer rose briskly in Ireland and the wind veered 
| toN.W. witha falling temperature. On the morning of Saturday, January 1, frost occurred in the 
} screen for the first time this season in the city of Dublin. Dense wet fogs hung over this city on the 
t morning and throughout the afternoon and evening of New Year’s Day. In Dublin the mean height 
i of the barometer was 29321 inches, pressure ranging between 30°061 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
) Gwind, $.S.W.) and 28740 inches at 11 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, 8.S.E.). The corrected mean 
F temperature was 473°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 464°. On Monday
